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THE STRUGGLE FOR PEACi 


THE favourable turn of events in the interna tonal crisis, which 
was revealed on Wednesday, brought a feeling of heartfelt thank- 
fulness and relief to the people of the world. The dreaded 
prospect of war, for all people a tragedy and for the Jewish peopie 
an unmitigated catastrophe, receded a little, and a definite gleam 
o! hope was discernible that those who have been struggling heroic- 
ally for peace were gaining ground against the circumstances 
with which they have had to contend. Jews, in whose hearts the 
prayer for peace must be ever present, turned in thankfulness to 
God, the Father of all peoples, that the valiant efforts to stave off 
disaster appeared to be having effect—thankfulness for an indica- 
tion that perhaps at last an appreciation of the terrible fate with 
Which the world is threatened is spreading into quarters where 
hitherto the full extent of its ghastly consequences has not been 
realised, 

“As long as war has not begun,’’ said Mr. CHAMBERLAIN in his 
memorable broadcast last Tuesday, “there is always hope that it 
may be prevented ; and you know that [ am going to work for 
peace to the last moment.’’ Those words voiced a hope felt by 
the overwhelming mass of people throughout the world, including 
the people of Germany. They also contained a pledge which all 
Who have followed the evolution of events in the past tragic weeks 
must have felt to be needless, for Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S strenuous 
eflorts during this fateful period must have convinced them that 
in him Peace possesses a friend of selfless and tireless devotion. 

With j increasing appreciation they have ‘cen him standing between 
Peace and the threatening avalanche. Men of all parties and 
creeds have watched. with admiration and sympathy his energy, 


pepu'ation, 


resource ulpess, stoadi-ess of temper, and conciiiatorine:s, and 
his courage which only the misg:ided could mistake for weakness. 

Nor is that all. Mr, CHAMBERLAIN’S efforts have demonstrated 
that if, which God forbid. the issue is, after all, to be left to the 
arbitrament of the sword, the responsibility before the bar of 
history does noi rest with him or with kis country. Nowhere, in 
the records of all times. can any country and its leaders have made 
more sifenuous attempts to avert the calamty of war. These 
attempts, sustained as they have been by President Roosevett and 
the French Government, may justly be described as unique and 
unprecedented. They form a comforting factor in a distress ng 
situation, since they witness to the abiding love of peace amongst 
Vast masses of the earth's people, and to the determination with 
which it is sought to make peace prevail.

The whole Nazi 
dogma is én apotheos’s o! that very system cf acpi manage which 
has provided the ‘arger issue in this crisis. Once 
free play to s:t at naught law, justice, acd the rights of men, then 
trulv life would not te worth living. The statesmen of the world 
have had during the past five years a clear demonstration of the 
resuts of power-politics in practice. During that time the Nazis 
have systematicaliy applied the rulz of force with a complete 
disregard for law and justice and rights to sections of the German 
to those of different political views, to Confessional 
Protestants, to Catholics and Jews. Here was a laboratory test 
the full significance of which too many have failed to grasp. 
Only blind foliy could comitortably suppose that the force 
principle, openly proclaimed and practi.ed in home affairs, 
would never te employed in international spheres. Herr HITLER 
is notably consistent. It is thus that the hideous persecution in 
Germany is inevitably connected with the crisis. Both are mani- 
festations of the same basic phenomenon. The threat to European 
peace has been primarily a threat of the Nazi spirit. 
spirit that knows only as law that the weak must succumb to the 
strong has emerged as the “larger issues.’’ It is the same spirit 
which our peace-loving Prime MINISTER has firmly proclaimed 
* must be resisted.’’ But the successful resistance without war of 
this spirit by the power and influence of the peaceful nations would 
be perhaps a decisive defeat for it in wider aspects. Here we have 
areal hope, the fulfilment of which would be only less thankfully 
welcomed than the avoidance of war itself, 

Events and situations develop during a period of criss with 
confusing rapidity, and even before these words are in print some 
new feature may have presented itself, perhaps to bring a fresh com- 
plication, or rather let us hope to help towards a peaceful solution, 
in the matters under international cispute. It is still too early to 
indulge in unqualified opt.mism, an outlook which, under- 
standable in moments of tremendous relief, is not without its 
danger. Inthe meantime, all Jews will join in prayer that the 
negotiations which the statesmen are undertaking may be blessed 
with success and that God will inspire with His spirit of justice 
and righteousness and mercy those national leaders whose 
responsibility is for the lives of millions of men, women, and children 
and indeed for civilisation itself.

A number of them have already fey 
into the interior of the Republic—very few taking their possessions 
with them. Jewish shops hav: bezn looted, an old Synagogue t as been 
desecrated and rifled of its va'uables, and now all the fam‘liar aspects 
of another Jewish exodus are in process of emerging—a barracks for 
the refugees, a soup kitcxen, and so on. It oaly adds one more touch 
of tragic irony to the situation that all this Nazi minority torture is one 
of the culminations of th: Naziattack on tie Czechs out of a holy 2-a] 
for justice to the German minority. 


But beyond the 32,000 Jews in Sudetenland stand, or tre nble, the 
nearly 320,0)0 other Jews of Czechoslovakia. If the tragedy of war 
should come they, too, would be in the thick of it. Evzn a dimin‘shed 
Czech State under Nazi domination would make life impossible for the ». 
And so another Jewish refug:: pro*'tem looms on the horizon! One 
can only hope that at least the Evian Committee’s hope of securing 
places for the settlenent of 100,000 refugs:s annually will be realise 4. 
But the whole prob!em is heavy witi doubt. 


THE BOARD MUST BE HELPED 

Our premier charity, the Jewish Board of Guardians, is in serio:s 
financial distress. It is struggling with a d2‘icit of over £25,000. In 
thes: circumstances it has laurched a special apoeal tothe community. 
The times are not propitious. But the fact that, despite this consid:ra- 
tioa, the appzal has gon2 forward is a measure of the Board's 
need. It is superfluous at this hour of day t» stress all that the 
Board’s work means to the health, the happines;, and, let us certain'y 
not forget, the reputation of the London Jewish Co nmuaity—anybo Jy 
who is still t:norant of this will find som> us2ful information in te 
short interview with Hannah Cotten in this issu2 of THe Jewisu 
CHRONICLE. The only question that can arise is whether we preter, at 
the present junciure, to compel it curtail its ac ivitics rather than to 
support it. And to that qu23tion there can be only one answer. Ihe 
work of the Board must goon. Taz existing unrest and threat of war 
are preciszly the conditions in waich the necessity for the Board's 
labours increases rather than declines. Whatever other caus?s may 
suffer in the near future, the Board of Guardians must not be ene of 
them. Weearnestly appeal to our readers not to let it down in the 
present crisis, but, in help nz it, to remain s‘aunch Jews, waich meins 
good cit zens. :

SiR,~-The advertisement which appears on another page will, I hope, 


bring home to your readers the necessities of the Jewish Board of Guardians 
more vividly than the modest prose of a letter: in any case, | fear that 
anticipation of the purport of a letter over my signature may prompt hard- 
hearted persons not to read it. 

The normal income of the Board is insufficient to meet its annual expendi- 
ture. The services which it renders cover a far wider field than is generally 
realised: they are summarised in the advertisement. The beneficiaries 
include people of every age and of all classes in the social scale. The 
unit of relief is the family, and the relief given is not a mere distribution 
of alms but is constructive in the widest sense. The scope of the work 
has increased steadily during recent years, and involves a corresponding 
increase in the expenditure; moreover, the last twelve months have witnessed 
a constant and disquieting rise in all the relief departments of the Board. 
The deficit now amounts to £25,000, and a Special Appeal is unavoidable; 
it ts, indeed, in the nature of an S.O.S., for if it fails to bring in enough 
to wipe out the deficit and to provide a margin to cover the needs of the 
next few years it will be necessary either to reduce drastically the amount 
given in relief or to curtail the range of the services rendered. The endow- 
ments of the Convalescent Homes entrusted to the Board are insufficient 
for their maintenance; it would be easy to save money bv closing them in 
winter, but it would be a tragical economy. The Boys’ Welfare Committee 
costs nearly a thousand pounds a year, but to curtail this expenditure would 
endanger the future of many a young and hopeful life. The re-establish- 
ment of the British-born German and Austrian refugees is costing the 
Board a large sum, but it would be unwise, as well as uncharitable, for 
the Anglo-Jewish Community not to shoulder themselves the burden of 
these British-born Jewish refugees, a burden which would otherwire fall on 
their Christian rellow-countrymen 

The Board is. | believe. unique in that it publishes every year not only 
a report and accounts but that its President gives to the contributors 
an acceunt of its stewardsinp, together with a general survey and statement 
of policy analogous to that provided to, the shareholders by the Chairman 
of a company. The contributors to the Board, at its annual general meeting, 
have an opportunity of asking questions and of discussing and modifying 
policy. 

The Jewish Community of London have never failed to support the Board 
of Guardians. If that fine tradition ts to be maintained, if the Board 1s io 
preserve its reputation in the Metropolis for ._progressive and wise social 
service, then it is essential for everyone to send this year a generous sum 
over and above his usual.contribution, and to help the Board in ts cflorts 
to add fresh names to the long and honourable list of tts regular contributors,

THE CATHOLIC BISHOP OF SALFORD 
[From our Correspondent) 


The death of Dr. Thomas Henshaw, Catholic Bishop of Salford, on Friday, 
will be mourned by many outside the Catholic community, and not least by 
his Jewish fellow-citizens. On several occasions, Dr. Henshaw manifested 
publicly his friendship with the Jewish people. In 1933, he was one of the 
chief speakers at the great protest meeting at the Manchester Free Trade 
Hall against the persecution of the Jews in Germany, and in June this year, 
Dr. Henshaw spoke at the Manchester Women’s Appeal Luncheon in aid of 
Jewish Child Victims of Persecution... He then described as “childish 
propositions ” the racial theories which were being instilled into the minds 
of German youth to-day, and which had been severely denounced by the 
Pope a few weeks before. He said he felt ashamed of mankind when he 
read in the papers of the atrocities which were being committed im Austria 
against Jews, Catholics, Protestants and other decent citizens of sundry 
political creeds. 

On behalf of Manchester and Salford Jewry, Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., has 
sent a letter of condolence to the Catholic Vicar-General in Salford on the 
death of Dr. Henshaw.

And turning |) 
Joshua he bestows his blessing upon him. ™“ Be strong and of good 
courage, for thou shalt lead the people to possess the land which |)he 
Lord hath sworn to their fathers to give unto them.” 

The task that lay before Joshua would indeed tax all his skill, .|| 
his enthusiasm, all his power of endurance. To overcome the war|)ke 
tribes that inhabited Canaan would call into play his utmost strength 
and most virile courage, but he and his warriors never quailed belo; 
their undertaking, and their victorious slogan “ Be strong and of good 
courage * has remained to this hour the battle-cry of Israel in all the 
crises of their chequered history. 

Both in our individual lives and experiences, as well as in the sphere 
of the world around us, the teaching of the motto of Joshua is .s 
compelling, as essential as ever. For ourselves, we need it to face and 
overcome life’s perplexities, to prove ourselves “ captains of our own 
souls,” to defy and resist successfully all temptation to yield in despair 
at the first obstacle or defeat. Because of his lack of Courage, many a 
man of good intentions has early lost heart to fight the battle of life 
as soon as he is unable to make headway against the strain of failure 
that checks his progress. How many are they, too, who find the 
crooked road easier to foflow than the straight path, being deficient in 
the moral courage and will-power to combat vice and wrong-doing for 
their own spiritual well-being. They show cowardice when the test 
comes and desert those more determined fighters who are upholding the 
cause of truth, of right, of virtue, of integrity of life. Would that the 
exhortation of the Great Teacher, “ Be strong and of good courage. 
rang in their ears and stirred their hearts to action, and they would 
recognise their duty clearly and never fail to perform it. 

In the defence of religion, particularly to-day, do we sorely need 
this resoluteness. All forms of religious belief, not Judaism alone, 
aré being violently attacked by powerful forces that aim at its 
destruction. Agnosticism, atheism, materialism—these doctrines are 
being taught and practised in influential quarters, and religion calls 
for its faithful adherents to buckle on their armour for the permanent 
spiritual welfare both of the individual and of human society at large. 
A form of civilisation and of political ideology that is based on 
irreligion can possess no stability, no firm foundation. But instead of 
responding eagerly to. the summons, we are often like the sons of 
Ephraim, concerning whom the Psalmist laments that, though they 
were armed, “they turned back in the day of battle: they kept not 
the covenant of God and refused to walk in His Law” (Psalm ‘+. 
9-10). What are the causes for this shrinking from the contest tha! 
marks so many sons and daughters of Israel to-day? Why do they so 
often confess only with bated breath that they are the heirs to the 
legacy of spiritual wealth bequeathed by their fathers and seek ‘o 
conceal their true identity as the proud possessors of a religious teac!- 
ing that knows no superior? Many are the apologies or explanations 
tendered in reply. We belong to the age in which our lot is cast and 
are markedly impregnated by its disturbing influence. The state o! 
the intellectual atmosphere is antagonistic to and destructive o! the 
spirit of resoluteness, of courage, in the sphere of religious belic!. 
In past ages we read that the bent of men’s minds was towards a simp'c, 
trustful faith in dogmatic truth. Those who accepted God's ser\i-c 
had no doubts to distress them, no difficulties to perplex their minds. 
There was no inward struggle between faith and unbelief, and the dai 
life of the Jew was hallowed by the teachings of his religion. Now ‘he 
tendency of men’s thoughts is to receive nothing unquestioned. ‘0 
discard the authority of tradition and of history, to probe to the \c'y 
roots of all religious and spiritual doctrines as chemical compounds 
are analysed in the laboratory. 

“These are times that try men’s souls.” What a high degree 0! 
indomitable courage is moreover called for in meeting the trials and 
tribulations through which Israel is unhappily passing to-day 11 ‘9° 
many parts of the world. An insane racial teaching springing !'0™ 
a narrow form of nationalism has resulted in a policy of degradation, 
spoliation, and expulsion for the Jew. Both the victims of (his 
barbarity and we, who so wholeheartedly sympathise with them, require 
an unflinching determination to bring about the defeat of the evil p!uns 
of our oppressors. To add to our sorrows, in the Promised Land w«' 
is being waged against our lawful rights by a merciless foe, and ‘he 
gallantry with which the Jewish colonists have defended their honic- 
steads has evoked the admiration of the world, These brave "mc" 
and women have shown to the full that they are strong and poss<s 
good courage and they have set an example to all Jewry | 

Combined with this spirit of undaunted resolution, this sell- 
sacrificing devotion to the cause of Israel, there must exis! @" 
unswerving Faith and Hope in our Deliverer, “ unto whom belongeth 
salvation.” Whilst we gladly and gratefully welcome the aci'\« 
sympathy and co-operation of all right-minded people who are membe's 
of other creeds, upon us falls the primary duty to be in the forefron! 
in fighting the battles of the Lord. Though at times we feel inclined 
to shrink back affrighted at the immensity of our task and imagi'< 
ourselves to be a David confronting a giant Goliath, yet, like him. “¢ 
must declare fearlessly “I come in the name of the Lord God of 
Hosts."

ATONEMENT DAY 


By WATCHMAN 


Never, surely, has the great Fast Day-—the day of reconciliation and 
at-one-rent with God and man-—been heralded by forebodings 
more cruelly out of Keeping with its sublime underlying purpose. 
Yet, the great occasion loses none of its significance on that account. 
if despite the fact that our feet, at this moment of writing, stand at 
the edge of destiny-—peace, precious peace, be after all retrieved, the 
lessons Kippur offers to the rest of the world will still stand in all, and 
perhaps more than all, their usual commanding importance. And if 
peace is lost, and mankind goes plunging into bloody anarchy, the 
lessons will still remain to teach the remnant the only roads to human 


appiness. 
happt 


Wuar are those lessons? What ts it that Kippur is really proclaiming 
primarily to the Jew but not exclusively to him? Nothing could be 
more clear and simple. It is, in the first place, that without recognition 
of the Lord of Lords and reconciliation with Him, all our work is 
reared on shifting sands. There is no so!idoundation, and it is apt 
to be swept away by the first onset of greed, unreason, and violence. 
Secondly, Atonement Day is proclaiming that reconciliation with the 
Divine Father necessarily implies reconciliation with His children. To 
seek one without the other is nothing better than blasphemy. And 
lastly Kippur, as we Jews have observed it these many many years, 
proclaims the portentous truth that the reconciliation with the Deity 
must be sought not alone by Individuals but by nations. Remember 
those opening words of the Kol Nidré servic: “ Pardon, I beseech 
Ihee, the iniquity of this people, according to the greatness of Thy mercy, 
and according as Thou hast forgiven this people from Egypt even until 
now.” ... “And all the congregation of the children of Israel shall 
be forgiven, and” (wonderfully characteristic touch) “ the stranger that 
sojourneth among them.” 


Or take the plea to the Deity, which bezins : “O Lord, Thou King who 
pardonest and forgivest our iniquities’’— the sins of individuals 
the iniquities of Thy people, the house of Israel"—-the sins of the 
nation ; or the words of the Confession--all couched in the first 
person plural, and not the first person singular, confession of national 
wrongdoing. Or the confession of the High Priest, on his own account 
and that of his household, and then on account of the “ignorant and pre- 
sumptuous sins of tre people.” Always the nation as well as the 
individual! Cculd there be plainer warning that the people, as a whole, 
has the same dut es toward; God as the units which comp )se it, and must 
sek reconcihation with Him if it falls shori of these obligations? Yet 
it is the tragedy of our civili ation that it has failed to recognise this 
card nal truth insisted on by Judaism. It has drawn an immoral 
distinction between the individual and the mass. Lizs and deceit which 
have been reproba‘ed in the case of the unit, have bzen almost acce >ted 
as the permissible coipage of national diplomacy. Theft, which has been 
severely punished in the former instanc:, has been acclaimed in the 
latter when it.took the form of national persecuton or conquest. 
Slander and libel against an individual are taboo, but against a nation 
ora community are mostly quite legal. Murder by an individual in 
civil life is a capital offence. Waolesale killing by a nation in a war of 
aggression is to sore nations honourable. One moral law for the 
iidividual and another for the nation. O patriotism, what deeds have 
been done in thy name!

Have we not, in all this, the explanation, perhaps almost the 
Soe explanation, of the persistence of war, and of all the tribula- 
tions and the misery that war has brought on the human 
kind? And is not, then. the teaching of Kippur— its proclama- 


ton that the whole peop!e has, in its collective aspect, its duty to 
God and His law—one of sovereign significance for the entire human 
race, to be laid deeply to heart whether peace be saved at the 
cleventh hour, as we must all devoutly pray, or even amid the dire 
(thunders of war, should the dark clouds above us break ? Wou'd that all 
P-optes could have their set penitential days, that they could retire, for 
one day of days, into their places of worship, from the babble of con- 
tending tongues and ruthless rivalries, that they too could beg forgive- 
hess “for the sin wherein we hav: sinned beforeé-Thee by hardening of 
the heart,” “with u'terance of the lips,” “by an arroga~t men,” and 
* by violence.” , Perhaps then the recurring sirife or shadow of str-fe 
would cease to oppress. Perhap; the load of fear and care would lie 
less heavily on the common people, toiling for its daly bread, Perhap: 
“rrogant and truculent dictatorships would te powerless to weave their 
spe'ls through the incantations of an “exagzerated nationalism.” 
Perhaps the rule of justice would replace the dominion of violence, in 
accordance with the Divine law, and a new and happier day shine out at 
last on our strife-torn and blood-sodden world, and no longer would 


we be driven to exclaim, as we contemplate, with a shudder, the 
awtul human holocaust, that “the pre-eminence of man over the beast 
is naught, for all is vanity.” 


Yet, as they nourish these thoughts for the wider world, let not Jews 
forget the significance of Atonement Day in relation to themselves. Let 
them, let members of this Community of ours, look into their own hearts 
for the folly and uncleanliness that may be there. Let them ask what 
there is, in their own record, that is wrong, bestial, and a challenge to 
the Divine law which they proclaim for allmen, They have their duty 
Of positive contribution to the coming of God's kingdom. Let them 
look as much to that supreme obligation as to their own sufferings, 
grievous though these be. Sinlessmess may be only relative. But, at 
least, in their dealings with one another and their fellow-men let Jews 
come into the Divine court with hands as clean as human frailty can 
make them. At this dread hour let them resolve that they at any rate 
will try to be true to their own teaching, and to do, however 
passions may rage, their duty alike to the Almighty and His children.

STANDARDISED MAHZORIYV 

The action of the Council of the Sheffield Hebrew Congregation 
in adopting a standard Mahzor for use during the festivals is one 
which should be followed throughout the country. Many worshippers, 
especially those belonging to the younger generation, are confused 
by the bewildering variety of forms of service which are presented 
to them, the one adopted by the Reader usually differing from all 
of them. But the Sheffield Congregation’s adoption of the Davis- 
Adler Mahzor is commendable in that its use lessens the possibility 
of an indecorous termination to Yom Kippur familiar in many Syna- 
gogues. Usually Maariv is read amid scenes of great confusion and 
disorder after the sounding of the Shofar. According to the Davis- 
Adler Mahzor. the Shofar is sounded after Maariv. Congregants wait 
for the note which announces the termination of the Fast (but no 
longer), so that this assures that the great day ends with something 
like the solemnity with which it ts ushered in. It is time the 
ecclesiastical authorities took steps to put an end to the undignified 
disregard which in many Synagogues accompanies the reading of 
Maariv at the end of Yom Kippur.—LANCASTRIAN OF THE JEWISH

Board is doing, and expressed the hope that its appeal for help w;)| 
not go unheeded: 

Much of the work done by the Board, said Miss Cohen, did no: 
appear in the annual reports; nor was it possible to deal comprehen. 
sively with its.many-sided activities in her address at the annual gener! 
meeting. Here are a few of the Board’s activities. 

“The Board.” said Miss Cohen, “acts as the spokesman for the 
Community in its dealings with every Government department con- 
nected with education and soctal services. 

“Every Metropolitan hospital refers to the Board in respect of a|| 
the Jewish cases that come to them, and, similarly, every convalescen| 
home and institution such as the Invalid Children’s Aid Association. 
etc. Moreover, they expect contributions from the Board towards the 
care of these cases and towards the supply of surgical instruments. 
dentures. artificial limbs, and so on. In the case of the IL.C.A.A., the 
centribution to each case amounts to 50 per cent. of the cost.” 

Miss Cohen stressed the points that relief is in the forefront of the 
Board’s activities: that its portals were always open and that no 
deserving case was ever refused for lack of funds, 

“In addition.” she said, “ to regular allowances to the destitute and 
to miscellaneous monetary grants to persons in temporary distress 
through sickness or other causes, the Board is responsible for fou 
large convalescent homes dealing with 2,000 cases per annum, Through 
its Industrial Committee, it provides boys and girls with a start in life. 
and through its Welfare Committee looks after homeless, destitute, and 
difficult lads. The care of orphans ts another of the Board's activities.”

dunams. During the year, eleven new Jewish agricultural settlements 
were founded on an area of 17,000 dunams and providing for 570 units 
The J.N.F. has a land reserve of only 29,000 dunams lef«; but th:s 1s 
unsuitable for immediate colonisation.

output in 1933. Building enterprise in 5698 included the Medical 
Centre on Mount Scopus, erected jointly by the University and the 
Hadassah Women’s Organisation of America; the Anglo-Palestine Bank 
in Jerusalem; the Reading Power House in Tel-Aviv; and Tel-Aviv 
airport. Jews were also employed on “ Tegart’s Wall,” the Government 
Hospital at Haifa, military barracks, and many roads. Jewish labourers 
at the end of 1937 totalled 107,000, of whom 80,000 were organised 10 
the General Jewish Labour Federation. Of these, 60 per cent. were !0 
the towns and 40 per cent. in villages or engaged on public works. !9 
December, Jewish unemployment was 5,800 men (mostly in the urban 
building trades). 

There were 391 Jewish schools with 49,661 pupils, all under the 
auspices of the Vaad Leumi. This has risen from 354 schools and 41,100 
pupils in 1935/36, and 373 schools with 47,300 pupils in 1936/37. _ 

There were 32,800 wireless licences in the past year and 15,800 
telephones. 

Net income of the J.N.F. for the year was £P400,000; ordinary 
revenue of the Keren Hayesod in the first ten months of 5698 was 
£P277,000, with an additional £P135,000 from special sources. The 
Unemployment Fund of the Histadruth, Mifdeh Ezrachi, and “ Kofe' 
Ha’Yishuv ” were special Palestinian drives for funds.

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SIXTY-SEVEN MORE DEATHS 
Another Week of Anarchy 
FRESH TROOPS ARRIVE 


Sixty-seven people have been killed during the week’ in Palestine — 
fifty-four Arabs, ten Jews, two British, and one Armenian. The 
First Battalion of the Leicestershire Regiment arrived over the week- 
end and encamped near Jerusalem. Herc, in diary form, is the 
available information : 

WEDNESDAY 


Terrorists shot and killed a villager in the Hebron area and stabbed 
to death a villager and his son in the Nablus district. 

An Arab carrying a bomb was arrested by the police near the 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem. 

The Government agricultural station at Jericho was set on fire and 
destroyed by brigands. 

Several members of the kibbutz at Kiryath Anavim, employed near 
Ness Ziona, were ambushed and attacked on the way to work this 
morning. They were defended by the two Jewish supernumeraries who 
accompanied them. One of these, Eliezer Zahavi, aged twenty-eight, 
who came from Kobryn, in Poland, was shot dead. The other. Jacob 
Ben Herzl, aged twenty-seven, was slightly wounded but drove off the 
assailants and killed one of them. 

A land mine exploded under a lorry carrying forty-five Jewish 
workers who were proceeding to work at Migdal Zedek, near Petach 
Tikvah. The lorry was damaged, but there were no casualties. 

Troops shot dead two terrorists who were carrying arms in a village 
near Nablus. During a military search of the village, five rifles, two 
revolvers, 500 bullets, four hand grenades, two typewriters, and some 
khaki uniforms were found. 

Police and troops dispersed a band of terrorists outside Nazareth, 
after they had fired at a passing car. and killed four of them.

THURSDAY 

Ihe automatic telephone exchange at Bethlehem was set on fire and 
partly destroyed. 

A bridge was blown up on the Jerusalem-Jericho road, and a convoy 
of lorries of the Palestine Potash Company proceeding to the Dead 
Sea was obliged to return. Detachments of troops are now regularly 
patrolling the Jericho road. 

Brigands set fire to a mansion, a car, and a lorry near Ness Ziona 
belonging to Shukri Bey Taji, a wealthy Moslem orange grower, whose 
brother is a director of Palestine Potash. The damage 1s estimated at 
£10,000. 

Arich Kornfeld, a Jewish constable. was shot at by an Arab while 
he was travelling in a bus from Jalfa police station. He died of. his 
wounds. 

Arieh Reiner, a supernumerary constable, was shot and killed when 
escorfing a number of workers to groves near Beer Yaa'qov. (near 
Rishon-le-Zion, Jafla). By a tragic coincidence, Mrs. Reiner (who 
has a child aged eighteen months) was in the home of Mrs. Kalman 
Kellman at the time, condoling with the latter upon the murder of 
her husband, a ghaffir and a close friend of Reiner, a few days 
previously. Reimer was buried at Rehovoth. 

Armed men entered the Education Department Offices in Nablus and 
Stole a number of typewriters. 

[Troops carried out a search at the village of Asira es Shamaliya, 
near Nablus. Two Arabs were found with revolvers and were shot 
dead when they attempted to escape.

The Arabic Press suspended publication for a fortnight, ostensibly 
as a protest against the censorship. The suspension, however, is 
considered to be due to pressure by the terrorists, who do not wish the 
large list of their casualties to be published. 

Five attempts at sabotage on the Kantara-Lydda line caused a ten- 
hour delay to the train from Egypt. The line was so damaged below 
Gaza that it was unusable for two days. ) 

There was renewed sniping and stoning at Jewish traffic at Ramleh, 
but there were no casualties. 

One soldier of the Royal Scots was seriously injured and five were 
slightly injured when a land mine blew up their military patrol lorry 
north of Tulkarm. 

Shimon Rosenzweig, aged forty, a settler of Kfar Brandeis, employed 
at a grove near Hedera, was shot dead by an Arab while he was at 
work. (During his funeral on Friday, a protest demonstration was 
held against the employment of Arabs in Jewish orange groves. Hedera 
and Ness Ziona are now the only Jewish colonies employing Arab 
labour.) 

During an engagement between rebels and troops at the village of 
Danna, near Beisan, five rebels were killed. 

Police searching a Jewish bus from Tel-Aviv outside Haifa found a 
suitcase containing eleven pistols and 1,200 bullets. All the passengers 
were detained. 


SATURDAY 

Seven towns in Palestine were subjected to night-time curfews for 
varying hours until further notice. They are the Old City of Jerusalem, 
Haifa municipal area, Jaffa municipal area, Jenin, Nablus, Nazareth, 
and Tulkarm. In addition, there is a ten-hour curfew from six p.m. 
on all roads and tracks outside built-up areas, and a ten-hour curfew is 
maintained in the southern section of the Haifa-Lydda railway line, 
which has its terminus in Egypt. for two kilometres on either side of 
the track. Built-up areas, villages, and settlements through which the 
railway passes are exempt.

THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


“gyptian Delegate Asks for Settlement of 
Palestine Question 


Nahia Pasha, the Egyptian Foreign Minister, speakirg in the 
Assembly of the League of Nations last week, said that in the interes! 
of peace in the Mediterranean countries, atiention must be paid to 
the situation in Palestine, which is a neighbour of Egypt and whose 
inhabitants are closely connected with the Egyptian people. His 
predecessor last year had expressed the hope that a solution of the 
Palestinian problem could be found which was acceptable to all with- 
out being imposed on a majority of its inhabitants, and that it would 
produce peace in the country and form the basis for co-operation 
between Jews and Arabs. 

Unfortunately, this hope had not been realised; the situation had 
become worse. The Egyptian Government, however, was confident 
that the Mandatory Power, with courage and political wisdom, wou'd 
find a way of satisfying the legitimate claim of the Arabs. The prob!em, 
though difficult, was not insoluble. 

He did not wish to repeat the declarations which the Egyptian 
Government had made last year, but he wanted to emphasise clearly 
that the conception of a Jewish State went beyond a Jewish Nationa! 
Home, and that the aggravation of the Jewish situation in the wor! 
could not be improved by unjust treatment of the Arabs, whose righ's 
were recognised by the Mandate and by the Mandatory Power itse!’. 
He therefore expressed the hope that the League of Nations would 
settle the Palestinian problem, theresvy making a great contributio? 
towards peace, for which the whole Moslem Arab world would be 
grateful. 

The discussion in the Sixth (Political) Commission was wound up 
last Friday with the drafting of a resolution that “the Assembly 
of the League expresses the hope that the problems relating to Palestine 
may be soived in the near future, account being taken of all the 
legitimate interests at stake.” 

Introducing the resolution, the rapporteur on mandates, Mr. Holg«* 
Andersen, of Denmark, emphasised the need for settling the future 
Status of Palestine. He said that “ the solution by Partition, the study 
of which the Mandatory Power has been authorised to continue, ga‘¢ 


rise to divergent comment sometimes amounting to fundament«!

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TEL-AVIV AIRPORT OPENED 


Rumoured Scheme for Deep Water Harbour 


The new Tel-Aviv airport, situated north of the River Yarkon, 
was formally opened on Thursday of last week. A large and represen- 
tative gathering attended. The Mayor of Tel-Aviv, Mr. L Rokach, 
and representatives of Palestine Airways gave brief addresses, and 
referred to the great importance of this-enterprise for the Yishuv, 
especially at the present time of public insecurity. 

As reported briefly im these columns last week, the first aeroplane 
took off for Beirut carrying the British trade representative, Mr. 
Lomax, the Director of Aviation, Mr. Gumbley, and Mr. Hoofien. 
They landed at Haifa, were welcomed at the airport there by the 
District Commissioner, Mr. Bailey, and then flew to Beirut, where a 
representative of the High Commissioner, M. Martel, and other officials 
received them. 

Harron LEMISCHAR, a weekly commercial paper published in Tel- 
Aviv, reports that a group of British financiers are prepared to invest 
two million pounds in a scheme for the conversion of the Tel-Aviv 
port into a deep water harbour. This report, it is stated, must be 
treated with great reserve. It is stated that the port is in a position to 
export two million cases of citrus fruit during the forthcoming season. 
This is double the quantity of last year’s citrus exports. 


DECLINE OF FOREIGN TRADE 
Exports and Imports Diminish 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 
Palestine’s foreign trade during the first half of this year showed 


a decrease as compared with last year, as already reported. The 
following table gives the figures since 1935;

The larger export totals for the first six months in any year is 
explained by the considerable citrus export traffic in that period. 
The decrease of thirteen per cent. in the first half of this year is 
explained by the lower prices received for citrus consignments, rather 
than by any decrease in quantity, while there was also a reduction 
in raw materials and industrial merchandise. On the other hand, 
Palestine Potash Co. products rose from £P64,000 in the first half 
of 1937 to £P160,000 in the same period this year. 

The economic bulletin of the Jewish National Fund estimates the 
income of Palestine Jewry last year to have been £18,000,000, of 
which £4,100,000 came from industry, £3.900,000 from various services, 
and £2,000,000 from agriculture. 


NO DANGER OF FAMINE 


In Time of Emergency 


A committee of experts met on Sunday at the offices of the Tel-Aviv 
municipality to consider the question of the food supply during a 
time of emergency in Palestine. {t was concluded that the reserves 
of food in the country were sufficient for a prolonged period, and the 
view was taken that there was no fear of communications being cut 
olf in time of war. This would therefore remove any danger of famine. 


*“KOFER HA‘’YISHUV” 


{From a Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Wedding rings are among the gifts being made to “Kofer 
Ha’ Yishuv ” (Redemption of Palestine Jewry) for the financing of 
security Measures in Eretz Yisrael. Schoolchildren, declaring that it 
‘is their lasting regret that they cannot join the army of Jewish 
Gefenders, are sending small gifts of pocket-money. Instead of sending 
flowers to friends on birthdays or festive occasions, people are giving 
the equivalent in cash to the fund. Several people who have won 
damages in arbitration suits or slander actions have turned over the 
money for the defence of the Yishuv.

‘PARTITION IS DEAD 


Important Interview with Mr. Ussishkin 


HOPES FOR AN ARAB-JEWISH 
UNDERSTANDING 


[From our Correspondent—P aris} 


Mr. M. Ussishkin, President of the Keren Kayemeth, who came 
to Paris in connection with the Conference of the Keren Kayemeth 
Organisations in France and North Africa, was kind enough to give 
me an exclusive interview and answer a number of questions as to 
the probable development of the political situation in Palestine. The 
following is a brief summary of my questions and his answers: 

May we now expect a quick and final decision of the Mandatory 
Power with reference to Palestine ? 

I do not know, and | am sure that nobody knows. I doubt even 
whether the British Government themselves have made up their mind 
on the question. All the misfortunes of the last twenty years are 
due to the vacillations of the Mandatory Power. I do not believe 
that the problem of Palestine will now find a rapid solution. In the 
first place we must await the findings of the Technical Commission 
But even they will hardly settle the matter. There is no doubt thay 
they will not satisfy even the most ardent protagonists of Partition, 
so that the Government will be confronted with the question of what 
modifications they can make .to meet Zionist opposition. 

(When I called Mr. Ussishkin’s attention to the statement made at 
Geneva by Mr. Butler on behalf of the British Government, he 
answered that the British Government had made many statements, 
but nevertheless we were where we were.) 

Do you think that-a general settlement in Europe would in one way 
or another affect the Palestinian situation ? 


I do not think there will be any general settkement. But one thing 
is Clear, namely, that the position of the Arabs would be fortified by 
Hitler's success in Europe and that they would try to exploit that 
success for their own ends. | 

Wherein do you yourself see a way out of the Palestinian dilemma ? 

I see it in the concentration of all Jewish energies in two direc- 
tions. First, in the direction of exerting every pressure on the British

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Government with a view to their fulfilling the Mandate. Given the 
resistance of the Arabs to Partition, the simple continuation of the 
Mandate is a much easier solution than Partition. Secondly, we must 
make every effort to strengthen our position in Palestine to a maximum 
extent, both by increasing the Jewish population and by acquiring 
more land. In spite of the troubles of recent years, we still have 
some immigration and we have acquired more land. A small Jewish 
State. in which we should have an Arab minority of forty-five per 
cent.. would be a disaster for us. It would be foolish to rely on the 
promise that Britain will guarantee our safety. Nor can we rely on 
getting sufficient land for a substantial Jewish immigration within 
the Jewish State. The Arab minority would probably refuse to sell 
any land to us. 


If a solution-is shelved, do you anticipate that the Arabs will wait? 


The Arabs will never give their formal consent to the continuation 
of the status quo, but their resistance against the Mandate would be 
weaker than their resistance against Partition. The present bitter- 
ness of the civil war is due to the Arab fear of a fait accompli. When 
the idea of Partition has been dropped, the tension will abate and 
it will be easier to come in due course to terms with the Arabs. 
It will also be easier then for the Administration to use the services 
of the Jews for the purpose of maintainmg order in the country. 


Arabs also Suffering from the Terror 

Do you believe that there is a possibility of reaching an under- 
standine with the Arabs ? 

I am not speaking now of a final understanding, but the giving up 
of Partition should bring a certain appeasement and facilitate a 
temporary modus vivendi. It is obviously unlikely that the Arabs 
will at this juncture resign their aspirations in Palestine for good, but 
an arrangement for some five or ten years may be within the bounds 
of possibility. The Arabs are suffering from the terror no less than 
ourselves. It should, therefore, be possible to negotiate an agreement 
with them for a limited period in which the spectre of Jewish domina- 
tion would be very far from becoming an acute problem. 

What shall we do if we are faced with a take-it-or-leave-it proposition 
on the part of the British Government? 

There will not be any such proposition. Had the British and the 
Arabs both agreed on Partition, then the matter might have been 
different. But if both Arabs and Jews are against Partition, Britain will 
hardly want to enforce it. 

What will happen if Britain accepts the Arab point of view as an 
alternative to Partition ? 

Britain never can do that. All the present trouble is due to the 
indecision and weakness of the British Administration, who are paying 
now for their old sins. At any rate, if the question arose of taking 
Partition or leaving it, my answer would be: “Leave it!” The 
essential thing for us is to stick to our guns. As soon as we have 
given up our title to four-fifths of Palestine, we will have: created 
aa irrevocable fact. As long as we keep our present positions, we 
have hope. Many things may happen. But if we had the suggested 
Jewish State, the Arab minority would play in it the same part which 
the Sudeten Germans have played in Czechoslovakia. The British 
Government have formally abandoned the plan of transferring the 
forty-five per cent. of Arab population from the Jewish to the Arab 
State against their own will, and they will never quit of their own 
free accord. They would do to-morrow what the Sudetens are doing 
to-day. 

Is there any sort of analogy between the present situation and that 
prevailing at the time when we had to give up Transjordan ? 

There is, of course, a certain analogy. We committed at the time 
a great error in not protesting more vigorously and in restricting our- 
Selves to the presentation of ‘a memorandum. But the position was 
then vastly different from what it is now. There was not a single 
Jewish colony or a single Jewish settler in Transjordan at that epoch, 
and we could console ourselves with the thought that there was as 
yet enough to be done in Western Palestine. To-day the position 
is Obviously very different. 

Have any direct contacts between the Zionist Executive and the Arab 
leaders taken place in the past? If so, why did Dr. Weizmann solicit 
British mediation ? 

We were in constant touch with the Arabs, but since we did not 
succeed, we sought British mediation in the hope that it would facilitate 
an understanding. Unfortunately, we did not find much sympathy on 
the part of the Administration, and some of the British officials in 


Palestine were definitely hostile to our efforts of reaching an under- 
Standing with the Arabs. 


On what Lasis did the Zionist Executive seek an accord with the 
Arabs ? 

On the basis of free immigration and letting the Arabs 
the economic benefits resulting from the development of the country 
by the Jews. Without this development the Arabs could never have 


reached the degree of well-being which they enjoyed in Palestine 
before the civil war.

POPULARISING HEBREW 
Link Between the Galut and Eretz Yisrael 


WORK OF THE “ B’RITH IVRITH OLAMITH ” 


Dr. A. Rosenfeld, of Tel-Aviv, the General Secretary of the 
B’rith Ivrith Olamith (the Hebrew World Union), has been touring 
a number of countries, where he has succeeded in forming new 
branches of his organisation. He arrived in London recently, and 
on Thursday evening of last week a meeting of the Tarbuth Organis.- 
tion was held at the West Central Rooms, Noel Street, W., at which 
he spoke. 

Despite their preoccupation with grave current events, they must 
not, urged Mr. Leon Simon, who presided, neglect the vita!\y 
important work of Tarbuth. Dr. Rosenfeld had come to London. 
he said. to strengthen the link existing between the Tarbuth and the 
B'rith Ivrith Olamith. 

Dr. Rosenfeld lamented that Hebrew and Hebrew culture occupied 
so small a place in the activities of the Galut. This was aggravated 
by the fact that this neglect was not appreciated by those guilty 
of it. nor had the recent tragic happenings effected any marked 
change in their attitude to Hebrew. Even in those countries in which 
the education authorities were prepared to help, little or no advantage 
was being taken of the facilities available. If they really wanted the 
Galut to take its share in the spiritual building up of Palestine, that 
could only be done through the medium of Hebrew. Indifference to 
Hebrew prevented any eflective influence of Palestine on the Galut. 
“We must do all we humanly can,” he said, “to bring our Jewish 
vouth nearer to its national language and culture.” 

’ The Brith Ivrith Olamith was formed to create this link between 
Eretz Yisrael and the Galut. Dr. Rosenfeld enumerated the work 
which had been accomplished by the B.I.O., which, he recalled, was 
founded seven years ago in Berlin, and which now had its head- 
quarters in Palestine. They were aiming, he said, to organise the 
Hebrew movement throughout the world, to strengthen Hebrew educs 

tion. and increase the purchase of Hebrew books, thereby helping 
to spread Hebrew literature and assist Hebrew writers. ) 


Poor Financial Support ; 


He also spoke of the many possibilities of fostering the Hebrew 
spirit among the Jews in various countries; but lack of financial means. 
he said, prevented any developments. At present all the support the) 
received was of a purely voluntary nature, except for a small grant 
from the Zionist Organisation. The problem, urged the speaker, was 
one which had to be seriously grappled with. They had to make the 
Jews of the world participate in the revival ofthe Hebrew languace 
and culture that was taking place in Palestine. 

Professor Brodetsky said the principal task of the Hebrew Organisa- 
tion in this country was to popularise the Hebrew language and con- 
tinually to stress its importance. In every town, even in this country. 
they could find a circle of people who spoke Hebrew. But it was 
always a very restricted circle,.and what the Tarbuth Organisation 
of this country had not yet succeeded in doing was to bring Hebrew 
before the Jewish people as a whole. He stressed the importanc. 
of training good Hebrew teachers, and urged the B’rith Ivrith Olanith 
to encourage the training of Hebrew teachers and the sending of them 
from Palestine to all parts of the world. 

It was perfectly clear that they could not bring up children with real 
loyalty to things Jewish unless they could be in intellectual contact 
with what was happening in Palestine; and this intellectual. contact 
was not possible except through the medium of Hebrew. Their most 
important function should be to get Hebrew taught to children. The 
task, therefore, of Tarbuth in this country was to concentrate upon 
the schools. “Hebrew,” he said, “if it is going to be of any use 
to us in the Galut, must become the medium of instruction for the 
children and the medium of reading for the grown-ups.” 

After the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom had spoken and a discussion had 
taken place, a resolution was unanimously carried calling upon the 
friends of the Hebrew movement to intensify the work for the spread 
of the Hebrew language and culture among the younger generation: 
expressing satisfaction at the work that was being done by the Brit/ 
Ivrith Olamith, and calling upon all the Zionist bodies and the Zionist 
Executive to increase their support of the B.1.O.

Sirn.-I should very much like to associate myself with the tribute which 
Mr. N. B. Walters paid in last week's issue of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE to 
the memory of a great and kindhearted Christian friend of the Jewish 
people who, by his will, left a sum of over £11,000 for the relief of poor 
and distressed Jews in Palestine and elsewhere. This was not the only 
time that this benefactor has shown his sympathy for the suffering of the 
Jewish people, his love for the Holy Land, and his appreciation of the work 
which Jews are doing in Eretz Yisrael for the re-establishment of their 
National Home. A few years ago, he gave a considerable sum of money 
for the assistance of Jewish refugees from Germany and their settlement 
in Palestine. He will always be gratefully remembered by those who, like 
myself, had the privilege of knowing him. 

With regard to the £5,000 legacy, which actually realised a sum of 
£4.384 12s. 4d.. Mr. Waiters stated that he was informed by Mr. E. Kaplan 
that the money was merged into the funds of the Zionist Organisation. 
1 do not know the terms of the communications made by Mr. Kaplan to 
Mr. Walters. but | cannot imagine that Mr. Kaplan could have said what 
Mr. Walters reports him as saying, because it is not in accordance with the 
facts of the case. 1 can only assume that Mr. Walters 1s labouring under 
a misapprehension. In fact, the proceeds of the legacy were entrusted not 
to the Zionist Organisation but to the Executive of the Jewish Agency for 
Palestine and to two Trustees, to be spent on constructive relief in Palestine. 
A scheme of expenditure was worked out and was approved by the 
Executors of the wiil, which provided for assistance to needy artisans and 
emall traders, the establishment and maintenance of cheap kitchens, and 
assistance to injured Jews and their families.

B.U.F.’s UNHAPPY BIRTHDAY 
Mosley Failing Again 


ANTI-JEWISH CAMPAIGN “FLOPS” 


[By our Special Correspondent] 


Mosley is failing again. When the Duke of Windsor abdicated two 
years ago, Mosley addressed a number of open-air meetings in an 
attempt to cash in on public hysteria, His campaign was a “ flop.” 

To-day, similarly, Mosley is attempting to make capital by stumping 
the streets of London as the saviour of peace. His endeavour is to 
canalise the general anti-war feeling into anti-Jewish and pro-Nazi 
channels. He is not succeeding. 

In the East End, the smashing of windows in Jewish areas indicated 
not that he had won over any new people to his policy but that his 
followers were taking his words literally. To state that“ the Labour 
Party wants war” because it “is now the servant of Jewish finance, 
which wants your blood in its quarrel,” is only another way of saying 
“The Jews want war.” Blackshirts have, in fact, been proclaiming 
that continuously; and last Sunday morning in the East End Black- 
shirts ran through the streets shouting: “ Get your gas masks because 
the Jews want war.” | 

In Hammersmith on Sunday proof was clearly given of the fact 
that Mosley’s propaganda was not affecting anybody except his 
followers. Mosley ranted for about forty-five minutes, following which 
his Blackshirts demonstrated down the Uxbridge Road. I could sym- 
pathise with them on this occasion. They had every reason for being 
annoyed. Their sixth anniversary march had been cancelled by the 
Police Commissioner: and they had not been able to hold their meeting 
at Lime Grove. As a result of the activity of the Hammersmith 
Labour Party and Trades Council, which kept a meeting at Lime Grove 
going for thirty-two hours, Mosley was forced to speak in Starleke 
Road, where his rhetorical bunkum was heard with enthusiasm by his 
followers only. “ Why is it that we are so near to war?” he asked. 
“ Because of Jewry, the Jews,” his followers replied. The only local 
resident | found who had a good word to say for the Blackshirts was 
a chewing-gum vendor. “Sold dozens while Mosley was speakinc,” 
he said with delight. 

As the Blackshirts surged down the Uxbridge Road at about 
8.30 p.m., shouting anti-Jewish slogans, they were grected with boos 
and cries of “ Nazis!” Some went on to. Whitehall to continue their 
anti-Jewish incitement, but they were chased out by angry crowds and 
the police. 

All in all, the Blackshirts did not have a very happy birthday. 


BLACKSHIRT APPEAL ALLOWED 
** Speech Came Near to Breach of Law” 


The Appeals Committee, at London Sessions last Friday, allowed 
the appeal of Ernest Godfrey Clarke, of Bow, a speaker on behalf of 
the B.U.F.. against a conviction and fine of £10 with five guineas 
costs for using insulting words in a public place whereby a breach 
of the peace was likely to be caused. The fine had been imposed 
by Mr. John Harris at Thames Police Court. The proceedings arose 
out of a speech by Clarke at Stepney Green on July 3rd. : 

In announcing the decision of the Committee, the Acting Chair- 
man (Mr. A. W. Cockburn, K.C.) said: “ We notice with regret that 
the speech came near to being a breach of the law,” but added that 
there was doubt whether insulting words were used. An application 
for costs by Mr. Gilbert Paull. representing Clarke, was refused. 

The respondent, Mr. David Barnes. of Cressy Place, Mile End, 
who was represented by Mr. John Platts-Mills, gave evidence that he 
heard Clarke make ‘certain anti-Jewish remarks. Four other witnesses 
said that they had heard the words complained of. 

Clarke said that the speech did contain references to Jews, but they 
were not abusive. In cross examination, he said that he did mention 
aliens and “ Shylocks ” of the City, but this was not intended to refer 
to Jews. He agreed that during the meeting he had called a man “a 
little tyke * because that man had made a rude gesture at him. 

Detective-Sergeant Arthur Davis, Specia! Branch, Inspector Yeomans, 
and Detective-Sergeant Greenhill said that they were present at the 
meeting but did not hear the words suggested. 

At this stage the Committee stopped the case.

BECOMING A NUISANCE: AGAIN 
Blackshirts Sentenced 


“You young men are becoming a nuisance again down here, you 
know,” declared Mr. Everard Dickson, the Theshes magistrate, last 
week, when dealing with the two Blackshirts who were arrested oul- 
side the Limehouse Town Hall on the Sunday evening. The men were 
Eric Ralph Midlane, twenty-two, a motor mechanic, of 45, Latimer 
Road, Wimbledon, whe was fined £5 for using insulting words; and 
Henry Thomas Quinnéll, twenty-five, a gas fitter, of 81, Harford 
Street, Stepney, who was sentenced to two months’ hard labour for 
using insulting words, and fined £5, or twenty-eight days, to run con- 
currently, for wilfully obstructing P.C. Rogers in the execution of his 
duty. Both men pleaded not guilty. 

P.C. Rogers said that a number of people left a Fascist meeting 
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and surged opposite the Town Hall. Officers tried to keep the people 
on the move, but Midlane and Quinnell, who were surrounded by 
others, refused to move. Midlane shouted “ Down with the Jews! 
Perish Judah!” and Quinnell shouted “ Down with the Jews!” Then 
both joined the others and chanted the letters of the name “ Mosley ” 
and gave the Fascist salute. Afterwards Midlane shouted “Come 
on boys! Over to the Town Hall’) -Witness tried to take him into 
custody, but Quinnell caught him by the back and tried to pull him 
co the ground, shouting “Come on boys, don't let the —-—— take 

im!”

JEWISH PEOPLE’S COUNCIL AT WORK 


The Jewish People’s Council has issued a report of its activities for 
the past three months, which period it claims to have been the most 
active in its existence. More than 130 outdocr metings have been 
held. and approximately forty Jewish and non-Jewish organisations 
have been addressed. The non-Jewish organisations included branches 
of the Labour Party, the Left Book Club, local Trades Councils, and 
Co-operative Guilds. A number of private meetings were also held, 
as a result of which new branches of the J.P.C. were set up. The 
Council was very active during July in organising a counter-campaign 
to that conducted by the Fascists. The last issue of ViGuLaNnce, the 
organ of the J.P.C., was completely sold out, and it was found necessary 
to make two reprints. The East London Branch alone sold 2,000 
copies. The new issue contains a special article on Mosley and anti- 
Semitism by Mr. C. Wegg Prosser, a former B.U.F. candidate. and 
various analyses of the foreign scene by special correspondents. 

The Council ts at present conducting a £1,000 appeal, to enable it to 
continue its very urgent activities.

GerRMAN Nazis who were to have met in Porchester Hall, Paddington. 
to-night, have been informed that permission to hire the hall is cancelled. 
The action has been taken by the Conservative Borough Council of Padding- 
ton. following protests by the combined Labour movement of Paddington, 
Mar\lebone, Hammersmith, St. Pancras, and Holborn. 

IN last Friday's tssue of the New. STATESMAN AND Nation, Critic makes 
reference in his “London Diary’ to the meeting held by the “British Council 
Against European Commitments” at the Caxton Hall recently. We reported 
last week that Viscount Lymington and Mr. William Joyce were among the 
speakers. The Chairman was Mr. Michael Beaumont, Conservative M.P. 
for Avlesbury; and, says the above-mentioned journal, there was one 
clerical collar on the platform, and the proceedings were interpersed with 
anti-Jewish comments. 


THE SUNDAY TRADING ACT 


What is Conscientious Sabbath Observance ? 


DEPUTIES’ METHODS CRITICISED 


The decision given by Mr. F. O. Langléy, the Old Street Police Court 
Magistrate, on July Ist that the Jewish Sabbath, for the purposes of 
the Shops (Sunday 1 rading Restriction) Act, 1936, means Saturday, and 
not Irom sunset on Friday to sunset on Saturday, had an interesting 
sequel ai that court on Thursday of last week. 

Abraham Crystall, of 211, Brick Lane, Stepney, and Wyli Blum, of §1, 
Virginia Road, Bethnal Green, were summoned for contravening the Act by 
keeping onen on certain Sundavs. 

Mr. R. Castle Miller appeared for the defendants and entered a plea 
of not guilty. 

Mr. T. E. Williams. solicitor for the London € ounty Council. said that 
under the Act people of the Jewish religion who conscientiously objected 
to Coing business on the Jewish Sabbath were permitted to have their shops 
registered and were then allowed to keep open on Sunday until 2 p.m. If 
the Jewish Board of Deputies, which was the authority appointed to 20 
into that question, did not think that people so registered were conscientious 
Jews objecting to trading on the Sabbath they were then empowered to ask 
the L.C_C. to withdraw registration, and in that case the L.C.C. must revoke 
registration. The defendants. Mr. Williams added, were people who had 
originally been registered but whose registration had been revoked. They 
were now in the position of people who had never been registered and had 
no right to keep open on Sunday. 

Mr. Miller said Sunday trading was admitted, but his case was that his 
clients were still conscientious Jews. He must withdraw the plea of not 
guilty. “I can only prove. he went on, “that my clients were exempted. 
This method which has been adopted is a cheap way of over-ruling your 
decision [that the Jewish Sabbath means Saturday, and does not start 
on Friday]. Mr. Crystall is prepared to say that he has done nothing at any 
time to justify anyone saying that he is not a conscientious Jew. except 
that he has kept open until eight o'clock on certain Friday nights—the very 
thing you said he could do. Unfortunately. the Board of Deputies, not 
having the courage to challenge your decision in the Divisional Court, 
have adopted this thoroughly un-English way. They have gone behind 
the backs of these unfortunate people and have revoked their licences. The 
Deputies have not accepted yeur decision. They have acted with every form 
of malice and vindictiveness.” 

Mr. Williams said he did not think Mr. Miller's remarks were justified, 
since the offences had been reported to the Jewish Board of Deputies before 
the magistrates decision was given. When the Deputies reported that the 
men had not conscientious objections to trading on the Jewish Sabbath, 
the L.C.C. had no alternative but to revoke registration. The Act said they 
“ shall revoke.” 

Mr. Langley said that the previous decision he had to make was entirely 
upon a point of law. If the Jewish Board of Deputies or any. other. body 
felt “so hot” about it. they. should have seen before the Act was passed 


that it was putting a double disadvantage on the people whom it affected. , 


What he had now to consider was simply breaches of the Act. |

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JEWISH PIONEERS IN THE PACIFIC 


Romantic Careers in : 
the South Sea Islands 


By A. M. GURAU (Apia) 


As a result largeiy of the tragic events in Central and Eastern 
Europe the Jewish Diaspora has during recent years spread to many 
new lands and territories into which in the past Jewish settlers have 
seldom penetrated. Following an announcement from the French 
Minister of Colonies that the settling of a limited number of refugees 
might be considered in, amongst other French Colonies, the New 
Hebrides and New Caledonia, in the South Seas, east of Australia, 
an investigation was recently made by Jewish organisations of the 
latter territory and possible opportunities for Jewish agricultural 
settlement were examined. 

It must be stressed that the possibilities of the settlement of 
Europeans in the South Sea Islands are very limited. The white 
population of all the South Sea Islands together amounts to only some 
forty thousands. Of these a very large proportion are Government 
officials, missionaries, and employees of trading, mining, or plantation 
companies, while a good deal of the trade is in the hands of Asiatics. 

The first white explorers who sailed over the wide expanse of the 
Pacific, discovering and naming many of the scattered island groups, 
were the Spaniards in the beginning of the 16th century; only a few 
years after the expulsion of the Jews from Spain. It may safely be 
assumed that. as in the famous voyages of Columbus, there were 
quite a number of “ Marranos “~ or crypto-Jews amongst the crews of 
the Spanish galleons on these Pacific voyages, though their names are 
not recorded. 

The Spanish explorers discovered amongst other island groups 
the Solomon Islands. The discoverer, Don Alvaro de Mendana, 
named them “ the Isles of Solomon,” with the idea that the Spaniards, 
possibly identifying them with those isles whence King Solomon 
fetched gold to adorn the temple of Jerusalem, might be encouraged 
to go and settle there. 

The period of Spanish exploration in the South Seas lasted until the 
first years of the 17th century, after which they were followed by the 
Dutch, French, and British. At the end of the eighteenth century 
all the more important islands had been discovered. But European 
settlement did not begin much before the middle of the 19th century. 
To settle in these islands, populated as were many of them by savage 
natives, often cannibals, called for a strong and resolute character and 
it is interesting to note that amongst the first white settlers in the 
islands were to. be found Jews coming from various parts of the 
world. Imbued with an adventurous and pioneering spirit, they played 
an important part in the development of the new territories. Some of 
the Jewish settlers came from Australia and New Zealand, where 
Jews had arrived with the first colonists before the middle of the 


‘79th century. Others came from England, Germany, France, and 
America. 


A LONDON JEW IN TAHITI 


One of these Jewish pioneers in the Pacific was Alexander Salmon, 


of London, who settled in Tahiti in the middle of last century, He 
married Princess Aritaimai, of the Royal Family of Tahiti. The last 
Queen of Tahiti, Marau, was a daughter of Alexander Salmon. She 


was the recipient of a pension from the French Government and 
died in January, 1935. 

The descendants of Alexander Salmon are still conscious of their 
Jewish descent. This was confirmed some years ago by the Jewish- 
American writer Lewis Browne after a visit to Tahiti. Browne also 
stated that he found on Tahiti several other Jews and half-Jews. the 
latter largely assimilated in their ways of living to the natives. 

A German Jew called Neumann, who hailed from Berlin, was the 
friend and adviser of the last King of Hawaii during the latter half 
of the nineteenth century. 

One of the most interesting Jewish personalities in the history of 
the Pacific was Colonel A. B. Steinberger, who played an important 
part in Samoan politics during the period from 1873 to 1876. Stein- 
berger came to Samoa as a special agent of the U.S. Government 
on his yacht “ Peerless,” at that time the fastest ship in the South 
Seas. He claimed to be a personal friend of President Grant and 
announced that he had been ordered to make an official report to 
the U.S. Government on conditions in Samoa. Steinberger quickly 
gained great influence amongst the Samoans. He returned from a visit 
to the United States on the American warship “ Tuscarora.” bringing 
with him gifts for the Samoans. At Apia he raised the US flag 
together with a new Samoan flag and in due course became Premier 
and virtual Governor under the Samoan Kihg Malietoa Laupepa 
But his regime did not last long as he incurred the displeasure of the 
British and American Consuls and lost the goodwill of the Samoan 
King. In February, 1876, Steinberger was arrested by the Captain of 
the British warship “ Barracouta,” and deported to Fiji. From there 
he returned to America, where he claimed and succeeded in obtaining 
compensation from the U.S. Government.

In the Fiji Islands a number of Jews have lived for many years, 
though they have never been able to form a congregation owing io 
their small numbers. The Hon. P. S. Solomon came to Fiji in | 304 
from Auckland, New Zealand, where he had been honorary Mini. ic; 
to the Auckland Jewish Congregation. He was Acting Attoricy 
General of Fiji for many years, D. J. Solomon was Mayor of Ley))\.,, 
and the Hon. Sir Henry Marks, who died only recently, at the age o; 
seventy-seven, was Mayor of Suva and for a long period a Member 
of the Legislative and Executive Councils of the Territory. Sir Henry 
Marks, an Australian, arrived in Fiji in 1881 and, during fifty-se\ en 
years’ residence in the group, played a prominent part in the com- 
mercial, social, and civic life of Suva. . 

The business founded by Sir Henry Marks, Henry Marks and (9, 
together with other Jewish firms, like Lazarus and Brodziak, at one 
time played an important part in the commercial life of the | jj 
Islands. Later these firms were absorbed by larger companies. Except 
for Hawaii, however, Fiji has still the largest number of Jewish 5<,;- 
dents of any of the South Sea islands. The Jews in Fiji live mos:ly 
in the capital, Suva, but there are also individual Jews to be found in 
other towns of the group. 


AMERICAN JEWISH SERVICEMEN 


In Honolulu, Hawaii, there were a number of Jewish resides 
during the latter half of last century. They formed themselves into 
a congregation and had a cemetery. The Jewish Welfare Board of 
America during the last twenty-five years has held special religious 
services for the several hundred Jewish officers and men serving in 
the American military and naval forces on Hawaii. When Chief 
Rabbi Dr. J. H. Hertz visited Honolulu in 1921, he remarked on the 
complete absence of Jewish religious life amongst the Jewish residents 
of Honolulu, Shortly afterwards the American Jewish Welfare 
Committee succeeded in reviving the moribund Jewish Com- 
munity, and in 1922 the Jewish Aloha Centre was opened by the 
Committee and regular religious services are held there. In 1925 a 
number of Jewish immigrants arrived in Honolulu from the Far East, 
mainly Harbin, and the total number of Jewish residents in Honolulu 
was given as 310 in 1934. Since then it has probably increased 
considerably. 

It is remarkable that at the opening of the above-mentioned Jewish 
Centre at Honolulu in 1922 a member of: the former Royal family 
of Hawaii, Princess David Kawanuaoka, lent for the occasion a Seiler 
Torah, which was a family heirloom. _ . 

During the latter part of the last century there were a number 
of important Jewish trading firms in the islands. The brothers 
Abraham and Alfred Hort were the founders and owners of a large 
trading concern at Apia, Samoa, in 1857, after having been previously 
established in Tahiti. They owned a fleet of sailing vessels, which 
visited all the island groups and carried on an: intensive trade in 
island products. After their big store at Apia was destroyed by fire 
in 1862 they gave up their island business and went to New Zealand 
where they were amongst the founders of the Wellington Jewish 
community. 

A similar trading concern was founded in Tahiti by a French Jew, 
Levy, who resided in that place for half-a-century, marrying a member 
of a Tahitian chiefly family. 

A Polish Jew, Moses David, also had a general store at Apia, 
Samoa, during the nineties and did extensive business with the natives. 
He later resided at Vavau in the Tongan Group and died in |%6 
in Sydney. 

Another popular island resident was G. A. Kronfeld, from Thorn, 
Germany, for many years’ branch manager at Apia and Vavau, Tong, 
of the large German concern D. H..and P. G. Kronfeld. After 4 
while he went to Auckland and started in business there. 

- Max Rosenberg, a Jewish sailor, with a mate’s certificate in the 
German merchant marine, lived in Apia for many years with his wiie 
and family. A London Jew, F. Loibl, was Government Treasurer on 
Ocean Island and in Samoa for some time. Percy Isaacs, an 
Australian, was an innkeeper in Apia; there was a trader named 
Lazarus on Rotumah island in the. Fiji group in the eighties of [ast 
century;:Mayers, a German Jew, traded for over fifty years in Tarawa, 
in the remote Gilbert and Ellice Group; Ludwig Kramer, a former 
pupil of the Ahlem Jewish Agricultural School, is at present a well- 
known planter on Manus Island, New Guinea. 

Adolphus Unger, a Melbourne Jew, was a well-known business man 
at Noumea, New Caledonia. A member of * + Governor’s Council,

It is invariably aggravated by forced or 
unnatural assimilation on the part of 
Jews. 

A striking example of the ineffective- 
ness of any solution of the Jewish 
problem along these lines is afforded by 
a recent book—* Heinrich Heine,” by 
Louis Untermeyer (Cape, 15s.). This

biography deserves to be widely read, 
for it is the work of an eminent poet 
and literary critic who has devoted a 
lifetime of study to the subject. It 
gives a most sensitive appreciation of 
the Jewish aspects, some of which— 
being of remarkable relevancy at the 
present time—will here be recounted. 
The origin of Heine’s conflicts and 


contradicuons, of his aberrations and 
paradoxes, can be traced back to his 
early upbringing. As a highly impres- 
sionable child of five he was sent by his 
father to the Hebrew Cheder in Diissel- 
dorf; and its influences, if overlaid, 
were never obliterated. But his mother, 
a sceptic who did not share her husband's 
religious views, then had him sent to a 
Jesuit school, which rapidly undermined 
the boy's faith. After Napoleon’s defeat, 
French Catholicism became unpopular, 
and the young Heine was next sent to 
a business school. From the age of nine- 
teen Ht became financially dependent 
on his uncle, a rich banker. of Hamburg, 
who placed before him worldly and 
materialistic ambitions. Under his 
uncle’s influence, Heine entered upon a 
course of University study which was 
bound to end in apostasy. “He realised 
that he must become a lawyer, and this, 
in turn, meant baptism; for no Jew. was 
permitted to give legal advice to a 
German client, nor could a Jewish 
lawyer either defend or oppose a 
Christian in a German courtroom, But, 
though his family regarded the eventual 
conversion with equanimity, he dreaded 
the final definite step.” 

As a student in. Berlin, Heine was 
drawn to the salons of society leaders 
who were converts from Judaism. He 
did make a supreme effort at spiritual 
adjustment by joining in 1822 the short- 
lived “Society for Jewish Culture and 
Science,” which was vainly attempting 
to stem the drift from Judaism. Finally, 
at the age of twenty-seven, he was 
baptised, only to find himself, in his 
own words, “despised alike by both 
Jews and Gentiles.” His poetic genius 
sought relief for disillusionment in 
cynicism and satire, in caricature and 
irony. Yet, as is finely shown by his

As a result largeiy of the tragic events in Central and Eastern 
Europe the Jewish Diaspora has during recent years spread to many 
new lands and territories into which in the past Jewish settlers have 
seldom penetrated. Following an announcement from the French 
Minister of Colonies that the settling of a limited number of refugees 
might be considered in, amongst other French Colonies, the New 
Hebrides and New Caledonia, in the South Seas, east of Australia, 
an investigation was recently made by Jewish organisations of the 
latter territory and possible opportunities for Jewish agricultural 
settlement were examined. 

It must be stressed that the possibilities of the settlement of 
Europeans in the South Sea Islands are very limited. The white 
population of all the South Sea Islands together amounts to only some 
forty thousands. Of these a very large proportion are Government 
officials, missionaries, and employees of trading, mining, or plantation 
companies, while a good deal of the trade is in the hands of Asiatics. 

The first white explorers who sailed over the wide expanse of the 
Pacific, discovering and naming many of the scattered island groups, 
were the Spaniards in the beginning of the 16th century; only a few 
years after the expulsion of the Jews from Spain, It may safely be 
assumed that. as in the famous voyages of Columbus, there were 
quite a number of “ Marranos ™ or crypto-Jews amongst the crews of 
the Spanish galleons on these Pacific voyages, though their names are 
not recorded. 

The Spanish explorers discovered amongst other island groups 
the Solomon Islands. The discoverer, Don Alvaro de Mendana, 
named them “ the Isles of Solomon,” with the idea that the Spaniards, 
possibly identifying them with those tsles whence King Solomon 
fetched gold to adorn the temple of Jerusalem, might be encouraged 
to go and settle there. 

The period of Spanish exploration in the South Seas lasted until the 
first years of the 17th century, after which they were followed by the 
Dutch, French, and British. At the end of the eighteenth century 
all the more important islands had been discovered. But European 
settlement did not begin much before the middle of the 19th century. 
To settle in these islands, populated as were many of them by savage 
natives, often cannibals, called for a strong and resolute character and 
it is interesting to note that amongst the first white settlers in the 
islands were to be found Jews coming from various parts of the 
world. Imbued with an adventurous and pioneering spirit, they played 
an important part in the development of the new territories. Some of 
the Jewish settlers came from Australia and New Zealand, where 
Jews had arrived with the first colonists before the middle of the 


‘39th century. Others came from England, Germany, France, and 
America. 


A LONDON JEW IN TAHITI 


One of these Jewish pioneers in the Pacific was Alexander Salmon. 
of London, who settled in Tahiti in the middle of last century. He 
married Princess Aritaimai, of the Royal Family of Tahiti. The last 
Queen of Tahiti, Marau, was a daughter of Alexander Salmon. She 
was the recipient of a pension from the French Government and 

died in January, 1935. 

The descendants of Alexander Salmon are still conscious of their 
Jewish descent. This was confirmed some years ago by the Jewish- 
American writer Lewis Browne after a visit to Tahiti. Browne also 
stated that he found on Tahiti several other Jews and half-Jews. the 
latter largely assimilated in their ways of living to the natives. 

A German Jew called Neumann, who hailed from Berlin. was the 
friend and adviser of the last King of Hawaii during the latter half 
of the nineteenth century. 

One of the most interesting Jewish personalities in the history of 
the Pacific was Colonel A. B. Steinberger, who played an important 
part in Samoan politics during the period from 1873 to 1876. Stein- 
berger came to Samoa as a special agent of the US. Government 
on his yacht “ Peerless,” at that time the fastest ship in the South 
Seas. He claimed to be a personal friend of President Grant and 
announced that he had been ordered to make an official report to 
the U.S. Government on conditions in Samoa. Steinberger quickly 
gained great influence amongst the Samoans. He returned from a visit 
to the United States on the American warship “ Tuscarora.” bringing 
with him gifts for the Samoans. At Apia he raised the US flag 
together with a new Samoan flag and in due course became Premier 
and virtual Governor under the Samoan King Malietoa Laupepa 
But his regime did not last long as he incurred the displeasure of the 
British and American Consuls and lost the goodwill of the Samoan 
King. In February, 1876, Steinberger was arrested by the Captain of 
the British warship  Barracouta,” and deported to Fiji. From there 
he returned to America, where he claimed and succeeded in obtaining 

compensation from the U.S. Government.

In the Fiji Islands a number of Jews have lived for many Years, 
though they have never beem able to form a congregation owing i, 
their small numbers. The Hom, P. S. Solomon came to Fiji in [94 
from Auckland, New Zealand, where he had been honorary Minister 
to the Auckland Jewish Congregation. He was Acting Attorney 
General of Fiji for many years, D. J. Solomon was Mayor o{ Levutka, 
and the Hon. Sir Henry Marks, who died only recently, at the age of 
seventy-seven, was Mayor Of Suva and for a long period a Member 
of the Legislative and Executive Councils of the Territory. Sir Henry 
Marks. an Australian, arrived in Figt in 1881 and, during fifty-seven 
vears’ residence in the group, played a prominent part in the com. 
mercial, social, and civic life of Suva. , 

The business founded by Sit Henry Marks, Henry Marks and Co, 
together with other Jewish firms, like Lazarus and Brodziak, at ong 
time played an important part in the commercial life of the Fij 
Islands. Later these firms were absorbed by larger companies. Excepy 
for Hawaii, however, Fiji has still the largest number of Jewish resi. 
dents of any of the South Sea islands... The Jews in Fiji live mostly 
in the capital, Suva, but there are also individual Jews to be found ip 
other towns of the group. 


AMERICAN JEWISH SERVICEMEN 


In Honolulu. Hawaii, there were a number of Jewish residents 
during the latter half of last century. They formed themscives into 
a congregation and had a cemetery. The Jewish Welfare Board of 
America during the last twenty-five years has held specia! religious 
services for the several hundred Jewish officers and men serving in 
the American military and naval forces on Hawaii. . When Chief 
Rabbi Dr. J. H. Hertz visited Honolulu in 1921, he remarked on the 
complete absence of Jewish religious life amongst the Jewish residents 
of Honolulu. Shortly afterwards the American Jewish Welfare 
Committee succeeded in reviving the moribund Jewish Con- 
munity. and in 1922 the Jewish Aloha Centre was opened by the 
Committee and regular religious services are held there. In 1925 a 
number of Jewish immigrants arrived in Honolulu from the Far East, 
mainly Harbin. and the total number of Jewish residents in Honolulu 
was given as 310 in 1934. Since then it has probably increased 
considerably. 

It is remarkable that at the opening of the above-mentioned Jewish 
Centre at Honolulu in 1922 a member of the former Royal family 
of Hawaii. Princess‘ David Kawanuaoka, lent for the occasion a Sefer 
Torah, which was a family heirloom. | 

During the latter part of the last century there were a number 
of important Jewish trading firms in the islands. The_ brothers 
Abraham and Alfred Hort were the founders and owners of a large 
trading concern at Apia, Samoa, in 1857, after haying been previously 
established in Tahiti. They owned a fleet of sailing vessels, which 
visited all the island groups and carriéd On an intensive trade in 
island products. After their big store at Apia was destroyed by fire 
in 1862 they gave up their island business and went to New Zealand 
where they were amongst the founders of the Wellington Jewish 
community. 

A similar trading concern was founded in Tahiti by a French Jew, 
Levy, who resided in that place for half-a-century, marrying a member 
of a Tahitian chiefly. family. . 

A Polish Jew, Moses David, also had a general store at Apia, 
Samoa, during the nineties and did extensive business with the natives. 
He later resided at Vavau in the Tongan Group and died in 1%6 
in Sydney. 

Another popular island resident was G. A. Kronfeld, from. Thorn, 
Germany, lor many years branch manager at Apia and Vavau, Tonga, 
of the large German concern D. H. and P. G. Kronfeld. After 4 
while he went to Auckland and started in business there. : 

_Max Rosenberg, a Jewish sailor, with a mate’s certificate in the 
German merchant marine, lived in Apia for many years with his wile 
and family. A London Jew, F. Loibl, was Government Treasurer on 
Ocean Island and in Samoa for some time. Percy Isaacs, 4 
Australian, was an innkeeper in» Apia; there was a trader named 
Lazarus on Rotumah island in the. Fiji group in the eighties of !as 
century,:Mayers, a German Jew, traded for over fifty years in Tarawa, 
in the remote Gilbert and Ellice Group; Ludwig Kramer, a tormet 
pupil of the Ahlem Jewish Agricultural School, is at presen! 4 well- 
known planter on Manus Island, New Guinea. 

Adolphus Unger. a Melbourne Jew, was a well-known business mat 
at Noumea, New Caledonia. A member of the Governor's Council, 


he was made an officer of the Legion of Honour for his valuable

cussions Of Nazi anti-Semitism. 
Recently, for example, the British 
Chaplain in Vienna made a statement 
which sheds a revealing sidelight on 
certain issues. . He is reported to have 
said: “Since the union of Germany and 
Austria a great many Jews have applied 
to me for Christian baptism. They 
have come to me and said: ‘I wish to 
start a new life, in a new country, with 
a new religion.” I am sure that the 
Nazi authorities do not object. Baptism 
makes it easier for Jews to leave the 
country, which is what the Nazis wish. 
I feel that, apart from helping the Jews 
to leave, baptism will make it much 
easier for them to be assimilated in their 
new homes. I do what I can to assist 
them. There is a period of preparation, 
which often has not been as long as | 
should have wished. When a man 
comes, with all his papers, ready to leave 
the country, and says he must go in a 
‘ortnight, I cannot insist on a long 
preparation. Whenever possible I give 
4 letter of introduction to the vicar of 
the district to which they are going.” 
How full of pathos and tragedy is 
this picture of conversionist activity. 
The Jew who still hopes “to start a new 
‘ife, in a new country, with a new 
religion,” can only be forgetful—or, it 
may be, ignorant—of the lessons of 
history and the experiences of the ages. 
What a cynical contempt for religion is 
shown by the Nazi authorities who will 
llow Jews to be baptised in order to 
hasten their exile. Is it indeed likely that 
‘his hasty baptism will make it easier for 
lews to be assimilated in their new 
1omes? It is much more likely to pro- 
duce a group of Marranos, such as those 
sgainst whom the activities of the 
Spanish Inquisition were specially 
directed. Significantly enough, modern 


M ANY and varied are the reper- 


anti-Semitism makes no _ distinction 
between baptised and unbaptised Jews. 
It is invariably aggravated by forced or 
unnatural assimilation on the part of 
Jews. 

A striking example of the ineffective- 
ness of any solution of the Jewish 
problem along these lines is afforded by 
a recent book-——“ Heinrich Heine,” by 
Louis. Untermeyer (Cape, 15s.). This

biography deserves to be widely read, 
for it is the work of an eminent poet 
and literary critic who has devoted a 
lifetime of study to the subject. It 
gives a most sensitive appreciation of 
the Jewish aspects, some of which— 
being of remarkable relevancy at the 
present time—will here be recounted. 
The origin of Heine’s conflicts and 


contradictions, of his. aberrations and 
paradoxes, can be traced back to his 
early upbringing. As a highly impres- 
sionable child of five he was sent by his 
father to the Hebrew Cheder in Diissel- 
dorf; and its influences, if overlaid, 


-were never obliterated. But his mother, 


a sceptic who did not share her husband's 
religious views, then had him sent to a 
Jesuit school, which rapidly undermined 
the boy’s faith. After Napoleon's defeat, 
French Catholicism became unpopular, 
and the young Heine was next sent to 
a business school. From the age of nine- 
teen he became financially dependent 
on his uncle, a rich banker of Hamburg, 
who placed before him worldly and 
materialistic ambitions. Under his 
uncle’s influence, Heine entered upon a 
course of University study which was 
bound to end in apostasy. “ He realised 
that he must become a lawyer, and this, 
in turn, meant baptism; for no Jew was 
permitted to give legal advice to a 
German client, nor could a Jewish 
lawyer either defend or oppose a 
Christian in a German courtroom. But, 
though his family regarded the eventual 
conversion with equanimity, he dreaded 
the final definite step.” 

As a student in Berlin, Heine was 
drawn to the salons of society leaders 
who were converts from Judaism. He 
did make a supreme effort at spiritual 
adjustment by joining in 1822 the short- 
lived “Society for Jewish Culture and 
Science,” which was vainly attempting 
to stem the drift from Judaism. Finally, 
at the age of twenty-seven, he was 
baptised, only to find himself, in his 
own words, “ despised alike by both 
Jews and Gentiles.” His poetic genius 
sought relief for disillusionment in 
cynicism and satire, in caricature and 
irony. Yet, as is finely shown by his 
biographer, behind all the contradictions 
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forced on him by life, he remained 
temperamentally and essentially a Jew. 

The failure of the “ Society for Jewish 
Culture and Science " (Verein fiir Kultur 
und Wissenschaft der Juden) Was a 
decisive factor in Heine's progress to 
apostasy. It had been founded in 1819 
to develop the work begun by Moses 
Mendelssohn. According to its pro- 
gramme—* Vast changes are demanding 
new efforts: the antagonisms are increas- 
ing; Jewish culture must be rescued and 
restored.” Through contact with the 
Society, Heine hoped to regain his 
ancestral faith. He became its Secretary, 
taught in its school, and contributed to 
its journal, Under this inspiration he 
began the never-completed “ Rabbi von 
Bacharach,” designed as “an ever-burn- 
ing lamp in the cathedral of God.” But, 
alas, the Society collapsed within four 
years—from causes which are shrewdly 
analysed by Mr. Untermeyer and which 
have a moral for our own times. Among 
other things, the mcmbers “could not 
learn the technique of compromise; 
either they clung to their traditional 
orthodoxy or they went to the other 
extreme and escaped the problem by 
conversion . . . Heine listened to the 
complaints of the intellectuals about the 
apathy of the less articulate members; 
he heard the inconspicuous members 
complain about the snobbery of the 
Jewish intelligentsia. He turned with a 
rush of relief and despair to his poems.” 

So, according to his biographer’s 
chapter-headings, did the misfit and the 
restless spirit become the unconverted 
convert and the tortured wit. But he 
ended as “the poor, sick Jew,” who, in 
his “Romancero”™ and other immortal 
works from a “ mattress-grave,” acknow- 
ledged himself “a descendant of those 
martyrs who have given to the world 
one God aad a moral law. and who have 
fought and suffered on every battlefield 
of human thought.” 

Like the unhappy Jewish refugees 


mentioned by the British Chaplain in 
Vienna. Heine attempted “to start a 
new life. in a new country, with a new 
religion.” For a quarter of a century 
he lived in exile in Paris. But his 
experience belies the Chaplain’s assum p- 
tion that “ baptism makes it easier to 
be assimilated in a new home.” On the 
contrary, Heine came to realise that he 
was doubly an expatriate, not only from 
his native land but also from his 
spiritual home. His nostalgia was 
thereby intensified, while his genius was 
frustrated of full achievement whether 
for Germany or Jewry or humanity. 

It is not surprising that some of Heine's 
bitterest diatribes were uttered against 
apostasy. “Even at twenty-two,” writes 
Mr. Untermeyer, “he knew how high- 
sounding sentiments often masked 
hypocrisies, and ‘golden opportunity ’ 
shielded turn-coat expediency. He was 
particularly disgusted with his fellow- 
Jews who rushed to the baptismal font 
since it paid to be a Christian. It never 
occurred to him that within six years 
he, too, would accept Christianity as a 
convenience and practise self-deception 
in the hope of advancement. * Almansor ' 
declares his contempt for those who 
assumed another name for the * new faith 
with its honeyed accents.” Choosing the 
period of the Moorish and Christian 
conflict in Spain, Heine sought to show 
the contradiction between the Christian 
profession of love and its practice, 
particularly its vaunted loving-kindness 
and the cruelties of conversion. But the 
real theme was the struggle between true 
and false Judaism, with the implied 
force of anti-Semitism as a dark back- 
ground.” This tragedy of “ Almansor ” 
was afterwards rewritten as a _ ballad 
and included in his “* Buch der Lieder ” 

one of the supreme and immortal 
books of German poetry, though now 
condemned to the Nazi bonfires. 

When a Jewish friend turned Christian, 
Heine wrote: “If he does it from con- 


viction, he is a fool; if he does it {o, 
convenience, he is a  scoundre|.” 
Presently, however, he followed his 
friend’s example—and then came biter 
sorrow and remorse expressed in burning 
words of shame. He even took a morbid 
pleasure in going to Synagogue to }i:\en 
to the Rabbi preaching against conve: ted 
Jews. ‘The self-mockeries and «elf. 
flagellations which resulted from Heine's 
apostasy have been brilliantly ana}, sed 
by Professor Freud. 

For the Jewish victims of Nazi ind 
Fascist oppression, apostasy can only be a 
delusion and a snare. It must be 
apparent, however, that these wande: ing 
Jews stand in desperate need not only 
of material support but also of spiritual! 
succour from their brethren in happier 
lands. But are the members of Anzl\o- 
Jewry such convinced adherents of | 
faith that they can presume to play the 
part of missionaries to their co-religion- 
ists elsewhere? If not unconverted 
converts, many might be described as 
assimilated nothingarians. 

In the autobiography of Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru, the Indian nation: 
leader, occurs this striking passage: 
have become a queer mixture of the | as! 
and West, out of place everywhere. at 
home nowhere. Perhaps my thoughts 
and approach to life are more akin to 
what is called Western than Eastern. but 
India clings to me, as she does to al! her 
children, in imnumerable ways; and 
behind me lie, somewhere in the sub- 
conscious, racial memories of a hundred, 
or whatever the number may be, gener- 
tions of Brahmins. I cannot get rid of 
either that past of mine or my recent 
acquisitions.

MATTHEW ARNOLD ON HEBRAISM AND HELLENISM 


g@ ATTHEW ARNOLD. the eminent 
\ poet and literary critic, who died 
fifty years ago (in 1888), gave a 
remarkably interesting summing up, in 
one of his outstanding works, “ Culture 
and Anarchy,” of the effect of the two 
powerful forces, Hebraism and Hellen- 
ism, for thousands of years on the 
development of mankind. “ Hebraism 
and Hellenism are the points of influence 
between which our world moves. At 
one time it feels more powerfully the 
attraction of one of them, at another 
time of the other, and it ought to be. 
though it never is, evenly and happily 
balanced between them.” 

Both Hebraism and Hellenism have 
one final aim—man’'s perfection or 
salvation, but they pursue this by very 
different courses. “The uppermost idea 
with Hellenism is to see things as they 
really are; the uppermost idea with 
Hebraism is conduct and obedience. 


The Greek quarrel with the body and its 
desires is, that they hinder right thinking: 
the Hebrew quarrel with them is, that 
they hinder right acting.” Arnold then 
summarised the governing ideas between 
the two opposing forces in the following 
often-quoted phrases: that of Hellenism 
is—spontaneity of consciousness, but 
that of Hebraism—strictness 
science. 

As century succeeds century “ by alter- 
nations of Hebraism and Hellenism. of a 
man’s intellectual and moral impulses. 
of the efforts to see things as they really 
are and the effort to win peace by self- 
conquest, the human spirit proceeds, 
and each of these two forces has its 
appointed hours of culmination and 
seasons of rule.” Arnold regarded 
Christianity as a triumph of Hebraism 
and man’s moral impulses, and the later 
Renaissance aS an uprising and re- 
instatement of man’s intellectual impulses

and of ‘Hellenism. In the Engiish 
Reformation, however, it is not easy ‘0 
disentangle the respective elements 0! 
Hebraism and Hellenism. 

Arnold, who was scrupulously ‘:', 
when fully informed, indicated with sta't- 
ling clearness that Hellenism, in its origi" 
and later revival in the Renaissance, !0 
spite of the production of the splendid 
creative works in art, literature, aod 
science, was accompanied by a terrific 
moral weakness, an insensibility of mora! 
fibre. He said that this absence ©! 4 
moral sense in Hellenism, which was 
glaringly obvious in many countries, 
glowing in the full light of the Renais- 
sance, produced a strong reaction 1! 
England. 

In the seventeenth century, Puritanis™ 
was originally the reaction of the cor 
science of the English people against (h¢ 
moral indifference and lax rule of co 
duct which in the sixteenth century came 
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in with the Renaissance. For this 
reason—in spite of the fact that the 
English are of Indo-European stock (now 
read Aryan!) and should, therefore have 
had a natural affinity for Hellenism (also 
Aryan) “no affinity is more marked 
than the likeness in the strength and 
prominence of the moral fibre which, 
notwithstanding immense elements of 
difference, knits in some special sort the 
genius and history of us English, and our 
American descendants across the 
Atlantic, to the genius and history of 


the Hebrew people,” Arnold asserted. 


He argued, indeed, that a great part of 
the strength of the English people is due 
«~) a strong share of the assuredness, 
the tenacity, the intensity of the Hebrews, 
exercised in practical life and moral 
conduct. 

Arnold proceeded to castigate his 
Victorian contemporaries for confused 
thinking and acting, due, he said, to their 
having developed their “Hebrew” side 
so exclusively and their “ Hellenic” so 
feebly, in loving fixed rules of action so 


much more than the intelligible law of 
things of Hellenism. This was his des- 
cription of the “Hebraism” of his 
generation: it “ makes its stand as some- 
thing talismanic, isolated and all sufficient. 
justifying our giving our ordinary 
selves free play in bodily exercises. or 
business, or popular agitation, if we have 
made our account with this master con- 
cern.” Arnold would never have per- 
mitted himself to perpetuate this 


. completely inaccurate account of the rea! 


meaning of Hebraism had he a complete 
knowledge of Jewish ideas and ideals: 
for, in spite of his learning, he had only 
a superficial understanding of what he 
liked to call Hebraism. He seemed to 
be completely unaware of its intellectual 
content. 


In the light of the catastrophic moral 
crisis which has overtaken the world to- 
day, Arnold, | am convinced, would 
have used all his eloquence to plead for 
the rediscovery of the strictness of con- 
science of Hebraism. For Hellenism. 
according to its literature, in the words

of that brilliant scholar, Dr. Moulton, 
“18 often an apotheosis of the sensuous, 
which degrades divinity, not only to the 
human level, but to the lowest level of 
humanity,” and must therefore be 
regarded as on the side of the forces 
of darkness and bestiality in the present 
world conflict for sheer righteousness. 

Arnold deserves much more recogni- 
tion than he gets these days for his 
analysis of the two world forces of 
Hellenism and Hebraism.

THE OLDEST JEWISH CEMETERY IN EUROPE 


ZECHOSLOVAKIA is a post-War 
addition to the map of Europe, 
but Bohemia, which is an important 
part of it, used to be an independent 
kingdom with ancient traditions. Prague, 
once the capital of Bohemia and 
now of Czechoslovakia, is full of 
historic buildings. In the Middle Ages, 
Prague had its full share of religious 
persecution; but as it happens, the 
Jews were exceptionally well treated, 
the reason being—so some of the old 
chroniclers assert—that Jews had settled 
in Prague even before the Crucifixion, so 
that they could not be blamed for that 
event. Jt is true that until 1848 the 
narrow, very unhygienic alleys of the 
ghetto were enclosed by a wall, and that 
the inmates of the ghetto were subject to 
various restrictions; yet Prague was 
kinder to them than were many other 
towns. hey -had deserved well of 
Prague: a large flag hangs in the vener- 
able Synagogue; it was given to the Jews 
by the Emperor Ferdinand III for their 
bravery during the siege of 1648. This 
was, we are told, “the highest honour 
which could then be conferred on a Jew.” 

The ghetto has vanished, but a small 
and picturesque group of_ buildings 
remains: the Jewish town hall, the Syna- 
gogue, and the cemetery. The town hall, 
Where the Jews administer their own 
affairs, is one of those buildings in which 
the artist delights, with its bizarre baroque 
‘ower and a clock the numbers of which 
‘re represented by Hebrew letters, while 
the hands move backwards, from right 
0 left. Immediately opposite is the far- 
famed Synagogue, built in the Gothic 
‘tyle about the beginning of the thirteenth 
century. The pavement of this edifice is

Adjoining the Synagogue is the Jewish 
cemetery, one of the best-known spots 
in Prague. “ Beth Chaim ” (the house of 
life). is the oldest preserved Jewish 
cemetery in Europe, dating, as can be 
proved, from the twelfth century, It is 
an old garden full of remarkable tombs, 
covered with very old, even centenarian 
sambucus, elder trees which give the 
whole place an indescribable charm. 
There is stone upon stone—for space is 
limited and the dead repose upon each 
other—there is monument upon monu- 
ment, and between them, wherever you 
turn your eye, elder trees and bushes. 
This vegetation, winding like so many 
serpents, forms a wealth of green and 
shady arcades, of branches descending 
from above to the rotten tombstones and 


to the damp clay of the ground, which its 
overgrown by a monotonous, sickly 
yellowish-green. 

In the mysterious half-light of these 
natural arcades and bowers we behold the 
red, grey, or black outlines of the larger 
tombstones, varying with every breath of 
wind that blows over these dwellings of 
the dead. And under these higher tombs 
there are a multitude of smaller grave- 
stones, some of them much inclined to the 
ground, others completely turned over 
and lying flat. The larger monuments, 
as Dr. Lubomir Jerabek, a Prague 
antiquary, has pointed out, are not unlike 
the august forms of patriarchs, beaten 
down and praying over grass-grown 
graves of thousands and thousands of

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men, long forgotten among their own 
people. 

Here and there we notice a symbol 
which proclaims to which tribe of Israel 
the dead man or woman belonged. Thus 
a pair of uplifted hands signifies that he 
was a member of the house of Aaron, 
while the sign of a lion is a symbol of the 
tribe of Judah, and the roughly-hewn 
form of a bunch of grapes means an 
Israelite generally. In a stone circle of 
thirty-three tombstones, those of his 
disciples, we see the sarcophagus of a 
famous Rabbi, Jehuda ben Bezalel Loew, 
a man of science and reputed sorcerer. 
We find the dark tomb of the renowned 
Cabbalist Aaron Spira, and near it a 
beautiful marble monument of the first 
Jewish noblewoman in Bohemia, Bas- 
Scheva, of Treuenberg. In a group of the 
oldest stones we are attracted by the four- 
cornered memorial of Abigdor Caro, 
the celebrated Rabbi, whose eloquent 
poetry was greatly esteemed at the Court 
of Wenceslaus IV, the “Good King 
Wenceslaus" who is celebrated in the 
English carol. 

Some of the inscriptions have been long 
effaced by time, but many of them are 
admirably preserved. Of peculiar interest 
are those which the masters placed over 
their servants. One of these, for example, 
reads as follows: “Sunday, the Ist 
Heshvan 5390 [i.e., 1630}—Pessil, the 
maid of Nachma Saul, an active, clever 
woman who supported herself by the 
work of her hands. May she share the 
everlasting peace!” Others are more 
laconic, simply recording that the dead 
woman was a “ faithful maid” or the 
“excellent cook” of. So-and-so, her 
father’s name or her husband's being 
usually in the inscription. One tomb- 
stone of 1680 tells us that the dead man 
had occupied himself with the importing 
of plants from the East, and one of 1737 
is OVer a person who was secretary of the 
street police. A good many well-known 
people lie in this exiguous graveyard. 
There is Mardochai Kohanim, who 
founded in Prague a Jewish printing press 
that became world famous. There, too. 
is Joseph Salomon ben Elias del Medigo 
de Candia, who was a pupil of Galileo. 
His life was a veritable romance: born 
on the island of Crete, he studied in 
Palermo, practised medicine in his native 
land, then successively in Cairo, Constan- 
tinople, Russia, Lithuania, and Poland, 
where the most illustrious magnates, we 
are told, flocked to his consulting-room. 
After a stay in Amsterdam, he settled 
down in Prague. There is also interred 
in this cemetery the great bibliophile 
David Oppenheim, whose library was 
transferred to Hanover and thence, in 


1810, to Oxford, where it is included in 
the Bodleian. 


Very often on the prostrate tombs one 
finds a pile of little pebbles, the pious 
homage of the Jews who have made their 
pilgrimage to this place. What is the 
meaning of the custom? It appears that 
the stones were originally deposited in 
order to prevent Death from leaping out 


of the tomb and vanquishing the quick. 
Naturally that is not why the modern 
pilgrim leaves his little stones; in fact, he 
would, in the great majority of cases, be 
unable to tell you why he performs this 
rite. 

Solitude reigns in the silence of the 
graveyard. Now and then a blackbird 
flies from tree to tree; faintly does its 
music echo between the dark walls of the 
cemetery, and then all is quiet again 
under the elders, and you feel as if you 
were in the dwelling-place of the sorrow

The annexation of Austria by Nazi 
Germany has already provoked a series 
of post-mortem examinations by skilled 
doctors of international affairs. There 
is a general feeling that we have witnessed 
not only the political conquest of a 
country, but the destruction of a culture 
which has played a large part for 
centuries in the development of European 
civilisation, and which had its distinctive 
character from the blending of different 
racial and national elements: German, 
Czech, Maygar, Slav, Jewish. Now that 
the mischief is done, the publicists are 
at pains to record the events, and to 
weigh the deeper causes which led to 
the calamity. 

The first of the three books before 
us, “ Austria and After,” is written by 
a well-known student of international 
affairs who is himself an Austrian, who 
believed from youth upwards in the 
larger German Fatherland, and who 
regarded the artificial severance of 
Austria from Germany, which was laid 
down in the Peace Treaty, as the chief 
source of all the misery, both material 
and spiritual, of his country. But he is 
disillusioned by the misery which has 
attended the realisation of his dream. 
He is concerned less with the external 
events, which were symptoms, than with 
the conflicting forces in the country, 
which were the motives of the Revolu- 
tion. He analyses clearly and vividly 
these main forces, and in the forefront 
he places “ Liberalism ” and the “ Jewish 
Problem,” “ Anti - Semitism ”’ and 
Political Catholicism.” 

What he has to say about the Jewish 
position in Austria is always interesting, 
sometimes arresting. To a great extent 
liberalism there was a Jewish affair. At 
the same time the Jews were regarded as 
a national minority and there was a 
tragic ambiguity in their position, in the 
intellectual and artistic as well as in the

economic and political sphere. | hey 
never acquired a well-established and 
well-defined position, and this ambigu- 
ous situation called forth two opposite 
types of response: Zionism and mass 
conversions. “ Austria is not only the 
home-land of Nazism, it is the home- 
land of Zionism also.” He explains, too, 
how the Jews in Austria were a /ink 
between Eastern and Western Jewry, 
even as Austria itself is a bridge |and 
between Eastern and Western Europe 
Another striking point which he makes 
is that the anti-Jewish movement took 
the racial as distinct from the religious 
form in Austria because of the mass 
of conversions to the Christian Church. 
While the book deals primarily with 
political and social movements, the 
analysis is enlivened with vivacious ces- 
criptions of the leaders of those move- 
ments, such as Dr. Lueger, Dol!iuss, 
and Schuschnigg. 


The second book, “Thus Diced 
Austria,” gives an account of the 
events during the last five years, culmina- 
ting in the brutal persecution of a!) the 
enemies of the Nazi regime during the 
last months. It is not much more than a 
compilation of Press articles by a well: 
informed writer. It includes in {.!! 4 
number of official documents, sucl 4s 
the letters that passed between Hitler 
and Mussolini, and the protests lodged 
by the British and French Governments 
after the annexation. But there are no 
new revelations. The illustrations, 
indeed, are striking, and visualise the 


tragic story of the destruction and [all. 


The writer does justice to the brutal 
treatment of the Jews, and brings out one 
fact which was new to the revicwe!. 
that the compulsion of the Jews 10 
Vienna to scrub out the Schuschnigg 
propaganda inscriptions in the sticcls 
was a retaliation for the act of the 
Schuschnigg Governments, some 
before, in compelling the Nazis to ‘> 
out their propaganda notices. As ‘%° 
often, the Jew was the helpless scapex0! 
for frenzied political hatred. This book 
is obviously a translation, and no' 4 
particularly good one at that. 

The third book is of rather a differen! 


character. It is an account, delibera‘c!y 
sensational, but at the same time we'!l- 
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informed, of the principal movements in 
Furope during recent years, written by 
one who has much inner knowledge, 
having been the cable editor of the New 
York TIMES. It is, Of Course, generally 
recognised that in many, perhaps in all, 
countries to-day a certain censorship is 
exercised over foreign news. Mr. Young 
seeks to reveal some of the news which 
was kept back at the time in the con- 
trolled Press. He is equally scathing 
about the manipulation of news by the 
democratic as by the totalitarian states. 
The British, he says, are past masters 
in the manipulation of opinion with 
regard {0 the Empire. He uses with 
effect the messages of the very know- 
ledgable correspondents, in many 
capitals, of his great American paper. 
He has produced a book which is 
attractive to those who like the history 
of our times presented in snappy and 
spicy form, whether he tells of the up- 
building of the legend of Mussolini, or 
the deliberate deification of Hitler, in 
accordance with the German will to 
worship, or the deeper issues which 
moved the British Government in rela- 
tion to the abdication of Edward VIII. 
Most of the story is dismal, but he con- 
cludes on the more hopeful note, that the 
totalitarian states are likely to hesitate 
before plunging Europe into another 
world-war, because they realise that the 
United States would be roused to take 
its part, | 

The three books together impress a 
picture of a European civilisation in 
decline, threatening at any moment to 
break down. They make no suggestion 
of a way out of the collapse, because 
they are written purely in retrospect.

COULD IT HAPPEN HERE? 


Just Back From Germany. 38, 
J. A. Faber. 8s. 6d. 


Mr. Cole recently went to Germany 
for several months; and this book deals 
with what interested him there. He 
assures us that he has no political axe 
to grind; and there is no reason to doubt 
him. His book is, therefore, all the more 
a warning to Jewry. 

Before his visit to Germany he was 
like the normal Britisher. He was “ not 
particularly race-conscious.” He “ tised 
to notice that people were Jews, but in 
the same way that I would notice a man 
was a native of Wales.” When he lef 
Germany he had doubts “whether | 
shall ever be unself-conscious about 
Jews again.” In a_ chapter entitled 
(significantly enough) “The Jewish 
Guests,” he tells us why. It is a 
chapter which merits serious study by our 
anti-defamation bodies. 

The anti-Jewish propaganda got him 
in the end. “Despite one’s natura! 
reaction against this kind of talk,” he 
writes, “it soon becomes familiar.” 
The propaganda of Dr. Goebbels—and 
even of Herr Julius Streicher—is power- 
ful enough to shake foreigners out o! 
their complacency. I found that long 
before it began to affect me.” He traces 
the stages of its influence. 

First he merely observed; and the 
ruthlessness and thoroughness of the 
campaign depressed him. “It seemed 
that there was nowhere a Jew could go 


and hide.” Then he began to become 
Jew-conscious. The poison was working. 
~ When a man passed me I would think : 
He's a 1 found myself looking 
at them as at people who are different 
irom the rest of us.” Soon he began to 
see Jews with the eyes of the anti-Jewish 
Cartoonists. 

What was the ultimate effect on this 
iormal Englishman? “Before I accepted 
the opinions of people I asked myself 
whether they were Jews. I thought of 
certain writers on political subjects in 
English and I wondered how far their 
opinions were due to the fact that they 
were Jews... Back in England, | 
noticed that the conductor of a well- 
known orchestra was a Jew the moment 
he turned to the audience.” 

_ Mr. Cole is not sure that anti-Semitism 
is so tar from the thoughts of many 
English people. “In recent years the 
placidity of mixed English and Jewish 
communities has been disturbed [he 


refers doubtlessly to areas like Bethnal 
Green, London, where Fascists have been 
particularly successful]. If that disturb- 


ance grew so that people began to talk 
about Jews, how long would it be 
before many of us openly discarded ou 
tolerance?” he asks. “ Talk to English 
visitors to Germany if you think this is 
an outrageous suggestion.” 

Our thanks are due to Mr. Cole for his 
self-analysis. Let us study it.

DISRAELI AND THE HOUSE OF LONDONDERRY 


Letters from Benjamin Disraeli to 


Frances Anne, Marchioness of 


Londonderry, 1837-1861. Edited 
by the MARCHIONESS OF LONDON- 
DERRY. Macmillan. 7s. 6d. 


A century ago, at the beginning of the 
Victorian era, the wife of the third 
Marquess of Londonderry was a famous 
party hostess and leader of fashion in 
London society. She quickly recognised 
the outstanding abilities of Disracli, who 
first entered Parliament in 1837, and her 
generous patronage greatly helped him in 
his political career. The letters of devoted 
friendship which he wrote to her regularly 
for over twenty years have here been 
carefully edited by the present Marchion- 
ess. Some of these letters were quoted in 
Monypenny and Buckle’s authoritative 
biography, but fifty of them are new. 

The present Lord Londonderry is 
prominent in the councils of that political 
party which has never ceased to be 
inspired by Disraeli’s ideals and prin- 
ciples. He has, however, recently given 
utterance to views on the Jewish question 
which have caused Jews some disquiet. 
A special piquancy and significance there- 
fore attaches to certain of his wife's 
remarks in editing this book. 

In her introduction, Lady Londonderry 
writes : 


“ The really fundamental fact of Disraeli’s 


relations with women is—that he was a Jew 
Deep down tn his inward personality there 
was a deep feeling of loneliness. Women 
sensed this, and they gave their sympathy to 
Disracli: it was a necessity to him. He felt 
more at home with women, and he craved for 
their companionship. It is true that Dizzy 


was a Christian and he accepted Christianity 
as the hiehest fulfilment of Judaism. He had 
inherited from his father a deep interest in 
English history and literature, her laws, society, 
and traditions, and his own tastes had developed 
his knowledge. But in spite of this and his 
deep and true feeling for the land he loved and 
served so well, he seemed, and I have no doubt 
felt, not to be quite part and parcel of it . 

In the England-of his day, the great territorial 
magnates and the fox-hunting squires, Dizzy 
did not feel at home, and he turned to the 
women for sympathy and understanding, and 
he has repaid their friendship by immortalising 
them in his books.” 


Again, in her conclusion, Lady London- 


derry remarks: 


“ Dizzy had that rare combination, excess- 
ive will-power and vivid imagination. Most 
students of the subject agree that this combina- 
tion is seldom connected with his race. They 
maintain that determined will-power is the dis- 
tinctive characteristic of the Jewish race, and 
that this strong idiosyncrasy as a rule tends to 
dwarf imagination... In the Victorian age 
in which Dizzy stands out so strikingly as a 
man of fervid ideality, of wide views and deep 
vision, he lived amidst a nation encompassed 
with narrow practical minds imbued with a 

antic tradition of Puritan-ridden Noncon- 
ormist prejudice, and in relation to his sur- 
roundings Dizzy'’s personality blazes out. 
His life, his manner, his very self, are as fire 
to water, worlds apart.” 


The letters themselves are generally 
couched in picturesque and flowery 
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language. One ends with a Biblical 
quotation: “ “Peace be within your walls 
and plenteousness within your palaces!’ 
Yrs. dear Lady, Ever, D.” They afford 
revealing glimpses of Disraeli’s reactions 
to social and public. life. There are 
frequent references to the Royal Family, 
ranging from Queen Victoria’s corona- 
tion to the death of the Prince Consort. 
The Rothschilds are several. times men- 
tioned. With reference to Baron Roths- 
child’s claim to take his seat in the 
House of Commons, Disraeli writes in 
August, 1850: “ The Rothschild business 
has made a great stir and delayed every- 
thing. The house sits every day from 12 
till 4 past 2 in the morning, which is very 
severe,” 

A letter of 1857 gives a grandlioquent 
description of the Rothschild establish- 
ment at Mentmore. In a letter of 1858, 
Disraeli writes of his attending “ a dinner 
at which we met all the illustrious exiles 
of France .. . the guests to meet them 
choice, among them, by the bye Cardinal 
Wiseman, and the banquet not to be 
surpassed in splendour or recherché even 
at Windsor, or Buckingham Palace. It 
was rather curious to dine with a Cardinal 
at Gunnersbury.” 


IN A SOVIET PRISON 


G.P.U. Justice. By Maurice Epet- 
MAN. Allen and Unwin. 6s. 


The main point of this book is to show 
the fair and humane way in which persons 
detained by the G.P.U. for investigation 
of their alleged crimes are treated. Friends 
of Russia, who anxiously wish to see that 
great country advancing on the path of 
humanity, can only exclaim: “Oh, if only 
it were true!” However, even if it de- 
scribes an exceptional case, the book is 
eminently interesting and there are a few 
pages in it of special interest to Jewish 
readers. 

One of the inmates of the G.P.U. prison 
was a young Rabbi charged with being 
a Zionist and thus supporting British 
imperialism. The G.P.U. officer who dealt 
with the Rabbi's case was himself a Jew, 
who in his younger days was a student at 
a Yeshiva, and during the interrogation 
the Rabbi endeavoured to prove to the 
G.P.U. investigator, by combining various 
numbers and quotations from the Cabbala. 
that the Balfour Declaration was the begin- 
ning of the Messiah’s coming and there- 
fore had nothing to do with British 
imperialism. The argument was not 
entirely convincing, although the sentence 
amounted to three months only, and the 
Rabbi was allowed to have his Tefillin 
and use them for his long morning prayers 
in the cell, 

One day, another prisoner of a very 
rough type was put in the same communal 
cell, When the Rabbi (the only religious 
person in the cell) was praying with his 
Tefillin on, this hooligan went up to him. 
starting mimicking and kicked him, so 
that the Rabbi fell on the floor. On see- 
ing the way in which the Rabbi was treated, 
the other prisoners called a general meeting 
and a resolution was passed to have the 


hooligan removed from the cell. The 


Governor of the prison carried out the 
resolution, 


SAVING THE CHILDREN 


English Juvenile Courts. By WINI- 
FRED A. ELKin. Kegan Paul, 12s. 6d. 


Miss Elkin’s book is likely to be of 
considerable value, not only to those who 
are themselves identified with this branch 
of social service, but to the general 
public. She is able to refute the idea 
that the Juvenile Court affords to senti- 
mentalists an opportunity for  self- 
indulgence. Delinquency in children 
cannot be considered as an evil apart 
from the whole group of social evils to 
which it belongs. In her first chapter, 
Miss Elkin traces the sources of juvenile 
delinquency to bad housing, malnutri- 
tion, divided home life, resulting in 
unsatisfactory home influence. She de- 
scribes clearly the constitution of the 
Juvenile Courts, and shows how arrange- 
ments vary with the accommodation 
supplied in various towns, and how some 
makeshift conditions may jeopardise the 
redemption of the children. We are told 
about Court procedure, and about all 
the efforts which are made to supply 
the magistrates with sufficient material, 
through school and home reports, upon 
which to base their decisions. 

The position of the parent in_ the 
Juvenile Court is explained, and the 
assistance to be derived from the Clerk 
of the Court, from the L.C.C, investi- 
gators, the probation officers, and the 
police officers. We are given a lucid 
insight into probation work and its 
splendid possibilities, as also the artificial 
limitations put on its usefulness by false 
and wholly unjustifiable economic con- 
siderations. The.usefulness of Remand 
Homes is described, and contrast drawn

Jewish Community Organisation in 
the United States. By Maurice J. 
KARPF. Bloch Publishing Co. 2 dols 


This is an interesting and suggestive 
book written from a detached and 
objective point of view; the arrangement 
is admirable, giving to the reader the 
Maximum assistance in the form of 
detailed table of contents, summary, full 
notes and bibliography, and index. The 
scholarly outlook is to be expected from 
an author who is the head of the 
Graduate School for Jewish Social Work 
in New York, a national institution 
authorised to award both Master's and 
Doctor's degrees. 

Dr. Karpf considers that anti-Semitism 
is increasing slightly in the United States: 
it is fostered by some fifty organisations 
large and small. “ Nevertheless, there 
is ample evidence that, generally speak- 
ing, State and local governments are 
opposed | to any types of anti-Semitic 
activity just as they are opposed to any 
other activities tending to create racial 


between adequate and careless 
of dealing with children on remand. 
Miss Elkin stresses the point that it js 
not the function of the Court to punish 
the child, but rather to re-educate him 
and so to redeem him for a useful |i/c 
The need for observation centres js 
stressed. Magistrates cannot possibly 
know how best to treat a child, even 
though they are assisted by the most 
skilled probation officers, unless the child 
has been under the observation of exper- 
ienced educationists and psychologists 
for an adequate period, and its person- 
ality thoroughly understood.

Her 
description of the child welfare councils 
of Sweden is enlightening. The chapter 
on approved schools is interesting. and 
the ignorance of chairmen as to the 
various types of schools to which they 
send the children is severely criticised. 
Much of the success of the courts 
depends, as in all forms of human 
service, on the personality of those men 
and women who are responsible for their 
administration. The weaknesses o! the 
responsible magistrates scvercl) 
reviewed, but Miss Elkin leaves the 
reader with the conviction that there has 
in modern times been an immense 
advance in the treatment of juvenile 
delinquents. Given certain necessary 
reforms, the Juvenile Courts maj 
become more and more the centres [or 
fine preventive and redemptive work 
among the children of the near. future.

The immigration tables show that Jews 
have a lower percentage than the genera! 
population of persons barred {10m 
admission and of those’ eventually 
deported, and that “they come to the 
United States as permanent settlers and 
are relatively less influenced than othe! 
groups by economic conditions in the 
country.” 

Dr. Karpf describes the religious, 
educational, charitable, and cultural insti- 
tutions in the United States; he refers ' 
the problem of Jewish adjustment and 
traces three distinct philosophies, ‘he 
religionist, the culturist, and the assim!

In conclusion, Dr. Karpf makes * 
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strong plea for more research and more 
scientific knowledge; and also for com- 
munity “ planning.” He pleads likewise 
for leadership based on knowledge, and 
deprecates the fact that professional 
groups play an insufficient part as 
communal leaders. Admirable as is his 
scientific outlook, the English reader is 
apt to wonder whether the qualities 
required in @ leader—judgment, imagina- 
tion, the power to take responsibility, 
and the earnest conviction which can

A Jewish writer who is rapidly coming 
to the fore is Hilda Lewis. “ Madame 
Gold” made a deep impression when 
it was published two or three years ago. 
it was what one might term .a rich book 

rich in observation, shrewd under- 
standing of human nature, and a glowing 
sense of racial atmosphere. “ Pelican 
inn” which followed was not so con- 
vincing, but “ Because I Must,” which 
strikes quite a new Note, at once estab- 
lishes Mrs. Lewis as a really important 
novelist. This book is a very pene- 
trating psychological study of a woman 
whose mother was hanged for murder. 
Nellie was only a child when this 
happened, and Mrs. Lewis depicts with a 
sure understanding her growth to 
womanhood under the shadow of the 
hefeditary cloud ever hanging over her 
head. Step by step the author works out 
the moulding of Nellie’s character, and 
the fatal play of her character on the 
happenings of life, so that the end, which 
otherwise might be thought melo- 
dramatic, becomes plausible. 

Another Jewish writer whose work 
needs no introduction is Myron Brinig. 
His book “Singermann” stands out as 
one of the finest novels of American 
Jewish lite which have so far crossed the 
Ailantic. In “ May Flavin” he confirms 
the impression already created by “ The 
Sisters” (published last year), that he is 
fully competent to deal with every aspect 
of humanity and is not confined to a 
Narrow racial outlook. May is an Irish 
girl in Chicago, and her life story is un- 
folded with a warmth and compassion 
that can only come from a writer of 
deep conception and feeling. The book 
Sa joy to read, for Mr. Brinig is a 
‘riter who knows how to make words 
his servants so that an atmosphere is 
‘reated which convinces by its actuality. 

Fedor Kaul js nothing if not 


the result of expert training; in fact. 
whether the expert, like fire, will not 
remain always an admirable servant but 
a dangerous master; and whether the bes: 
combination for communal, as fo; 
political, activity is not the combination 
of lay leader and expert which is 
honoured in the dedication of the book 
to the memory of Felix M. Warburg.

courageous. Although his story is 
placed in a nameless country, with a 
nameless dictator and a nameless perse- 
cuted minority, the analogy is too clearly 
emphasised to be mistaken. Here are 
thrills and excitements, revolutions and 
counter - revolutions, martyrdoms and 
massacres, and the adventures of a sort 
of “ Scarlet Pimpernel” hero all told in a 
very readable and racy manner. The 
book is never for one moment dull, and 
should find a place on the shelves of al! 
those interested in such reading. But, 
alas, the inevitable fall of the dictator 
with which all these books end only 
shows that the wish is father to the 
thought. 

Seaforth Mackenzie is presumably a 
young writer with a poetic imagination 
and a gift of expression that is apt to 
lead to self-deception. A leaning to 
introspection which can be translated 
into smooth-flowing sentences often 
deceives a young man into believing that 
he has in his grasp the entire meaning 
of the Cosmos, and that he can easily 
fathom and reveal the whole interplay of 
human psychology and_ relationships. 
“Chosen People” is well written and at 
times very interesting, and if exception be 
taken to the book it is not because the 


‘Jewish characters are placed in an 


unfavourable light but because the 
author is so concerned with the expres- 
sion of his own reactions to life that, 
again and again, he loses touch with 
reality. The scene is laid in Sydney, and 
the story is concerned with Ruth and 
her jealousy of her daughter Deborah— 
scarcely the usual characteristics of a 
Jewish mother. Even if Mr. Mackenzie 
has met someone remotely resembling 
Deborah—for she does not seem to be 
entirely invented—passion and dislike 
have clouded his artistic judgment. 
“Spanish Recruit” is written by a 
Frenchman, Lucien Maulvault, and is 
claimed by the publisher to be the first 
great novel of the Spanish Civil War. It 
is certainly written with great reality, and 
in an honest attempt to hide nothing of 
the brutality of war, its style is reminis- 
cent of “All Quiet on the Western Front.” 
The author, however, is so pro-Fascist 
that at times the book becomes propa- 
ganda. This is a pity, because artistic 
truth and propaganda go ill together.

Hall a century, or to be exact fifty-one 
years, ago those pioneers of scientific 
Angio-Jewish history, Joseph Jacobs and 
Lucien Wolf, produced unaided and in the 
course of only a few months a biblio- 
graphy of Anglo-Jewish literature, the 
Bibliotheca Anglo-Judaica,” one of the 
publications of the Jewish Historical 
Exhibition of 1887. Working necessarily 
at great speed and with little preparation, 
the results of their exertions were by no 
means pertect. But in the circumstances 


even an approximation to perfection was 
impossibie, .and Jacobs and Wolf cer- 
lainly got nearer to it than any other 
scholars of their generation could have 


done. Dr. Roth has had an easier task, 
ind Sas produced a book incomparably 


superior to that of his predecessors. Even 
in size it is hardly possible to compare the 
two books. The earlier extended to 231 
small octavo pages, including an essay on 
the manuscript sources of Anglo-Jewish 
history; the latter, limited to a biblio- 
graphy proper, extends to 464 quarto pages, 
including a very valuable innovation—an 
index 


Dr. Roth, in addition to improvements 
in size and thoroughness, has completely 
revolutionised the scheme on which his 
predecessors worked. The new book falls 
into two main parts, with many sub- 
divisions. The first part, “ Histories,” 
gives particulars of the principal histories 
of the Jews and related works of reference 
in Enelish, and then of all known works, 
including important articles in periodicals, 
on the history of the Jews in England and 
the British Empire. The term History .is 
here. taken to include biography, cultural 
history, and the Jew in English literature, 
and one of the sections also gives a list 
of all Known Anglo-Jewish periodicals. 

In the second part, “ Historical Material,” 
Dr. Roth has imposed on himself a time 
limit... He notices only those books, etc., 
that. were published before 1838. He 
found in the year 1837 a convenient 
terminus. Under two headings he has, 
however, gone beyond 1837. . He notes all 
the literature relating to the Religious 
Reform movement and the Political Eman- 
cipation controversy. Here also Dr. Roth 
covers a wide field, including all known 
books published in England by Jews, no 
matter on what subject, and also all books, 
etc.. by non-Jews on Jewish subjects— 
even British Israel and the Lost Ten Tribes 
but exclusive of course of the Bible, 
which would require more than one volume 
to itself. 


To judge of the value of the new book 
one need compare it only with its excellent 
predecessor. To the serious English- 
reading student of any aspect of the 
Jewish Question, the work is a necessity. 
The Jewish Historical Society and Dr. 
Roth are not only to be congratulated on 
the book; they are to be thanked for it 
in all sincerity.

The Complete. Bialik Edition

(he final and complete edition of 
Bialik’s writings—poetry and _ prose, 
including the essays—-which every 
Hebrew reader has been awaiting since 
the untimely passing of our beloved poet 
has now been published. It comes from 
Dvir, Tel-Aviv (the publishing house 
which was founded and headed by Bialik 
and his life-long friend J. Ch. Rawnitzki). 
It is in one beautiful volume, the size of 
our traditional literary publications, so 
that at first sight the reader would rather 
think that he has got a copy of the 
“ Mishnayis ” or of the “En Jacob” of 
his early days before him. The volume 
includes not only all Bialik’s published 
writings, but also those which remained 
unpublished, or which Bialik excluded 
from the authorised editions because he 
did not consider them .to be worthy 
representatives of his genius. It is always 
rather awkward for editors to transgress 
the limits put by authors themselves. 
But perhaps Bialik himself would now 
agree, if he were alive, that the reader 
should not be prevented from becoming 
acquainted even with those writings 
which did not meet with their author's 
full approval. In Bialik’s first editions, at 
the beginning of the century, those 
writings might have spoilt the harmonious 
impression of his collection; while here, 
in the final complete edition, they rather 
add something to the understanding 
of Bialik’s work than interfere with it. 
And Bialik’s position in modern Hebrew 
literature is now so well established that 
no early, not fully ripened, fruit of his 
genius can spoil the taste one gets from 
his poetry and prose. 

Apart from his poems, novels, and 
essays, there is a special section devoted 
here to Bialik’s “Aggadah,” which is of 
great literary interest. Among the essays 
there is the unfinished one which he 
began on his last journey to Vienna. 
where he died. This would have intro- 
duced us to Bialik’s Philosophy, had he 

been spared to complete it. Two of them 
deal with topics of Hebrew medieval 
poetry, to which Bialik had devoted much 
of his literary activity. Here the poet 
adapts himself to the style of Hebrew 

. Scholarly literature. Of great interest 
also is the section of “ occasional verses ” 
and of dedications written by Bialik on 
books presented to his friends. They 
abound in humour and often remind us 
of the “Michtamim” of Hebrew medieval 
poetry. The volume includes a biographi- 
cal sketch and literary appreciation of 
Bialik’s personality and work by Jacob 
Fichmann, an eminent poet and fine 
interpreter of Bialik, 


For the benefit of those who have 
acquired the four-volume edition of 
Bialik’s works, “ Dvir” has published a 
special appendix, “ tosefeth,” containing 
the poems which Bialik excluded from the 
authorised collection and the “ occasional 
verses.” 


Biography and Memoirs

Isaac Dov Berkowitz, one of our finest 
Hebrew novelists and stylists, must be 
considered the best authority for writing 
the life of Sholem Aleichem, with whom 
he was connected not only by family ties 
(being his son-in-law) but also by 
common literary interests. Hence the 
great importance which be 
attributed: to Berkowitz’s “ Memoirs 
on Sholem Aleichem, in which he doés 
not confine himself to a “Life” of Sholem 
Aleichem but relates very much of 
interest about other classic writers of our 
Hebrew and Yiddish literature (Peretz, 
Mendele Mocher Seforim, Bialik, Ben 
Ami, and many others). Sholem Aleichem 
was so connected with the literary activity 
of the best of our authors of the last two 
generations that his biographer often 
cannot help outlining a broader picture 
of the literary surroundings of his hero 
than might have been expected. But 
Berkowitz must be congratulated on the 
line he has followed. As an experienced 
novelist he draws most interesting pictures 
of the men and matters referred to in his 
“ Memoirs.” The author states that he 
is not prepared to claim absolute authen- 
ticity for the verbal exactitude of the 
detailed dialogues related in his book. 
Nobody can be expected to keep in his 
memory for such a long time every word 
he has spoken or has listened to and 
preserve it for posterity. But, at the 
same time, Bérkowitz stresses that the 
talks with Sholem Aleichem himself and 
Mendele Mocher Seforim are related 
verbatim. This makes the book—which 
is very pleasurable reading—also an 
important historical source for students 
of modern Hebrew literature. 

As far as Sholem Aleichem is con- 
cerned, Berkowitz gives us a full and 
vivid picture of his private life, his 
wanderings, his friendships, and his liter- 
ary development and achievement. Also. 
many another leading man and happen- 
ing Of Russian, Galician, and American 
Jewish life finds here an attractive 
presentation. ~Many interesting stories 
are told about the time of the first 
Russian revolution and its influence on 
Jewry, etc. The author could not help, 
despite his reluctance, relating also 
something about himself.

The Ethies of Judaism from the 
Aspect of Duty. By MAXWELL 
Sitver. Bloch Publishing Co., New 
York. 32.50. 


Since Dr. Moritz Lazarus published 
his “ Ethics of Judaism ” in the year 1898, 
no comprehensive survey of the field of 
Jewish ethics has appeared. The new 
study of this important subject by Dr. 
Silver is therefore the more welcome— 
particularly as its viewpoint and its syste- 
matic method of treatment are original 
in many ways. After an illuminating 
consideration of the problem of the duty 
of man-in general ethics—in which he 
discusses the various interpretations 
offered by the philosophers of the world 
-he concentrates his attention upon the 
teachings of Judaism. He expounds his 
main doctrine that duty (represented by 
the term Mitzvah) is the source of all 
Jewish ethics, and traces the development 
of the ideals of human conduct in rela- 
ion to Judaism in an exhaustive manner. 
His analysis of the meaning and implica- 
ions ol the Rabbinical theory of the 
good and evil inclination (Yetzer Tob and 
Yetzer Ra) in the nature of man is 
especially stimulating. Judaism finds the 
supreme impulse to the good, by which 
man redeems his life as man, deeply 
implanied in man’s own self. “ Indeed, 
on the potent possibilities of man’s good 
inclination, Judaism bases its unshakable 
and inspired hope that man will, in the 
end, transform this mad, war-torn, hate- 
‘idden world of his into an habitation of 


peace and spiritual fulfilment.”

the principles of religion and of ethics 
are interwoven as one fabric. The 
primary motive for righteous conduct is 
Israel’s self-dedication to live the sacriti- 
cial life as a “kingdom of priests and a 
holy nation.” This lofty ideal was taught 
by all the great master-minds in Israel, by 
priest, prophet, psalmist, Rabbi, and 
philosopher; and it emerges as a veritable 
Imitatio Dei in the daily practice of sym- 
pathy, humanity, justice, and love. From 
this doctrine springs that Kiddush 
ha-Shem (sanctification of the Divine 
Name) that is the highest conception of 
human duty. 

Unlike many works of a philosophical 
character, Dr. Silver’s book is written in 
a clear and vigorous style, with a wealth 
of apposite illustrations from Jewish 
and universal literature. It deserves the 
earnest attention of all who desire to 
understand the true nature of the teach- 
ings of Judaism upon morality and upon 
the duty of man in relation to God and 
his fellow-man.

THE BIBLE AND 


MODERN THOUGHT 
The “Truth” of the Bible. B, 
STANLEY A. Cook. S.P.C.K. 9s. 


Dr. Cook, who is retiring from the 
Regius Professorship of Hebrew in Cam- 
bridge University, is one of the most 
distinguished exponents of the Higher 
Criticism in this country. The central 
theme of his latest book is the plea that 
not only does Biblical Criticism help to 
elucidate the historical and religious 
problems suggested by the Hebrew 
Scriptures, but it renders the Bible more 
valuable and helpful in the difficult era 
through which mankind is passing. 

While there are scholars who claim 
that the discoveries of archeology up- 
set many of the critical conclusions, Dr. 
Cook argues that these are rather con- 
firmed by the new knowledge which has

become available. He goes so far as to 
mainiain that archaeology demonstrates 
that much of the belief and ritual found 
in the Bible is not even Israelitish in 
origin but Palestinian, and was adopted 
by the Hebrew invaders. 

in spite of his extreme views, however, 
ihe Bible is not for him, as for a Fried- 
rich Delitzsch, “the great deception,” 
but an invaluable source of enlighten- 
ment to man in his perplexities to-day. 
“In times of wrong and injustice,” he 
linely says, “we turn to the Hebrew 
conception of righteousness. In times of 
war, disaster and revolution, the prophets 
and psalmists inspire us.” The 
experiences of Israel, as described in the 
Bible, ofler helpful guidance. The back- 
ground of that people’s history is a 
changing world, and its problems have a 
direct bearing upon the problems of the 
present 

The author's attitude towards Judaism 
is, unfortunately, conventional. Since. 
in his view, the religion of the Bible 
finds its culmination in Christianity, 
Judaism must be ex hypothesi imperfect. 
He describes it as “an ossified system, 
a sort of stereotyped nationalism,” and 
contrasts the “imertia of Rabbinical 
Judaism” with the “active development 
of Christianity.” He overlooks that the 
ossified system has persisted for twenty 
centuries in face of constant opposition, 
and provided spiritual edification for 
successive generations of Jews who were 
forced by Christians to exist under the 
most depressing conditions. Nor would 
a Jewish scholar admit that Judaism was 
stagnant under the ministrations of the 
Rabbis and lacked active development. 

Although there is much that ts debat- 
able in the volume, Dr. Cook has written 
a thought-provoking book, characterised 
by deep earnestness and wide learning.

PRLESTS AND PROPHETS 


The Priests and Prophets. By JAcos 
HOSCHANDER. The Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary of America, 


Much attention is being paid by Bibli- 
cal scholars to the relationship between 
the priests and prophets in ancient Israel. 
Several books have recently appeared on 
the subject, and the “critical” theory 
that they represented two distinct and 
conflicting religions is now being 
reversed in favour of the traditional 
view. ._ The problem is approached from 
a new angle in this posthumous volume. 
Professor Hoschander, after a_ close 
examination of the material, detects a 


psychological, rather than a religious, 
difference between the two classes ol 


leaders. ‘“ The prophets were idealists 
and the priests realists ” is the conclusion 
he establishes. The latter appreciated 
the all-important part which ritual played 
in the spiritual life of the people, and 
insisted on its retention even when the 
moral standard of living was low, because 
were the attachment to the Temple 
broken there would be nothing left. 

In the light of this theory, the author 
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sketches the historical background of’ the 
prophetical utterances, and reviews the 
passages in the Books of Kings and 
Chronicles which relate to the religious 
life of Israel. Incidentally, he attaches 
more factual value to Chronicles than ts 
usual nowadays. The results of his study 
will be found illuminating and edifying 
by students of the Bible. Instead of the 
wild theorising which too often passes for 
scientific research, we have painstaking 
deductions from the Scriptural data. The 
investigation is distinguished by sound 
learning and original thought. Particu- 
larly interesting are his identification of 
the “kemarim™ and his explanation of 
Jeroboam’s religious policy.

SYNAGOGUE MUSIC 


Synagogue Compositions. Vol. 2. 
By S. AtMAN. Oxford University 
Press. 2\s. 


Samuel Alman’s name is known far 
beyond the borders of this country, 
through the first volume of his Synagogue 
compositions and his other vocal and 
instrumental works. This second volume 
will therefore be welcomed as a promise 
fulfilled, or rather as an old acquaint- 
ance, for nearly all the compositions 
contained therein have been sung in one 
or another London Synagogue, notably 
at the Great Synagogue. The large con- 
gregations attending services there have 
often been thrilled by the moving beauty 
of Alman’s’ various compositions, 
especially by No. 9 (Kiddush, for the 
three Festivals) and No. 69 (Selach No 
Ashomos, for Yom Kippur), which have 
actually become entitled to the epithet 
“traditional.” 

His style excels in both inspiration and 
workmanship, combining pure musical 
sensibility, due regard for the Hebrew 
words, and the harmonic functioning 
of the choir as an accompanying 
instrument of the Chazan. _ Another 
noteworthy characteristic is his versa- 
tility. Most Synagogue composers, 
being themselves Chazanim and writing 
mainly for their own requirements, 
have failed to suit the  require- 
ments of other Chazanim and Congrega- 
tions. Alman, however, skilfully matches 
in his music the different accomplish- 
ments of Chazanim as well as the varied 
tastes and standards of Congregations. 
While appearing in some compositions 
(Nos. 13 to 16,48 and 23) ultra-modern 
and a master of counterpoint, he follows 
in others the direct tradition of the old 
Russian Chazanuth (e.g., Nisi Belzer and 
Baruch Schor) with the addition of his 
own distinctive qualities. Even if any- 
one disagrees with Alman’s bold 
harmonies and exuberant antiphons, he 
will certainly agree that Alman is a com- 
poser of intense Jewishness and that his 
works are a most valuable contribution 
to Our musical liturgy.

THE « PROTOCOLS” FORGERY 


Portraits of Mean Men. A Short 
History of the Proto:o!s of the 
Elders of Zion. By JoHN GWYER. 
Cobden-Sanderson. 5s. 


A fantastic fabrication used as a plot 
for a novel or other reading matter for 
lovers of tales of mystery and imagina- 
tion need not necessarily be a mean thing, 
but those who use that invention for 
deceiving others, for blackmailing and 
persecution, are truly either mean or 
criminal. The author shows us a number 
of persons who utilised a fantastic inven- 
tion of a French pamphleteer—Joly— 
in order to accuse the Jews of organising 
a secret dictatorship over the world by 
methods such as the real dictator of 
Germany uses for his own aims. 

Until after the Great War the Protocols 
were hardly known; and those who knew 
considered them a clumsy joke, and were 
little interested whether they were a 
forgery or not. It was only in the chaos 
created by the War and the subsequent 
Revolutions that a number of criminals 
saw a chance of making use of the little 
book.

Arm the Apostles. By Rom LANDAU. 
Nicholson and Watson. 3s. 64. 


“No genuine religious adherence can 
possibly compromise with doctrines in, 
which the service of something transitory, 
no matter how exalted, is considered just 
as important as the service of God. Never 
before in history has it happened that 
Catholics, Protestants, Greek Orthodox, 
and Jews have regarded themselves as 
equally persecuted and been so painfully 
conscious of the gulf that separates their 
loyalty to God from that to Caesar.” 
This quotation will indicate the moral 
courage and spiritual idealism which 
pervade this little book—as, indeed. all 
Mr. Landau’s writings. He discusses 
here those practical problems of ethical 
duty which are to-day troubling the 
conscience of all thinking citizens. Can 
a true religionist go to war and kill his 
fellow-religionists? Is it possible to 
reconcile the loyalties of a patriot with 
those of a pacifist? What can religion 
do, when armaments threaten the des- 
truction of civilisation? 

Specially notable is Mr. Landau’s in- 
dictment of the pagan materialism that 
underlies the philosophy of the totali- 
tarian states. He compares the utter- 
ance of a British statesman, Disraeli. 
who at the height of his power said: 
“ The spiritual nature of man is stronger 
than codes and _ constitutions: no 
government can endure which does not 
recognise that for its foundation, and no 
legislation last which does not flow f rom 
this fountain.” Among the noblest 


In the history of the Protocols two 
kinds of people were concerned: a num. 
ber of petty insignificant rascals, who 
actually participated in the production of 
the various parts of the book, and ised 
it for a petty intrigue or for earning some 
money; and a number of criminals. who 
eventually employed it for their own 
foul and poisonous purposes. 

The author deals with the portrai'. of 
the mean rascals of the first category: 
and the faces of the gallery on which he 
throws a gentle, humorous light appear 
sufficiently ugly to make one wonder how 
these people could produce a thing which 
could be used with such telling effect. 
But, of course, for the effect of the 
Protocols two things are responsible: the 
unscrupulousness and the power of the 
criminals who used it; and the unfor- 
tunate position of the Jews—the victims 
on whom it was used. 

These two aspects of the question are 
but slightly touched in the book, which 
will, however, be read with interest even 
by those who know a good deal abou! the 
history of the Protocols.

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Jewish Historical Society are several 
fimes mentioned. The special merit of 
Dr. Jordan's treatment is that he makes 
ys realise how the Jewish struggle was 
an integral part of a wider campaign for 
spiritual freedom generally. We see how, 
when greathearted men like Roger 
Williams fought for religious liberty they 
found it impossible to make any excep- 
sions whether of Jews or Catholics, 
Unitarians or Quakers—without destroy- 
ing the very foundations of their cause.

4 GREAT DEMOCRAT 


Masaryk on Thought and Life. 
Allen and Unwin, 7s, 6d. 


Two works by Masaryk, on Religion 
and on the Ideals of Humanity, were 
recently reviewed in these columns. But 
this latest volume calls for a special word 
of welcome. It consists of conversations 
of the statesman with Karel Capek, in 
the informal style which marked the 
earlier work, “ President Masaryk tells 
his Story.’ Here the President tells his 
philosophy, his view of life, his faith and 
hopes, with the same delightful intimacy 
and charm. 

In the later chapters, there is a dis- 
cussion of political questions, peculiarly 
significant in the light of present-day 
Czechoslovakian trends. Masaryk vindi- 
cates his complete faith in democracy, 
not only as a form of government but as 
a way of lite. For him democracy rests 
on human nature, on love and tolerance. 
and on social justice. Communism he 
rejects. [lo the criticism that there is a 
tn democracy to-day, he replies 
that there is a crisis everywhere. This 
is a penod of transition and difficult 
adjustment. He writes finely: “On 
principle, but not blindly, I am a believer 
in democracy; | know the weak points of 
the system, and no bad experience has 
escaped’ me, but not for a moment do 
| regret the decision to which I came 
when | was returning from the War: that 
| was going to serve the Republic and 
democracy. Democracy is a guarantee of 
peace. lor us and for the world.” 

In this record we have not only the 
Philosophical creed of a notable thinker. 
but the revelation of one of the out- 
‘tanding personalities of our time.

BRITAIN’S EMPIRE 


Why Britain Prospers. By 
TEELING. John Gifford. 10s. 6d. 


In his new book, Mr. Teeling tries to 
awaken the interest of Englishmen in 
their huge and rich Empire. He 
expounds the idea of Imperial Labour 
Camps. It is true that “ Labour Camps ” 
have a bad name since they were used 
and abused by Nazism. But such camps 
in England should be constructed on a 
voluntary basis of democratic tradition 
The suggestion is that young men of ever, 
class should be encouraged by every 
form of propaganda to do one year’s 
voluntary national service. The youths 
—at least 150,000 men—would be sent 
away from England to some part of the 
Empire, where they could, for example. 
make parts of Australia possible for 
development. 


It is doubtful whether Mr. Teeling 


will attract British youth with these 
methods. The latest report of the Over- 


seas Settlement Board does not suggest 
ideas similar to these. But since the 
author is convinced that “there is no 
other way to-day of developing these 
lands,’ should he not consider other, 
non-Britsh youth? Mr. Teeling himself 
gives us a hint of this when he tells of 
a scene in a London East-End Cinema, 
where he watched a film of the Fair- 
bridge Farm Schools in Western 
\ustralia. He asked two English 
workers whether they would go out there, 
and they replied: “No, there’s quite 
enough to do here, and they don’t want 
us Out there either.” But some Jews, 
sitting near them, did not agree. “ One 
Jew went on to point out that there were 
a tremendous future and possibilities 
tor the Jews in Western Australia.”

THEOLOGY 


The Enigma of the Fourth Gospel. 
By ROBERT EISLER. Methuen. 12s. 6d. 


While there is general agreement about 
the authors of the Synoptic Gospels, 
uncertainty exists with regard to the fourth, 
“the Gospel according to St. John.’ 
Until the era of critical research opened 
early in the 19th century, the prevailing 
view was that the author was John, the 
son of Zebedee. Then it was felt that one 
who had been reared in the environment 
of unlettered fishermen could not have 
produced a work which showed acquaint- 
ance with philosophical ideas. As a 
consequence the identity of “John” has 
remained an unsolved problem. 

Dr. Eisler, who came into prominence 
a few years ago with his sensational book 
on Jesus as portrayed in the Slavonic 
version of Josephus, thinks that the 
question can now be determined with 
certainty. In 1928 a learned Benedictine 
monk, Dom Donatien de Bruyne, published 
a study of some Latin manuscripts which 
he claimed to be ancient prefaces to the 
Gospels, dating from the latter half of the 
second century. Basing his_ researches 
upon material provided by these prefaces, 
the author finds his main clue in Acts iv. 6, 
where a John is mentioned among “ the 
kindred of the high priest.” He accord- 
ingly identifies the writer of the~ fourth 
Gospel with the son of Annas ben Sethi, 
the Sadducean high priest, who held office 
during the years 6-15 C.E. A.C. 


Symbolism and Belief. By EDwyn 
BEVAN. Allen and Unwin. 15s. 


Dr. Bevan is well known to Jewish 
readers as co-editor of “The Legacy of 
Israel” and as one of those Christian 
scholars who have delivered an Arthur 
Davis Memorial Lecture. His learned 
works on Hellenistic Judaism and on 
the religious thought of classical antiquity 
are familiar to all students. In_ this 
volume of Gifford Lectures he discusses 
certain anthropomorphic ways of thought 
which seem inseparable from any human 
conception of the Divine. He analyses the 


application to God of figurative and meta- 
phorical expressions taken from men’s 
experiences of space, time, hight, and spirit. 
In this connection he examines such 


Hebrew terms as Shamayim, Ha-Makom, 
Kabod, Ruach. Another symbol discussed, 
taken not trom material nature but from 
the inner life of man, is the “ Wrath” of 
God 

Throughout the book constant reference 
is made to Biblical and Rabbinical litera- 
ture, and medieval and modern Jewish 
authorities are also quoted. The influence 
of Hebraic ideas on Theistic thought 
generally is discussed with equal reverence 
and scholarship. The beliefs common to 
both Judaism and Christianity receive fre- 
quent emphasis. However much_ theo- 
logical interpretation may differ on 
particular points, readers of all creeds will 
regard this book as an outstanding contri- 
bution to religious philosophy. 


PARENTS AND CHILDREN 
The Generations. By EMANUE! 

Mitter. Faber 7s.-6d. 

‘The Generations” analyses the 
psychological relationship of parents to 
children. It 1s based upon a series of 
lectures delivered at the Institute of 
Medical Psychology (the Tavistock 
Clinic), Not only parents, but also those 
engaged in social service will benefit 
from the advice of this eminent psychia- 
trist and authority on child-guidance. 
Dr. Miller refers to the difficulties which 
arise in club work where the social 
classes of young people, as against their 
leaders, are widely different. “ Unless 
the leaders of youth,” he says, “know 
their own mind and can adjust their 
social interests and background to the 
social background of their charges, they 
mav be inadvertently guilty of increasing 
or even creating psychological dishar- 
monies in minds that are still fluid

CARICATURE IN 
PALESTINE 


Shachor Al Gabei Lavan (“ Black on 
White’). By ARIE NAVON. 
Davar Tel-Aviv 


A book of cartoons and caricatures 
printed in the Hebrew language is so rare 
that it arouses more than ordinary 
interest. This collection, published by 
Davar, the famous Hebrew Labour 
daily paper in Palestine, is probably the 
first of its kind, and it contains 150 
drawings in black and white which were 
originally printed in that newspaper over 
the past few years. They are all the 
work of one young artist, Arié Navon, 
perhaps the only regular practising 
cartoonist in Palestine. 

Mr. Navon has a witty but mordant 
pen, both in his drawing (which appears 
to derive from a Continental influence) 
and in the comments he attaches. The 
fact that some of the republished cartoons 
“date” does not alter their continuing 
applicability; as, for instance, the simple 
scene, with the equally simple caption 
the Gate,” wherein: the brutal 
Pole boots the poor Jew against a gate 
marked “ Palestine "—which is carefully 
held closed from the other side by Sir 
Arthur Wauchope. No facet of life in 
Palestine, or politically outside it, is 
omitted—politics, economics, sociology 
and the arts—and all have a refreshing 
pungency and “bite.” Most of the 
caricatures, of leading Zionists and Pales- 
tinians, hit off their subjects neatly; as 
pure caricature they remind an English 
reader of Tom Titt. An introduction 
on “The Art of Caricature” is contri- 
buted by the well-known Hebrew writer 
Jacob’ Fichman. Such volume 
deserves a wider public; is an English 
edition an economic proposition? 


GHETTO DISTORTIONS 


The River Breaks Up. By I. J. 
SINGER. Translated from the Yiddish 
by Maurice Samuel. Putnam. 8s. 6d. 


Mr. Singer’s novel “The Brothers 
Ashkenazi "both in the original Yiddish 
and in its English translation, as well as 
in the dramatised version of the Yiddish 
theatre—made his name well known to 
readers everywhere. His new work shows 
the same powerful and tragic intensity. 
There is, too, the same preoccupation 
with what is grotesque and_ hideous. 
sordid and unsavoury. We are informed 
that this book is concerned with “ the 
world of Polish Jewry in transition and 
disruption.” That is a mild description 
for these scenes of morbidity and decay, 
for these ignoble and vicious characters. 

Most of the thirteen tales are fantastic 
distortions or mocking caricatures of 
ghetto life. One of them describes the 
death agonies of a drowning traveller. 
His prayers were unanswered, although 

Ng: before he set out he kissed the phylac- 
tertes, he pulled the leather strap so tight 
about his left arm that the flesh stood out 


raw and bloody.” ‘Another tells of a 
repulsive miser who visits his own 
mausoleum. Next we have a Jewish boy 
and Gentile girl who catch and eat eels. 
“They stick a wire through their heads, 
hold them over the flames, and watch 
them delightedly as they wriggle about in 
pain.” Then comes a corrupt and sensual 
antique-dealer who blasphemously reads 
the Bible to his animal pets. There follow 
tales of degeneracy, debauchery, and 
matricide, where all the sanctions of 
morality and religion prove futile and 
unavailing. One can only wish that the 
author would devote his literary genius 
to creative work which might truthfully 
interpret the living spirit of Judaism. 


A HISTORY 
SOURCE-BOOK 


The Jew in the Medieval World. By 
Jacos R. Marcu . Union of American 


Hebrew Congregations, Cincinnati. 
$3.00. 


The historical source-book has gained 
increasing popularity in late years. There 
have been echoes of the innovation in 
Jewish intellectual life—witness Asaf's 
and Dinaburg’s splendid productions in 
Hebrew, and H6xter’s less ambitious effort 


in German. In this country, the lack has 
been felt, and indeed more than once 
voiced by educationists. It is difficult 


however, for a Community of 300,000 souls 
to find the means to fill all of its needs. 
For this reason, English Jewry is fortunate 
to speak (approximately) the same language 
as America, where at last there has been 
produced a source-book of Jewish history 
which is as splendid in conception and in 


execution as it is in_ typographical 
appearance. 
It covers, indeed, only the medieval 


world. But the Middle Ages have a par- 
ucularly wide application in Jewish history, 
and in consequence the entire period from 
315 to 1791 falls within the scope of the 
volume. The contents are culled from an 
extraordinarily wide range of sources— 
chronicles, memoirs, wills, responsa, letters, 
registers, commentaries, regulations and 
what-not—both Jewish and non-Jewish. 
from a dozen languages, translated into 
racy English. The reader is introduced by 
it not only to the Jewish past, as seen 
through contemporary eyes, but also to 
Jewish literature and to the literature about 
Jews; and the author has wisely taken care 
to see that the selections which he prints 
are long enough to give the reader the 
opportunity of savouring the flavour of the 
sources to the full. It is impossible to pay 
this work a higher tribute than to say 
that it is worthy to stand by the side of 
Israel Abrahams’s “Jewish Life in the Middle 


Ages,” to which it forms the natural com- 
plement.

No facet of life in 
Palestine, or politically outside it, is 
omitted—politics, economics, sociology 
and the arts—and all have a refreshing 
pungency and “bite.” Most of the 
caricatures, of leading Zionists and Pales- 
tinians, hit off their subjects neatly; as 
pure caricature they remind an English 
reader of Tom Titt. An introduction 
on “The Art of Caricature” is contri- 
buted by the well-known Hebrew writer 
Jacob Fichman. Such volume 
deserves a wider public; is an English 
edition an economic proposition? 


GHETTO DISTORTIONS 
The River Breaks Up. By I. J. 


SINGER. Translated from the Yiddish 
by Maurice Samuel. Putnam. 8s. 6d. 


Mr. Singer's novel “The Brothers 
Ashkenazi "—both in the original Yiddish 
and in its English translation, as well as 
in the dramatised version of the Yiddish 
theatre—made his name well known to 
readers everywhere. His new work shows 
the same powerful and tragic intensity. 
There is, too, the same preoccupation 
with what is grotesque and _ hideous. 
sordid and unsavoury. We are informed 
that this book is concerned with “ the 
world of Polish Jewry in transition and 
disruption.” That is a mild description 
for these scenes of morbidity and decay, 
for these ignoble and vicious characters. 

Most of the thirteen tales are fantastic 
distortions or mocking caricatures of 
ghetto life. One of them describes the 
death agonies of a drowning traveller. 
His prayers were unanswered, although 

“ before he set out he kissed the phylac- 
teries, he pulled the leather strap so tight 
about his left arm that the flesh stood out 
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raw and bloody.” ‘Another tells of a 
repulsive miser who visits his own 
mausoleum. Next we have a Jewish boy 
and Gentile girl who catch and eal eels. 
“They stick a wire through their heads, 
hold them over the flames, and watch 
them delightedly as they wriggle about in 
pain.” Then comes a corrupt and sensual 
antique-dealer who blasphemously reads 
the Bible to his animal pets. There follow 
tales of degeneracy, debauchery, and 
matricide, where all the sanctions of 
morality and religion prove futile and 
unavailing. One can only wish that the 
author would devote his literary genius 
to creative work which might truthfully 
interpret the living spirit of Judaism. 


A HISTORY 
SOURCE-BOOK 


The Jew in the Medieval World. By 
JacoB R. MARCU . Union of American 


Hebrew Congregations, Cincinnati. 
$3.00. 


The historical source-book has gained 
increasing popularity in late years. There 
have been echoes of the innovation in 
Jewish intellectual life—witness Asaf’s 
and Dinaburg’s splendid productions in 
Hebrew, and Héxter’s less ambitious effort 
in German. In this country, the lack has 
been felt, and indeed more than once 
voiced by educationists, It is difficult 
however, for a Community of 300,000 souls 
to find the means to fill all of its needs. 
For this reason, English Jewry is fortunate 
to speak (approximately) the same language 
as America, where at last there has been 
produced a source-book of Jewish history 
which is as splendid in conception and in 
execution as it is in typographical 
appearance. 

It covers, indeed, only the medieval 
world. But the Middle Ages have a par- 
ticularly wide application in Jewish history, 
and in consequence the entire period from 
315 to 1791 falls within the scope of the 
volume. The contents are culled from an 
extraordinarily wide range of sources— 
chronicles, memoirs, wills, responsa, letters, 
registers, commentaries, regulations and 
what-not—both Jewish and non-Jewish, 
from a dozen languages, translated into 
racy English. The reader is introduced by 
it not only to the Jewish past, as seen 
through contemporary eyes, but also to 
Jewish literature and to the literature about 
Jews; and the author has wisely taken care 
to see that the selections which he prints 
are long enough to give the reader the 
opportunity of savouring the flavour of the 
sources to the full. It is impossible to pay 
this work a higher tribute than to say 
that it is worthy to stand by the side of 
Israel Abrahams's “Jewish Life in the Middle 


Ages,” to which it forms the natural com- 
plement.

THE FLIGHT TO PRAGUE 
Nazi Threat to all Czech Jews 


YET ANOTHER REFUGEE PROBLEM 
400 Arrests in Asch 


The present international crisis is causing consternation among the 
Jews of Czechoslovakia. There are altogether about 32,000 Jews in 
the districts demanded by Germany, 22,000 of whom inhabit the 
Sudeten districts proper and about 10,000 the predominantly German 
districts in Silesia, Southern Bohemia, and Moravia. For these Jews to 
remain in the territories which might be ceded to Germany is con- 
sidered to be impossible. A large section of them, mostly of the more 
prosperous classes, have already fled to the interior of the Republic, 
and the Czech Jewish Communities are now faced with the problem 
of organising this new influx of “ internal refugees.” 

A plan to settle them in the sparsely populated province of Carpatho- 
Russia, where there are possibilities for industrial and commercial 
development, is being considered. What the remaining 318,000 Czech 
Jews are becoming panic-stricken about, however, is the possibility 
that what is left of the Czechoslovak State may fall entirely under the 
economic and political pressure of Germany, with the direst results 
io themselves. 

ihe position of the refugees is desperate, for very few of them 
succeeded in salvaging any of their property. What makes matters 
worse is that Czech anti-Semities (there are evidently still some in 
Czechoslovakia who have not yet learned the lesson that the Nazi 
attack on the Jew ts merely the prelude to the attack on the Czech) have 
been urging that the refugees should have no place in the reduced-Czech 
State. The Prague principality has decided to set up barracks for the 
refugees, and the local Jewish Community is to open a soup kitchen. 


Nazi Looters Checked 


It is pleasing to record that the attitude of the Czech authorities has 

been exemplary. In the Sudeten 
districts, where order has been 
restored, the authorities have 
recovered considerable quantities 
of goods, which the Nazis had 
looted in their attacks on Jewish 
shops, and returned them to their 
owners. One notable “ achieve- 
ment” of the Nazi looters was the 
desecration of the old Synagogue 
in Konigswart (Kynzvart), from 
which they removed many. valu- 
able articles. It is not known 
whether their haul included the 
ancient King Wenceslas 
chandelier (reproduced herewith) 
which was housed there. 

In Asch, the only Czech area 
now under Nazi control, 400 per- 
sons have been interned, says the 
FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG. How 
many Jews are included in this 
number is not stated by the paper, 
which refers 
“ Marxist functionaries and dark 
elements.” 

Our Prague Correspondent. writes: 

Without exception, Czech Jews have placed themselves at the disposal 
olf the State for the purposes of defence. Young members of the 
Maccabi have been enrolled in the air warden services, and the number 
of Jewish volunteers has increased to such an extent that 1 has not 
been possible to accept them all at the moment. Anti-Semitic feeling, 
ot which there had up to recently been some traces, has now almost 
completely disappeared. Last week, during the great demonstrations, 
groups of demonstrators called out to Jewish passers-by: ~ Come and 
join in, Jews!” This the Jews did. The only discordant note is now 
siruck by General Gayda, the leader of a small Fascist group, who 
has been raising the cry that the refugees from the Sudeten districts 
ure swamping the country. However, his words are having no effect.

A proposal that Sudeten-Germans who wished to live under Nazi 
ule should go to Germany, and that their places should be filled by 
German Jews was made last week by Mr. Marchbank, General 
Secretary of the National Union of Railwaymea, in the RaiLway 
REVIEW, “ Sudeten-Germans who wish to live under Nazi rule can 
obtain that blessing and privilege, if they want it, by a simple act of 
migration,” he declares, “ Let Hitler call them home. Many of them 
will not want to go. Those who went would about fill the place of 
ithe Jewish refugees who have fied from the Reich in terror-stricken 
poverty and distress, leaving behind them homes, possessions, 
businesses, and professional positions which no doubt the homeward- 
‘urning Sudeten-Germans could occupy.”

WARSAW RIOTING 
Anti-Czech Demonstrators Attack Jews 


Following a meeting held in Warsaw to demand the cession to 
Poland of the Teschen territory, groups of Poles who had attended the 
meeting attacked Jews in the main streets and smashed windows of 
Jewish shops. 

This attack is the latest of many during the past few days. Last 
week, a bomb exploded at the entrance to the B'nai B'rith Lodge in 
Cracow. The explosion caused considerable damage, and a woman 
who was passing at the time was injured. The police arrested two 
suspects. 

Anti-Jewish excesses occurred at Lemberg University and Technical 
High School, where Endek students attacked their Jewish colleagues. 
Several Jews were injured. 

[he Vilna police have arrested three persons who are accused of 
having killed a Jewish driver, Michael Gruenfeld. Gruenfeld was hit 
with a stone when he tried to defend a number of Jews who were 
attacked by Endek hooligans. 

Anti-Jewish excesses also occurred at Michaliszki, near Vilna, where 
Endeks overturned Jewish stalls in the market-place and beat a number 
of Jewish tradesmen. At Brest-Litovsk, Endeks raided the Zionist 
Party premises and dispersed a meeting of Zionist youth. Jewish 
passers-by were attacked. The police made several arrests. 

The Jewish writer, S. Berlinski, was attacked by eight hooligans in 
the Warsaw suburb of Zolibosz and badly beaten. He was taken to 
hospital with serious injuries. 


The decision of the Sejm to abolish Shechita entirely has been annulled 
as a result of the Sejm’s dissolution. The decision had to be approved by 
the Polish Senate, but as the Senate has also been dissolved, the law will 
have to be presented over again to the new Sejm: 


JEWS FOR THE GERMAN ARMY 
400 Doctors Called Up 


The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that 400 Jewish doctors have 
been called up for military service in Austria during the past few days. 
The Jewish doctors were not given uniforms, but have been assigned 
as “ doctors’ assistants ” to regular medical units. 

At the same time, rumours persist that Austrian Jewish youths and 
ex-Servicemen are being drafted into the army after being called up 
to local military boards for review of their army papers. The kind 
of service demanded of them is not known. 

Such developments, it is pointed out, are at least partly provided for 
in the Reich military law of 1935, which is now also the law in Austria. 
The measure provides that Jews are not subject to military service 
in peace time, but that special regulations concerning them shall be 
prepared in case of war. 

In the Old Reich, no direct move to draft Jews for military service 
has yet been taken, although preparatory steps were recently 
announced. 

For the past few weeks, army headquarters have been registering all 
Germans who served in the War as officers or physicians. Jews are 
specifically not exempt from registration, even though the doctors 
among them are due to lose their medical licences to-morrow. 

About 4.000 Jews served as doctors and another 2,000 as officers 
during the Great War. It is estimated that about one-half of this 
category are still in the Reich. 

In addition to these special groups, thousands of Jews who have been 
called up with the regular military class but were excused from service 
because of their race remain on army lists as part of the so-called 
“ Substitute Reserve Group 2.” Nominally this lis! comprises persons 
not fit for active service, but Jews may prove to be exceptions if and 
when the “ special regulations * provided by law are put into effect. 


TASK WORK FOR JEWISH UNEMPLOYED 


No unemployed Jew in Vienna can expect State aid unless he works 
for it with pick and shovel, it is decreed by the Nazi Gauleiter of 
Vienna. Herr Globocnik. Only aged and infirm Jews may be permitted, 
in some instances, to draw the usual unemployment benefits. 

Gauleiter Globocnik’s decree signifies the wholesale drafting of 
Towish man-power for building roads and canals in Austria, Two 
months ago, he ordered the dismissal of almost all Jewish workers 
from private enterprises, and thousands of these people, unable any 
longer to receive sufficient help from the impoverished Vienna Jewish 
Community, must now turn to the State for aid. 

A resolution moved on behalf 2f the Order Achei Brith and Shield of 
Abraham strongly protesting against racial and religious discrimination 
in Germany. Austria, Italy, and elsewhere, was unanimously adopted at 
the National Conference of Friendly Societies at Eastbourne last week.

FASCISTS RIOT IN FERRARA 
Jews Beaten and Shops Attacked 


The GazzETTA DEL Popoto has published an account of alarming 
anti-Jewish incidents in Ferrara. It appears that a number of Fascist 
students, following the dismissal of their Jewish headmaster, joined 
hands with a number of hooligans and organised anti-Jewish excesses, 
They broke the windows in Jewish houses, beat many Jews, painted 
anti-Semitic slogans on Jewish shops, and destroyed Jewish goods. 


- The police took a passive attitude towards the Fasé¢ist rioters, and in 


order to pacify the hooligans the Prefect promised that Rome would 
consider their demands. Later, however, nine of the rioters were 
arrested and the Prefect expressed his regret to the Jewish Community 


for the occurrences and promised to protect the Jews in the future. 


In order to add fuel to the flames of race-hatred, the Italian Fascist 
Press is making use of the international crisis for the purpose of fresh 
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incitement against.the Jews. The new outcry is that the 
$ inciting England to go to war with the totalitarian States and that the 


Jews in Czechoslovakia are urging the Czechs to offer resistance to 
the Nazis, Hungarians, and Poles. 

The General Secretary of the Fascist Party. Signor Starace, has sent 
a circular to all Women’s Organisations in Italy calling on them to 
make a stand for the “purity of the Italian race and to adopt 
measures against all Italian women who maintain relations with Jews. 

The latest move in the campaign of restriction ts that Jewish 
musicians and the playing of records of performances by Jewish artists 
and composers are to be banned by the Italian broadcasting corpora- 
tion. The few Jews remaining in high positions with the corporation 
will shortly resign. 

It was officially announced last week that Rear-Admiral Aldo Ascoli, 
Commander of the Naval Forces in the Aegean Seas, has been relieved 
of his command and has been replaced by Rear-Admiral Lombardi. 
Admiral Ascoli’s dismissal is understood to be due to the fact that he 
ic a Jew. Admiral Maroni, who is a Jew, recently resigned his com- 
mand of the Italian naval division in the Balearics. 

The GAZZETTA DEL Popoto reports that when the Italian author, 
Roberto Brighenti, delivered a lecture at a cultural society iT Rome 
and denounced Italian Jewish writers, he was, shouted down, and the 
Chairman refused to permit him to continue to speak. Signor Brig- 
henti. is is declared, is now demanding the punishment of the members 
of the society, including the Chairman, who objected to his anti- 
Semitic speech. 


The ReGime Fascists announces that the Minister of Culture, Signor 
Alfieri. has ordered all theatres not to produce in future any of the works 
of the French Jewish dramatist, M. Henry Bernstein, who has recently 
returned to Mussolini all his Italian decorations. 

A correspondent of several Polish newspapers, M. Mieczyslaw Wainryb, 
who is of Jewish origin, has been ordered to leave Italy. This is the fourth 
occasion recently on which a foreign correspondent has been expelled 
from Italy. 


DEPORTATION THREAT TO 
-EX-RUMANIAN JEWS 


Serious Sequel to Citizenship Revision 
A RESPITE TILL 1940? 


A decree which foreshadows the wholesale deportation of Jews from 
Rumania was tssued last week by M. lamandi, the Minister of Justice. 
The decree provides that all persons who have lost their Rumanian 
nationality in consequence of the recent revision of Jewish citizenships 
are to be regarded as foreigners and be subject to the laws applicable to 
foreigners residing in Rumania. All such persons must apply to the 
authorities within one month for permission to reside in Rumania. 
4 The decree iurther states that all persons whose names were removed 
= | from the register of Rumanian citizens are subject to the laws apply- 
P. ing to foreigners. The same applies to the children of persons deprived 
of Rumanian nationality, whose ttle to it was based on the assumption 
that their parents were Rumanian citizens, 

All persons, the decree further states, who resided in the Old 
Kingdom before August Il6th, 1916, as foreign citizens, or who settled 
in Bessarabia after March 27th, 1918, or in the provinces of Bukovina 
and Transylvania after December 3rd, 1918,.are to be allowed to stay 
in Rumania for a period of three months. (The period is renewable.) 
All others are permitted to stay for one year. 

All persons who have lost their Rumanian citizenship. the decree 
finally provides, must apply to the authorities for permission to staj 
in Rumania within one month after their loss of citizenship 

On the same day on which the decree was issued, an assurance that 
Jews who have been disfranchised will not be interfered with at least 
until 1940 was given to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency in Geneva by 
the Rumanian delegation to the League of Nations, headed by M. 
Petrescu-Comnen, the Foreign Minister, and Professor Dragomir, the 
Commissioner for National Minorities. 

" There is no cause for fear that the Jews whose citizenship will be 
revoked under the above law will be immediately expelled,” the J.7.A 
representative was told. “ The Government has no intention of taking 
any action with regard to them until the process of revision of citizen- 

ship is completed throughout the; country, and this will take at least 
one year.

A Tribute to Governor Lehman | 


NEW YEAR APPEALS AGAINST INTOLERANCE 


The United Italian Association last Saturday honoured Governor 
Lehman, of New York, at a banquet, as evidence of the friendship 
that exists between American Jews and Italians, and their abhorrence 
of racial hatred. In a speech, Mr. Lehman declared: “I have tried 
to serve all the people of the State and all organisations animated 
by high spiritual purposes and holding fast to great ideals and traditions 
for loving justice and freedom. There ts no place in America (or 
organisations formed to keep alive racial, national, or class divisions, 
or to import political theories or Government forms denying the equal 
rights of all. I am grateful for the honour conferred upon me, 
demonstrating that men of good intentions will continue their collabora- 
tion for democratic principles, despite the storms and passions shaking 
the Old World.” 

Bishop William T. Manning, head of the Protestant diocese of New 
York. declared at a great meeting on Sunday that “ war is being forced 
upon the world by the action of a madman... . As brave Americans 
and true men we do all we can for ending intolerance, bigotry, and 
racial prejudice and for the creation of fellowship and goodwill among 
all nations of the earth.” 

Sympathy for Czechoslovakia was proclaimed in many Synagogues 
during the New Year Services. Rabbi Herbert Goldstein, of the 
Institutional Synagogue, described Hitler as the “ Esau of mankind.” 
Rabbi Israel Goldstein, President of the Jewish National Fund, called 
anti-Semitism and Fascism “the Siamese twins of reaction.” “The 
future well-being of the Jews is linked to the future of democracy,” 
declared Rabbi David de Sola Pool, at the Spanish and Portuguese 
Synagogue. Rabbi Milton Steinberg, of the Park Avenue Synagogue, 
urged efforts to recapture the religious sense and to promote social 
reconstruction. Rabbi Isaac Landman, of the Congregation Beth 
Elohim, of Brooklyn, said that “ wherever, as in Germany and Italy, 
there is neither truth nor justice, there the Jew is the suffering Messiah 
of all humanity.” 


The first plenary meeting of the new unified General Council for Jewish 
Rights has elected Mr. Edgar J. Kaufmann, of Pittsburgh, as Chairman. It 
also appointed a Committee representing the four constituent organisations 
the American Jewish Congress. the American Jewish Committee, the Boat 
B'rith, and the American Jewish Labour Committee-—to co-ordinate and 
extend action on behalf of Jews in Czechoslovakia and Italy. 

The Jewish Publication Society of America is shortly celebrating 
its Golden Jubilee.

JEWS ARRESTED IN U.S.S.R. 
Alleged ‘* Counter-Revolutionary Plot 


THe DaiLy TELEGRAPH AND reports that, according 
to the BEZBOZHNIK, the “ militant atheist ” organ, “a Jewish counter- 
revolutionary and Zionist organisation” has been_“ unmasked” in 
Moscow by the Narkomvnudel, the former Ogpu. The so-called 
organisation had headquarters in the Central Moscow Synagogue, with 
branches in other cities, and its ringleader in Moscow is named as 
Rabbi Medalye. 

The leaders of the organisation are said to have been arrested and 
charged with the following offences: training spies and wreckers under 
cover of their “ religious schools *; wrecking work with intent to hinder 
the development of Biro-Bidjan; attempting to sabotage the Ozet and 
Comzet, the Soviet Committees, which organise colonisation and party 
work among Russian Jews; and exacting exorbitant prices for matzol 


IS FRANCO ANTI-JEWISH? 


Spanish Insurgents and the ‘* Stuermer ” 


A recent issue of the SrurrMer (Number 35, 1938) reports that the 
announcers at Franco short-wave stations in Burgos and Valladolid are 
enthusiastic readers of that Jew-baiting sheet. They are, it declares, 
members of the youth organisation of the Falanga. 

The Burgos announcer is said to have written to a Diisseldorf 
German informing him that he receives the STUERMER regularly, and 
that he particularly approved of its special number on the Austrian 
Jews. In one recent broadcast, says the STUERMER, the Burgos 
announcer quoted from the paper, and concluded: “ The Spanish 
people thanks the Sruermer, the fighter for truth, for its sympathy with 
the holy cause of National Spain. Long live German-Spanish friend- 
Ship!” The Vallodolid announcer is also stated to have repeatedly 
quoted from the STUERMER. 

_ It may be that the SruERMER is lying; but there have been repeated 
instances of anti-Jewish incitement by Franco supporters. The wireless 
ravings of General de‘ Llano from ‘Seville are*still fresh memorics. 
Recently a manifesto appeared in a Falangist paper in Pamplona 
describing the Jews as the “greatest enemy of the Church,” and 
referring to Communism as a “Jewish creation.” It, was declared at 
the time by the London Catholic Universe that the manifesto had 
no official character, and was the voice of a “few irresponsible 
extremists, being in direct contradiction with the principle of religious 
toleration which has been voiced by General Franco on more than one 
occasion. 

On the other hand, it was reported in these columns recently that 
General Lopez Pinto, the Military Commander of Burgos, was allege 
to have made a violently anti-Semitic speech in connection with the 
taking by the insurgent troops of Vinaroz. “This war,” the General 
is reported to have said, “ will be decisive for our religion. The enemics 
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of Christ are the Jews and the Freemasons. We must put down Free- 
masonry in our country, for the Freemasons are only camouflaged 
Jews. Let us carry on the war without showing any pity for the Jews 
and the Freemasons. They must all be destroyed.” It was added that 
the speech was said to have been followed by numerous arrests and 
disappearances of persons in Burgos and Valladolid. 


HUNGARY—For second occasion in the entire history 
of Hungarian Jewry, @ “Pidyan Hanefesh”™ (redemption of the soul) 
emergency campaign Was proclaimed by the Orthodox Rabbinate of 
Hungary for the Selichoth week. The proclamation urged every Jewish 
family in Hungary to contribute at least one pengoe at the Selichoth 
.rvices for a fund established to solve the economic problems that have 
arsen aS a consequence of the numerus clausus law. The previous 
Hanefesh was proclaimed early last century by Rabbi 
Moise Sofer, known as Chaim Sofer, when Bratislava Jewry was threatened 
with expulsion. 


NEW YEAR MESSAGES 
Mayor LaGuardia Cites King Canute 


New Year messages were received on Monday by the local 
Communities from President Roosevelt, Mayor LaGuardia, and the 
Prime Ministers of Canada, Ontario, and Australia. President 
Roosevelt said: “Il am happy to join in the celebration of Rosh 
Hashana, and it is my very sincere hope that the path which we now 
but dimly perceive soon will be found to be a real road to world peace 
and to world justice.” 

Mavor LaGuardia, of New York. expressed his “abiding faith that 
civilisation will repay the Jews for their great contributions. Any despot 
running counter to civilisation by seeking the destruction of a great people 
must in the end prove feeble and futile as did King Canute trying to stop 
the tides of the sea,” he stated. 

fhe Prime Minister of Canada, Mr. W. L. Mackenzie King. extended 
his best wishes for the welfare and happiness of the Jewish citizens of 
Canada, 

fhe Ontario Prime Minister, Mr. Mitchell Hepburn; wrote: “I am very 
glad to extend greetings to our Jewish compatriots in Canada on the 
occasion of the New Year 45699. The ancient lincage of the Jewish people 
is indicated by this date in ‘their calendar, and it is significant because it 
indicates that down through the centuries in all countries, through good 
times and bad, the Jewish race has preserved its faith and ideals. This fact 
should be of some comfort at the present time- when Jewish people in 
various parts of the world are passing through another period of trial. 
Here in Canada, citizens of many races and creeds work together in a 
spirit of co-operation and goodwill, and it is my New Year's wish that this 
harmony will always prevail and that together we will continue to strive 
for the upbuilding and development of this land we all love so well.” 

The Prime Minister of the Australian Commonwealth, Mr. Joseph A. 
Lyons, hoped that the New Year would bring an abatement of suffering 
to which the Jews were being subjected in different parts of the world. 

The Reichsvertretung has issued a New Year message calling upon the 
German Jews to look forward to the new places where Jewish youth is 
preparing new homes, giving a new hope of life for the older generation. 
“It is true.” the message states, “ that this is a slow process, but everything 
which endures requires time and demands construction stone by stone. We 
Jews are used to waiting. Patience is our strength.” The message appeals 
io the German Jews in their new homes to keep their faith and to educate 
their children in the spirit of the Jewish religion. 

Chief Rabbi Dr. Isaac Herzog broadcast a New Year's message in which 
he emphasised the tragedy of the Diaspora. especially in view of the fact 
that the gates of all countries including Palestine were closed. He called 
for unity which would pave the way to redemption,

_ SEWISH PIONEERS IN THE PACIFIC—Continued from page 22 
men of experience, had regarded as nothing better than a Tom Tiddler’s 
ground for the alluvial miner. Levien’s initiative was responsible for 
the first serious large-scale work in the Bulolo and Edie Creek gold 
helds. He Superintended the undertaking and inaugurated the acro- 
plane service which overcame the greatest handicap to the enterprise, 
the difficulty of transport. ‘This ex-soldier saw clearly the great 
possibilities. All his anticipations, at one time laughed at, were fully 
justified. But he never lived to see the full realisation of his project. 
As the first big mining mint started work on the Bulolo flats which hz 
had located and pegged out, his ashes, sent from Australia at his dying 
request, Were scatiered over the goldfield for the opening up of which 
he had done so much 


Levien had come to New Guinea in the first instance as a Govera- 
ment official and District Commissioner. 

A noted South Sea pioneer in Australian trade in the islands was 

Mr. E. Purcell Cohen. who died in Sydney in 1933 at the age of 
seventy-three. For forty years Mr. Cohen had travelled in the islands, 
Visiting especially Fiji, Samoa, and Tonga, and representing chicfly 
Ausiralian commercial firms. He was a popular and well-known 
hgure in the islands. His father, the late Mr. P. J. Cohen, a Cambridg: 
man, entered the shipping business in Sydney in the early days ard, 
under a special! licence from the Chief Rabbi, was the first man to con- 
duct the services of the Jewish Community of Sydney. Mr. Purce'!l 
Cohen became associated with the islands. through his brother-in-law, 
the late Sir J. E. Salomons, who was interested in Fiji. Mr. Cohen had 
many friends amongst native chiefs as well as Europeans, and he was 
a friend of the famous Robert Louis Stevenson at Vailima, Samoa. 
_ There have been in the past and are still many more Jewish settlers 
in the various island groups than the few here mentioned, men who 
have proved that Jews possess the qualities of courage and patience 
So essential for pioneers in these islands. I would like to close this 
brief article on the Jews in the South Sea Islands with the words of 
a former British Consul, Mr. Th. Trood, to be found in his History 
Qt Samoa. Trood had lived over sixty years in the islands. 

“ The Brothers Abraham and Hort, like all the Jews I have known, 
proved themselves the dearest and most sincere friends. The Jews 
have shown themselves very loyal British citizens.”

REFUGEES BODY 


New High Commissioner Appointed 


CONTACT WITH RUBLEE COMMITTEE 


The Sixth Commission of the League of Nations, which is dealing 
with the refugee problem, last week approved the recommendation that 
the Nansen Office and the Office of the High Commissioner for Refugees 
from Germany be merged. On the question of whether the new 
office of the High Commissioner should also deal with financial affairs, 
a compromise was reached, and it was decided that it should operate 
with the funds which it would take over from the Nansen Office as 
well as with the contributions of individual Governments. These funds, 
however, are to be spent not on Russian refugees alone, but on all 
refugees under the supervision of the High Commissioner's office. 

The Commission also resolved that the new High Commissioner is 
to co-operate with private relief organisations in any way he sees fit. 

The name of a new High Com- : 
missioner, to take charge of the 
combined office, was also put 
forward, and the nomination has 
now been endorsed by the League 
Assembly. The new Com- 
missioner is Sir Herbert William 
Emerson, a former Governor of 


Punjab and Secretary to. the 
Government of India, Home 
Department. There was no other 


nomination. 

His appointment is for five 
years, from January Ist, 1939; and 
his budget for 1939 has been fixed 
at 224,500 Swiss francs (£10,690). 
It was laid down that he should 
maintain contact with the Inter- 
Governmental Committee 
in London, set up as the result of 
the Evian Conference, and that 
he is entitled to appoint his own 
representatives. in the principal 
countries of refuge should the Governments of these countries agree 
to accept such representatives.

It is definitely stated that there has been no approach to the Italian 
Government on the refugee question. 


GENEVA AID FOR JEWS 
L.N.U. Call for Investigation 


The immediate convocation by the League of Nations of an inter. 
national conference “to solve the Jewish problem” fs demanded in 
a resolution submitted to the Assembly of the League of Nations by 
the International Federation of the League of Nations Union Societies, 
The resolution, which was adopted by the twenty-second congress of 
the Federation in Copenhagen last July, condemns the disfranchising 
of Jews in certain European countries, and asks the League “ to con- 
vene without delay an international conference to solve the Jewish 
problem in Europe.” ie 

The purpose of such a conference should be, it is declared, to give 
over-populated States financial assistance to develop their territories 
and so support a large population; to help the Jews to create and 
develop a National Home in Palestine; and to promote the emigration 
of some Jews into other countries where there is room for increased 
population and to help them to settle in sparsely inhabited territories, 
offering them opportunities for colonisation.  ~ We ask the Assembly 
of the League of Nations to address a solemn appeal to the Govern- 
ments.” the resolution states, “ to take no action which is likely further 
to increase the number of Stateless persons in Europe.” 


TWO MORE SETTLEMENT PROPOSALS 
British Honduras and Melville Island 


An optimistic view on the possibilities of Jewish immigration into 
British Honduras was expressed by Lord Olivier in his evidence before 
the West India Royal Commission in London last week. Properly 
suited for agriculture, Lord Olivier said, British Honduras could sup- 
port the whole of any surplus population of the West Indies, while 
Jewish immigrants might do as well there as they had done in Palestine. 

{The West India Royal Commission has been appointed to investigate 
social and economic conditions in some of the West India Colonies 
following the recent labour disturbances there.] 

The Sydney Million Club, an Australian business organisation 
interested in increasing migration to Australia, was last Saturday 
addressed by Mr. Cramsie, a former Chairman of the Australian Meat 
Board, who advocated the settlement of 25,000 Jews on Melville 
Island, fifty miles north of Darwin. Mr. Cramsie expressed the belief 
that the new settlers would bring from £5,000,000 to £10,000,000 of 
capital with them. 

The Million Club decided to appoint a special Commission to 
investigate the practicability of the scheme; but the MELBOURNE

MANCHESTER TALMUD TORAH SCHOOLS 
Serious Financial Position 


[From our Correspondent] 


Mr. E. Raffles, Treasurer, who presided at the first part of the 
monthly meeting of the Talmud Torah Council held recently, said that 
the Talmud Torah joined in the universal expression of regret 
occasioned by the death of Professor S. Alexander. They had also 
«ifiered the loss of a lifelong supporter by the death of Mr. Myer 
Kersh. The Chairman presented a financial statement for the period 
January-August, showing receipts £2,127, payments £2,796, and a deficit 
of £669. At the end of 1937, they had given an undertaking to the bank 
‘o reduce the overdraft. Instead, it had increased to £4,603. People 
were apt to overlook the calls of local institutions in consequence of 
the many appeals from overseas. He felt sure that if the Community 
realised the seriousness of the position of the Talmud Torah, more 
help would be immediately forthcoming. He appealed for special Yom 
Kippur donations to reduce the overdraft. 

Suggestions to improve the finances were made by Messrs. H. 
Beenstock, P. Weisberg, Eli Fox, S. Fink, Max Bernstein, and B. 
torster. On the proposal of Mr. I. Kindler, seconded by Mr. H. 
Abelson, the statement of accounts was adopted. 

fhe usual distribution to the pupils of boots and clothes was held 
before Rosh Hashana. Mr. Raffles said the Talmud Torah was now 
registered as a charity with the Manchester and Salford Council of 
Social Service. 

At this stage, the President, Mr. S. H. Steinart, J.P., took the Chair. 
He reported that Dr. Slotki had been invited to act as Adviser to 
the Hebrew and Religion Classes of the Higher Broughton Synagogue 
and the Blackpool United Hebrew Congregation. 

fhe Rev. Dr. I. W. Slotki, Principal, said that they were not con- 
centrating, in their educational work, upon a few of the pupils at the 
expense and neglect of the large majority. Their system provided for 
an all-round preparation of every pupil, from the infants to the top 
class. In the last competitive examinations between all the Talmud 

forah schools in the country, conducted by the London examiners 
of the Talmud Torah Trust, eight prizes were’ offered, and five of 
these were won by pupils of the Manchester Talmud Torah.

Need for Co-ordination 


\ general meeting of the Joint Jewish Education Board for Man- 
chester and Salford was held recently at the Talmud Torah Rooms, 
with Mr. Levy Davis in the Chair.

New High Commissioner Appointed 


CONTACT WITH RUBLEE COMMITTEE 


The Sixth Commission of the League of Nations, which is dealing 
with the refugee problem, last week approved the recommendation that 
the Nansen Office and the Office of the High Commissioner for Refugees 
from Germany be merged. On the question of whether the new 
office of the High Commissioner should also deal with financial affairs, 
a compromise was reached, and it was decided that it should operate 
with the funds which it would take over from the Nansen Office as 
well as with the contributions of individual Governments. These funds, 
however, are to be spent not on Russian refugees alone, but on all 
refugees under the supervision of the High Commissioner's office. 

The Commission also resolved that the new High Commissioner is 
to co-operate with private relief organisations in any way he sees fit. 

The name of a new High Com- : 
missioner, to take charge of the 
combined office, was also put 
forward, and the nomination has 
now been endorsed by the League 
Assembly. The new Com- 
missioner is Sir Herbert William 
Emerson, a former Governor of 
Punjab and Secretary to. the 
Government of India, Home 
Department. There was no other 
nomination. 

His appointment its for five

RUBLEE COMMITTEE REPORTS PROGRESS

With the international situation ruling out all immediate prospects 
for the opening of negotiations with Nazi Germany on the refugee 
question, the London Inter-Governmental Committee is now con- 
centrating its efforts on seeking outlets for* refugee settlement in 
Overseas countries, reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

Progress in this direction was reported last week by Mr. Robert Pell 
Assistant-Director of the Bureau, who declared that negotiations with 
countries Of settlement were bearing fruit.. He expressed his belief 
that the Committee's goal of places for settlement of 100,000 refugees 
annually would be reached. Among the countries reported to be 
willing to accept large numbers of refugees is Dominica.

GENEVA AID FOR JEWS 
L.N.U. Call for Investigation 


The immediate convocation by the League of Nations of an inter. 
national conference “to solve the Jewish problem ” fs demanded in 
4 resolution submitted to the Assembly of the League of Nations by 
the International Federation of the League of Nations Union Societies. 
The resolution, which was adopted by the twenty-second congress of 
the Federation in Copenhagen last July, condemns the disfranchising 
of Jews in certain European countries, and asks the League “to con. 
vene without delay an international conference to solve the Jewish 
problem in Europe.” 

The purpose of such a conference should be, it is declared, to give 
over-populated States financial assistance to develop their territories 
and so support a large population; to help the Jews to create and 
develop a National Home in Palestine; and to promote the emigration 
of some Jews into other countries where there is room for increased 
population and to help them to settle in sparsely inhabited territories, 
offering them opportunities for colonisation. “ We ask the Assembly 
‘of the League of Nations to address a solemn appeal to the Govern- 
ments.” the resolution states, “ to take no action which ts likely further 
to increase the number of Stateless persons in Europe.” 


TWO MORE SETTLEMENT PROPOSALS 
British Honduras and Melville Island 


An optimistic view on the possibilities of Jewish immigration into 
British Honduras was expressed by Lord Olivier in his evidence before 
the West India Royal Commission in London last week. Properly 
suited for agriculture, Lord Olivier said, British Honduras could sup- 
port the whole of any surplus population of the West Indies, while 
Jewish immigrants might do as well there as they had done in Palestine. 

{The West India Royal Commission has been appointed to investigate 
social and’ economic conditions in some of the West India Colonies 
following the recent labour disturbances there.]} 

The Sydney Million Club, an Australian business organisation 
interested in increasing migration to Australia, was last Saturday 
addressed by Mr. Cramsie, a former Chairman of the Australian Meat 
Board, who advocated the settlement of 25,000 Jews on Melville 
island, fifty miles north of Darwin. Mr. Cramsie expressed the belief 
that the new settlers would bring from £5,000,000 to £10,000,000 of 
capital with them.

E. Raffles, Treasurer, who presided at the first part of the 
monthly meeting of the Talmud Torah Council held recently, said that 
the Talmud Torah joined in the universal expression of. regret 
occasioned by the death of Professor S. Alexander, They had also 
cufiered the loss of a lifelong supporter by the death of Mr. Myer 
Kersh. The Chairman presented a financial statement for the period 
January-August, showing receipts £2,127, payments £2,796, and a deficit 
of £669. At the end of 1937, they had given an undertaking to the bank 
to reduce the overdraft. Instead, it had increased to £4,603. People 
were apt to overlook the calls of local institutions in consequence of 
the many appeals from overseas. He felt sure that if the Community 
realised the seriousness of the position of the Talmud Torah, more 
help would be immediately forthcoming..

Sift flour and baking powder together and stir in lightly with the 
milk, vanilla essence, and finely-chopped walnuts. Turn into a cake tin 
lined with greased paper and bake in a moderate oven (No. 4) for about 
one and a half hours.

Smooth over with 
a spoon dipped in milk and sprinkle the almonds evenly on top. Bake 
in a slow oven (No, 2) for about two and a half hours.

duced to prevent any mass influx of immigrants, which might wreck 
the scheme even before it has been worked out. 

One of the chief provisions of the proposed plan for settling Jewish 
refugees in Kenya will be, it is added, to exact a guarantee from every 
refugee that he will not fall a charge upon the colony. 

As far as Kenya settlers are concerned, the same news 
agency reports that the publicity given to the scheme proposed at 
Evian has resulted in a good deal of adverse criticism. On the whole, 
however, there is much sympathy for the plight of German and 
Austrian Jewry, and this sympathy can be transformed imto concrete 
assistance so far as providing homes for the refugees is concerned. 
Offers of shelter have already been received by the Jewish Community 
in Nairobi. Although only a very small number of refugees can 
be absorbed, it is believed that a concrete settlement scheme, moderate 
in its conception and financially sound, would meet with no opposition 
in the colony. It is pointed out, however, that the only opportunities 
that exist are for farm assistants, although there may be also a few 
openings for motor mechanics. Finally, it ts emphasised that a know- 
ledge of English is absolutely essential to ensure success in a reasonable 
period. 

The Executive of the East African Indian National Congress have 
addressed to the Secretary of State for the Colonies a memorandum 
opposing any scheme for settling Jews in Kenya. 


BURGENLAND REFUGEES FOR PALESTINE 
Five Months of Privation 
A concluding scene in one of the most pitiful tragedies of the 


Nazi conquest of Austria was enacted in Constanza, Rumania, over the 
week-end by twenty-six of the sixty-one Burgenland Jews who were 


‘driven across the Austrian frontier, barred from all countries, and 


compelled to live on a tug on the Danube for five months. 

The party, including aged men and women and children, have left for 
Palestine in the liner “ Romania.” They were freed from their river 
prison on Thursday of last week, when the certificates permitting them 
to enter Palestine were received. They told the Jewish Telegraphi 
Agency that the remaining refugees, who are ill, are interned in 
Hungarian hospitals. After their discharge, they are to leave for 
America and Bolivia. 

The party, which arrived in Constanza destitute, was cared for until 
their departure by local Jewish families. 

Members of the party, who bore clearly traces of their privation, 
described with reluctance their nightmare existence during the last five 
months. Driven from the Austrian to the Czech and Hungarian 
frontier guards, the party plodded from one end of no-man’s-land 
to another, seeking some spot where they could remain. Without 
papers, without citizenship, they were hunted from one frontier to 
another, with only a momentary refuge in the Hungarian town of 
Rajka. Finally, a Czech named Munk, of Bratislava, put a tugboat 
at their disposal, and the sixty-one men, women, and children lived 
on this craft on the Danube for five months.

REFUGEES MAKE GOOD IN U.S.A, 
Building up New Industries 


No German refugee has been deported from ithe United States as 
a public charge since the beginning of the Hitler regime, Professo; 
Joseph P. Chamberlain, Chairman of the National Co-ordinating 
Committee for Aid to Refugees and Emigrants coming from Germany, 
declared at a Press conference in New York recently. “~ This is striking 
testimony,” Dr. Chamberlain said, “as to the ability of the refugees 
to provide for themselves, as a very small number have needed help 
from special organisations. No refugee has been allowed to become a 

The Co-ordinating Committee did not give funds to bring refugees 
there. Dr. Chamberlain went on, but it did facilitate the obtaining o| 
loans to establish new enterprises. One of the first refugees to come 
there patented an ashtray-match combination, and was now running 
a thriving factory in Ohio with 300 employees. The Committee's aid 
largely consisted of assistance to persons to become self-supporting and 
to fit into American life. 

On the basis of Labour Department figures, he stated, 11,917 Jewish 
refugees, including 513 from former Austria, had entered’ the United 
States in the year ended June 30th, 1938. The German immigration 
quota to the U.S.A., which, combined with the Austrian, ts now 27,370, 
might be filled this year for the first time for a very long period. 


LEAGUE JOURNALISTS’ CENSURE 


Funds Diverted to Persecuted Members 


The annual meeting of the Association of Journalists accredited 
to the League of Nations, held in Geneva this week, has decided to 
assign 100,000 Swiss francs for helping Jewish and other needy 
members and former members who have lost their citizenship and 
employment and become refugees. (This is the lot of many League 
journalists who used to represent the German and Austrian Press.) 
The resolution appeals to all the Governments who are members of 
the League and those who are members of the Rublee Committee “ to 
give the most liberal treatment to refugees who are bona fide journalists, 
without distinction of race, religion, country of origin, or political 
views.” It further “ expresses regret that members of other professions 
exercise their influence to prevent the entry and employment in their 
countries of refugees of the same profession.” | 

The 100,000 frances are to be taken from the fund of 120,000 francs 
accumulated by the Association for building its own club house, which 
is not to be built at present. The meeting considered that “a pro- 
fessional association must first protect and defend those of its members 
who are most endangered.” The money is to be spent mainly tn loans 
which are to be eventually repaid. The maximum fixed for a loan 
is 5,000 francs for each member in need. 


The League has received a telegram from Portugal stating that sixty-five 
Jewish refugees who were to have been deported on Thursday of last week 
haye been given permission to remain in the country for another two months 

A delegation of well-known Finnish personalities was last week received 
by the Finnish. Prime Minister, M. Cajander, ard the Finnish Minister 0! 
the Interior, M. Kekkonen, with whom they discussed the position of Jewish 
refugees from Austria. The delegation urged that the refugees be given 
permits for permanent residence in Finland, as well as permits to work. 
The, Ministers promised to settle the question favourably. The delegation 
was headed by the well-known University Professor Yrjoe Hirn and the 
Rector of Helsinki University, M. Laurin Zilliacus. Recent figures on the 
number of Jewish refugees in Finland show that, at most, 150 Jewish 
refugees are in the country, and not from 400 to 500, as previously reported 

Addressing the East Willesden Rotary Club last week, Mr. F. Ballard 
gave an interesting talk on “ The Refugee Problem.” The speaker referred 
to the difficult question of the great number of refugees from Central 
Europe now confronting the more humane nations of the world. It was 
not whoily a Jewish problem, Mr. Ballard said, and he predicted a terrible 
reckoning yet to come to those conducting the present anti-Semitic policy) 
ui Germany. Referring to the invitation which some time ago had been 
extended by Mussolini to the Jews to come to Italy, he said that now 
Mussolini had turned on them by Hitler's order. Mr. Ballard went on 
to tell of the desperate plight of the refugees in England and he asked 
his hearers to look on their sufferings with sympathy and understanding

Sir,—My attention has been drawn to the issue of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 
of September 9th in which, under the heading of “ Below the Beli,” your

REAL WRESTLING AT THE ‘* SETTLEMENT” 
More, Please 


An innovation that deserves every encouragement was the introduction of 
wrestling at the Settlement, Berner Street, E.. on Tuesday of last. week 
(writes THe JewisH CHRONICLE Boxing Correspondent). I do not mean the 
sort of stuff that is going on up and down the country that passes for 
wrestling, but the real sport-—catch-as-catch-can style—held under the 
auspices of the National Amateur Wrestling Association and held under 
rules framed by the International Amateur Wrestling Association. 

The tournament was organised by the Settlement Aid Society in aid of 
the Settlement’s Fund for the Children. There were many present whose 
idea of wrestling was obtained from what is the vogue to-day and who Rad 
regarded the original sport, with well-defined rules, as rather dull. They had 
cause to change their views after witnessing a thrilling, clean, and skilful 
exhibition. Those who came prepared to stay only a few minutes, and I 
confess I was among them, stayed until the end—12.30—and there was not 
a boring moment in all the four hours. Leading exponents of the sport 
took part—Olympic Games representatives, National, County, and Area 
champions. 

There were two Jewish contestants. L. Lipman, Ashdown A.C.. runner-up 
In the Middlesex County championship, was outpointed by H. J. Jones, 
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-up in the National Championship 1938 and first reserve in the 
Olympic Games. This match went the full distance (no falls being 
registered) of three bouts, each bout of fifteen-minutes duration. Both 
were awarded one round each on points and the final round was awarded 
to Jones. after a hard-fought and skilful struggle. The other Jewish con- 
testant was eighteen-stone A. Benjamin, Ashdown A.C., who was oppose 
to J. Nelson, City Police A.A., light-heavyweight National champion. 
Nelson, who had the disadvantage of about four stone in weight, had to 
work extremely hard, with success, to overcome a very agile opponent. 

Those responsible for the introduction of this type of wrestling should be 
encouraged to present further tournaments. Thanks were accorded to 
Messrs. Percy Longhurst, V. Benson, B. Samson, secretaries and members 0! 
the Ashdown A.C.. Barking W.L. & P.CC., Metropolitan Police A.A... the 
Young Britons A.C., and to the judges and officials who had made the show

ACHEI BRITH AND SHIELD OF ABRAHAM 


Resolution at National Conference 
of Friendly Societies 


[From our Correspondent] 


On Friday last, Mr. H. S. Schildkraut, representing the Order at 
the National Conference of Friendly Societies, held at Eastbourne, 
moved a resolution in the following terms: 

“ That this conference of free and independent societies places on record 
its deep indignation and abhorrence at the growing religious and racial 
discrimination in various countries, and expresses its profound belief in the 
maintenance of the principles of brotherhood as practised by the Friendly 
Society Movement in this country.” 

The resolution was unanimously carried, after a moving speech by 
Mr. Schildkraut, who said that, slowly but surely, the Jewish people 
were being pushed into the abyss, and nobody dared to say a word in 
case it would create further difficulties. 


CURRENT ACTIVITIES 


The Grand Lodge has decided to provide facilities for A.R.P. instruction, 
and a series of lectures will be given under the direction of the East 
London Division of the St. John Ambulance, commencing on Thursday, 
October 6th. 

At the consecration, at Willesden, of the tombstone in memory of the 
late Bro. B. A. Fersht. there was a large and representative gathering, 
which included the principal officers of the Order and representatives of 
other organisations. 

The Order is able to report the enrolment of a considerable number of 
juvenile contributors under the new National Health Insurance Act.

Travel Notes and News 


CUNARD WHITE STAR AND ITS JEWISH PASSENGERS 


The launching on Tuesday last by Her Majesty the Queen of the largest 
ship in the world, the “ Queen Elizabeth “—the Jewish facilities on which 
will be described in due course in these columns—zives an opportunity 
for a brief outline of the way in which Cunard White Star have met the 
religious and dietary requirements of their é¢ver-increasing number of Jewish 
passengers. 

Before 1933, when Hitler came to power in Germany, there were Kasher 
Kitchens, rooms for religious services, and so forth, on the express Atlantic 
liners, but nothing like the thorough control, with the approval of the 
itondon Beth Din of the arrangements, that is exercised to-day. When 
lews began to boycott German ships, the two principal English Lines— 
cunard and the White Star (since amalgamated into Cunard White Star. 
i td.}—had a great opportunity and endeavoured to attract the traffic. That 
they succeeded to the fullest extent is primarily due to the Cunard Steam 
Ship Company, as it then was. In consultation with the Directors of the 
tine, the Chief Passenger Superintendent, Mr. Charles E. Pierce, was 
instructed to negotiate direct with the Jewish religious authorities. 

Among those who figured in the preliminary talks were Dayan Dr. 
Feldman, Rabbi I. J. Unterman, Mr. Reuben Lincoln (Chairman of the 
Kashrus Commission), Mr. A. Mundy (Secretary of the Jews’ Temporary 
Shelter), and the Rev. M. L./Gorden, of Southampton, who was supervising 
ihe Jewish arrangements on vessels using Soythampton Port, including the 

Berengaria ” and “Aguitania” of the Cunard Line and the “ Majestic.” 
~ Olympic,” and the “ Homeric “ of the White Star Line. Later, Mr. Frank 
4 Derry, the Director of Publicity of the Cunard organisation, entrusted 
me with the inspection of the arrangements then in force and the writing of 
ihe booklet “ Cunard For Kashrus.” Thousands of copies were circulated 
all over Europe and America, for the original English issue was translated 
into no fewer than seven languages—-German, French, Italian, Yiddish. 
Dutch, Hungarian, and Polish. 

ihe Cunard Line showed every consideraticn for its Jewish passengers, 
and one example after another of kindness to Jewish travellers came to my 
notice. As the numbers of Jewish patrons grew each season, the shipping 
company, through Mr. Pierce, appproached Dayan Feldman and asked for 
the full sanction of the Chief Rabbi and the members of the London Beth 
Din for the Jewish arrangements in their ships. The Beth Din requested 
a very strict compliance with Jewish dietary requirements, the provision 
of separate meat and milk departments of specially built Kasher kitchens, 
the use of special crockery, cutlery, linen and napery, and, most important 
of all. the employment of qualified Jewish Supervisors appointed by the 
Reth Din but paid by the Cunard Line. Without hesitation, the Line put 
the scheme into effect on the “Aquitania ” and “ Berengaria.” and from the 
beginning the arrangements have worked admirably. 

[hrough Mr. Derry’s good offices, the Cunard Line invited me to travel 
out, in May, 1934, to New York in the “ Berengaria™ and home in the 
“Aquitania ” in order to investigate fully the Kashrus arrangements and 
io tell readers Of THe Jewish CHRONICLE all about them. Following my 
irip, the “ Cunard Atlantic Cruise Supplement ” was published in this journal 
on June |Sth, 1934, publicising the facts far and wide. The Cunard Line 
itself distributed 10,000 copies. Wishing to extend their Kasher services as 
much as possible, Cunard then decided to improve matters in their popular 
cruising vessel “ Lancastria,” as well as in the “A” ships (“Alaunia,” etc.) 
to Canada. Kashrus on the “ Lancastria”™ sent up the Jewish patronage 
ver) greatly; and the ship to this day has a large Jewish patronage. ;

MOTORING NOTES 


A LARGER M.G., 
Lagondas Provide More Luggage Space 


Judging by the correspondence I receive from readers, many of them 
Will be pleased that the M.G. programme for 1939 includes a new 
2.6-litre car, a larger edition of the popular 2-litre M.G. Its six- 
cylinder, push-rod operated, overhead valve engine is rated at 19.8 h.p., 
with a cylinder bore of 73 m.m. and a stroke of 102 m.m., paying a 
£15 tax. My technical correspondents will be pleased with its layout, 
which includes twin down-draught carburettors, so that the acceleration 
is high. I think it must be looked upon as a car with a real sporting 
Perlormance, but not as a competition entrant, as its total cubic 
capacity is 2,561 ¢.c. which brings it into the 3-litre class with larger 
engined cars. Why the open tourer 2.6-litre M.G. car costs £450 
While the saloon is listed at £442 is hard to say, except that saloons are 
merely pressed steel boxes, stamped out like sardine tins, whereas open 
lourers are probably coachbuilt, labour costs being higher. 

The other M.G. models for the coming season are the 1} litre and 
the 2 litre, which are continued unchanged. “Thank goodness,” I 
“an overhear many owners of these cars remark. It is certainly a good 
thing that they are not altered, as both have put up excellent perform- 
ances and have given very little trouble. 

The new large M.G. holds the road well and is particularly steady at 
‘peed, with a comfortable cruising rate of over sixty miles an hour. 
ne Lockheed hydraulic brakes pull it up quickly on wet roads 
Without any tendency to deviate from the course, 

. Mr. A. P. Geod, who controls the Lagonda Company, takes a keen 
interest in fast cars, Hence the New Lagonda Rapide coupé, on a 
‘hort twelve-cylinder chassis, which costs £1,600, or £1,250 on the 
‘X-cylinder Lagonda chassis. This car is an excellent example of 
Present-day fashion, It seats three persons on the front seat and only 
one behind, thus breaking away froin the two behind and two in front

style and reverting to the original 1900 wagonette type. It was evolved 
as a result of a long tour on the Continent and gives exceptional leg 
room for all the passengers and large luggage accommodation, with 
a possidie 100 m.p.h. cruising speed. 

Even old-established concerns such as Austin do not seem to gain 
wisdom from aciual practice, although Lord Austin himself has 


motored a great deal on the Continent. This firm asks family owners: 


to buy the Austin “18,” which they advertise as “a big car with 
generous room for seven "—which is quite true—and add that “ the 
large built-in locker houses the two smart, roomy suitcases and the 
spare whee! secure from mud and dust.” 

How are seven people going to stow their luggage in two suitcases? 
And if the lid is let down to form a grid to carry even two cabin trunks 
it completely prevents the spare wheel being available, unless both 
trunks are removed to get at it should a puncture take place. 

_ That is why Americans and others who want to make long tours in 
Engiand and Europe hire or buy Daimler landaulettes which carry 
practically unlimited luggage for seven persons on the roof and the 
luggage grid in the rear. The Daimler coachwork, moreover, is one of 
the few motors in which men can wear a silk hat without crushing it. 

In these days of strong pressed-steel bodies fitted on various makes 
of chassis, there is no reason why a luggage rail should not form part 
of the equipment of the roof or head of all four-seating cars. It is an 
absolute necessity for cars which seat more than four if one wants 
to use them for holiday tours with the family and all their impedimenta,

A.R.P. RECRUITMENT 


Evacuation of London Schools 


The present drive to complete the preparations for the Government's Air 
Raid Precautions Scheme is resulting in a great spurt in the recrui‘ment of 
wardens, first aid, and decortamination men and auxiliary firemen in ail 
districts. Would-be recruits should apply to their local Town Halls. 

Long befcre the present European cris s developed into the seriousness of 
the past few days, the London County Council had prepared emergency 
measures for the evacuation of its school children, in case of an emer- 
gency. Last week, when the Council ordered its Schools to call imme- 
diate meetings of the parents of the childre: to explain to them the 
plans which it had prepared for the evacuation of their ch.ldren from 
London to a safe place. all Jewish schools were, of course, included. .We 
understand that there were meetings, called at very short notice, last 
Saturday evening, at the Jews’ Free Schooland tie Jews’ In‘ants’ School. At 
the former, Dr. E. Bernstein, the Headmaster, addressed the large number 
of parents and toli them of the Counc.l’s plans. He advised them all to 
ce-orerate with the authorities and the resconse was unanimous. The 
Jewis parents displayed great calmness and coo ness, and they all said that 
they would immediately obey any everge~ cy orders. 

On Wednesday morning, a representative of THe Jewish CHRONICLE was 
informed by Dr. Bernstein that emergency orders had been issued and there 
was a possibility of immed ate evacuation.

All eyes in the City and elsewhere are on events in Europe. As this ts 
written it would be foolish to attempt any forecast of future possibilities 
or their effect on markets. During the past week, business on the Stock 
Exchange dwindled to small proportions. Prices fell heavily all 
round, and prices became nominal. On this basis, markets remained 
calm and dealers arranged business offering wherever possible. In 
the gilt-edged market, dealers came to an agreement to fx minimum 
prices for all British Government stocks below which they will not 
conduct business. The move was wise. It eliminated from the market 
the effect of panic sales from the Continent. and small transactions 
on the part of home investors have been handled without difficulty. 
Late on Wednesday there came a dramatic change when news of the 
Munich meeting was received. Minimum prices were forgotten. 
Dealings became almost normal and prices soared, but caution ts 
naturally exercised until the result of the Munich meeting ts public 
property. Outside the Stock Exchange, the foreign exchange and 
bullion markets have been scenes of great activity. The flight of 
capital from Europe has been seen in a persistent demand for dollars, 
which have steadily appreciated on terms of the £ and European 
currencies. There-has been a big turnover in gold each day, with 
Continental holders of gold in London realising in order to buy 
dollars. 


CINEMA REPORT 


Associated Provincial Picture Houses, Ltd., is controlled by 
Provincial Cinematograph Theatres, Ltd., which, in turn, is one of the 
great Gaumont British group. Its Chairman ts Mr. Mark Ostrer. 
The report for the year to May 31st now issued, therefore, is of interest 
for its reflection on the combine of which the Company forms a part. 
Net profit for the year amounted to £111,589, against £123,165 
previously. The appropriation for depreciation ts maintained at 
£26,000, while income tax takes, with N.D.C., £20,353, against £12,404. 
A further £15,000 is added to general reserve, and after preference 
dividend a final ordinary dividend of 4 per cent. again makes 6 per cent. 
for the year. The fact that dividend and reserve appropriations are 
maintained despite slightly lower profits and higher tax charges reflects 
the conservative policy followed in recent years. Last year the carry 
forward was raised from £69,214 to £89,475, and this time there ts a 
further small increase to £90,510. 


AUSTIN MOTOR DIVIDEND 

The dividend announcement of the Austin Motor Co. for the year 
to July 3ist had been awaited with considerable interest in markets. 
In view of the known setback in the motor trade, as evidenced in 
the monthly new car registration figures, a lower payment was 
expected. Many believed the distribution might be halved by elimina- 
tion of the 25 per cent. bonus which has accompanted the 25 per cent. 
dividend in each of the past three years. In the circumstances, there- 
fore, the decision to pay a 5 per cent. bonus, to make 30 per cent. in 
all for the year, was not unsatisfactory. It must be remembered that, 


despite the 300 per cent. capital bonus in 1934, the ordinary capital » 


of £622,459 is still small in comparison with the £2,000,000 of 
Preference capital as well as £1,066,520 of Debenture stock ranking 
before it. This “ high gearing “ accounts for the apparent very heavy 
reduction in distribution by 20 per cent. The Directors’ statement 
shows that the actual gross amount distributed in Debenture interest, 
Preference, and ordinary dividends will be £488,417, against £611,829 
previously. Details are not yet available of actual profit figures or 
reserve appropriations. Last year £125,000 was taken to general 
reserve. 
CLOTHIERS RECORD 

An interesting report recently issued is that of J. Hepworth and Son, 
Litd.. the manufacturing and wholesale and retail clothiers of Leeds. 
In the year to July 3list last, the profit after all charges, including 
depreciation, income tax, and N.D.C., were £86,155, which its slightly 
above the previous year’s figure of £85,247.

THE MASTER OF MELODY 


Known the World Over 


[By our Cinema Correspondent) 


The film trade and the general public will salute this week a man 
whose name is known in every part of the world. Irving Berlin is the 
man and “Alexander's Ragtime Band” the two-hours salute the cinema 
industry is giving him. | 

To-day, at fifty, Irving Berlin typifies the American “ success story ™ 
of a young man who elevated himself from the sidewalks of the Bowery 
to the heights of fame. Israel Baline—for that was his name when he 
migrated to Americas—received Is. 4d. for the royalties on the first 
song he ever wrote, in 1997, Later, he composed “Alexander's Ragtime 
Band,” of which over two million copies were sold. It changed the 
whole face of the world’s dance music, rhythm, and tempo. This song 
set a solid foundation on which a great muse mdustry has prospered. 
The 700 tunes that he has written have been played around the world 
on every kind of musical instrument. His music has kept pace with a 
changing world and he has given many songs topicality and a racy, 
musical commentary of present-day social life. 

Irving Berlin is a great friend of Eddie Cantor, and had he not been 
recalled to Hollywood suddenly two years ago he would undoubtedly 
have started a fund for the Jews in Germany. He expressed a sincere 
desire to help in any way he could, but his plans were cut short. 

His greatest successes are too numerous to mention, but they include 
the following: “ How Deep is the Ocean,” “ The Song is Ended,” “A 
Pretty Girl is Like a Melody.” “Blue Skies.” “ Remember,” “All 
Alone.” “ Top Hat,’ “ We Saw the Sea,” “He Ain't Got Rhythm,” 
and “ Cheek to Cheek.” The cinema industry is particularly indebted 
to him. His name on a picture automatically makes it a gilt-edged 
security for the renter and exhibitor alike. At least four new dance 
“ crazes " have been started by his films, and a new one, “ The Yam," 
is about to descend on us from the new Rogers-Astaire film “ Carefree,” 
for which Berlin composed the whole score.

“MADEMOISELLE MA MERE “—Berkeley (“A”™ Certificate) 

If any less interesting screen personality than Danielle Darrieux was 
appearing in four pictures showing simultaneously in the West End, 
one might be tempted to say that no film star could survive such 
intensive exploitation. Miss Elsie Cohen, however, assures me that she 
has even a fifth picture, entitled “Katia,” and starring Daniclle 
Darrieux, intended for, the Academy Cinema. ‘ 

Again directed by her husband, Henri Decoin, Danielle Darricux 
is in her best tomboyish mood in “ Mademoiselle Ma Mére.” She 8 
teasing, oftrageous, and very alluring, and chases through the picture 
with the speed of the wind. Briefly, her father wants her to get married. 
She refuses all available men, and in a moment of temper marrics 4 
superb old buffer whose steam yacht is alongside hers. Giving het 
husband nothing in the way of nuptial bliss, she finds herself possess¢ 
of an attractive stepson. She proceeds to lead both of them a madcap 
song and dance, and eventually is mastered by her stepson, who falls 
in love with her. The situations are in the best carefree Parisian 
style, the dialogue is saucy and, wisely perhaps, some of the choicet 
verbial moments have not been translated into the English sub-ttles, 
although the implications are always very clear. 

This is bright, breezy entertainment that cannot fail to enteriat, 
and you will again lose your cinema heart to that slim, effervescent 
spirit of youth——Danielle. 


“ABLS DE CONFIANCE ”—Studio One (“A” Certificate) 

What a remarkable young woman Mite. Danielle Darrieux \. At 
the age of twenty-one, she has set up a world record by starring !" no 
less than four pictures—-three Continental and one American—which 
are all on show in the West End this week. 

As light as hydrogen and as sparkling as champagne in “ The Rage 
of Paris,” deeply tragic in “ Mayerling,” naughty and Parisian '" 
“ Mademoiselle Ma: Mére,.” and lastly, in her new film at Studio One 
humanly dramatic in a drama that shows her to be a great actres’. 
The fact that her husband, Henri Decoin, directed this film suggests 
that he was able to give her his intimate guidance and encouragemen 
during the more dramatic moments of this competent French picture. 

Lydia, a young law student, is forced to leave her law classes on 
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death of her grandmother. Sombre in mourning clothes, she tries, 
without success, to get herself a job in Paris. Her revulsion to the 
crude advances of prospective employers renders her-penniless and 
beaten, A girl friend of hers finds an oid diary and persuades Lydia 
to impersonate a child who died many years before at the age of two, 
the offspring of a love affair between an actress and a well-known 
historian., She goes to the historian, is accepted as genuine, and 
adopted into his home. She continues with her law studies and gets 
her first brief to defend a young girl who has committed a very similar 
offence because of a wretched home life. Lydia wins the court's 
sympathy by an impassioned defence. She returns home to confess, 
but the historian’s wife, Knowing her wrongdoing, forgives her and 
Lydia becomes one of the family. 

‘There is a great deal that ts humanly appealing in this film and its 
slow motivation 1s not such a deterring factor as it would be in a 
picture less skilfully directed and less competently acted. Jacques 
Ferney, the historian, is excellently played by Charles Vanel; Valentine 
Tessier gives a sensitive performance aS his wife: and Danielle 
Parrieux scores a great personal victory for her fine portrayal of a 
downtrodden young girl. 


“PRISON SANS BARREAUX "—Academy (“A” Certificate) 


Patrons of the Academy Cinema will be noticing a great improve- 
ment in the screening of films. New equipment has been installed by 
Messrs. Jack Roe. The projection has a new brilliance that adds 
considerably to the enjoyment of the programme. 

it is claimed that this is the first time in film history that we have 
been given a chance to compare the original French production and the 
English version of the same film side by side, for the Academy is 
showing “ Prison Sans Barreaux”™ while Korda’s version is at the 
London Pavilion. Here is a golden opportunity to make comparisons. 

Of the two French films that received cups at Venice this year, the 
Academy picture was one of them. It was made as an experiment by 
the famous international producer, Arnold Pressburger, to prove that 
stars are not necessary for a successful film. He little realised that the 
performance of Corinne Luchaire—who acts in both films—would 
make an overnight star of her. If comparisons are to be made, the 
French original ts the better of the two. By taking the original and 
remaking it practically shot for shot, Korda has not taken any liberties 
with the script, but-in the transposition the intrinsic French charac*--- 
istics have unavoidably become lost in the English atmosphere of the 
Denham Studios. 

Corinne Luchaire is naturally more at home in her own language 
and gives a finer, more sincere performance. It would be foolish to 
call her a great actress in this film, for her youthful freshness, frank, 
wistful eyes, and complete naturalness can only be her own self, 
perfectly at ease before the studio cameras. Annie Ducaux is a shade 
less convincing than Edna Best; Roger Duchesne is better as the doctor 
than Barry K. Barnes; and Maximilienne, as the cruel, embittered 
school head 1s more acceptable and less terrifying than the demonic 
portrayal by Martita Hunt in the English version. 


-“ THE STRANGE MONSIEUR VICTOR "—Curzon (“A” Certificate) | 


[his somewhat letsurely production is chiefly memorable for two fine 
character studies by Raimu as Monsicur Victor, a man who leads a 
double life. He is on the one hand a murderer and receiver of stolen 
goods; on the other, a respectable family man living in Toulon. Pierre 
Blanchar, who can also be seen in London as Napoleon in “A Royal 
Divorce,” is cast as an unfortunate victim of circumstance. These two 
artists bring out the underlying depth of the story's drama, but in spite 
of imaginative direction by Jean Gremillon and brilliant use of the 
camera, the picture has a distinct tendency to drag, so that the eventual 
exposure of M. Victor comes almost as an anti-climax. Supporting 
them are Madeline Renaud, Marcelle Geniat, and Viviane Romance.

BRITAIN’S “ CAR-CASTING BUREAU ” 
All Types Supplied At All Times 


Jack Pozner, at his Hendon garage, runs the one and only British 
casting bureau for cars. Where 3 film crowd-artist bureau might be 
called on to supply a bearded old man, a brunette, and a baby, Pozner 
will be asked for three South American taxicabs, a ‘police car, and a 
broken-down limousine. He guarantees never to let a film company 
down. 

For “ The Citadel * set, on which Robert Donat and Rosalind Russell 

worked for M.-G.-M. British, designers built a full-size reconstruction 
of a typical mining village in South Wales. Authentic traffic was 
wanted for the grim, drab streets. “ Ring Pozner,” said the company 
manager; and on the scheduled day, trades vans and carts bearing 
names of firms in Cronin’s village of Blaenelly were sent to Denham. 
_ Six years ago, Jack Pozner was hired by a film company to drive 
his car in a street scene. As he motored up and down for the various 
shots, it struck him that film traffic arrangements were chaotic. No 
one was in charge of the vehicles, they came from various sources, 
-and mary were not suitable. He went home with the idea of forming 
a central organisation for vehicles used in films. His knowledge of 
the motor trade was extensive, and his Knowledge of film require- 
ments was growing. To-day, he has built up a business which is 
unique in the motor trade. At his finger-tips is the knowledge of the 
whereabouts of every possible type of car, displayed in showrooms, 
languishing in out-of-way garages, standing idle at private homes. 
At Hendon, he has a fleet of oddly assorted cars. Among them are 
1914 Rolls-Royces, a 1912 Renault, police cars, cars with left-hand 
drives, Fords of 1920 vintage. 

Pozner has had calls for cars at two o'clock in the morning, and has 
had them on the set an hour later. He has a team of drivers working 
for him who will drive cars into rivers, through fire, over cliffs. He has 
to foresee the whims of film directors and deliver just what they have 
in mind. “ Bring me a sedate-looking car such as a diplomat would 
use"; “Get us a flashy limousine to suit a glamorous actress type ™: 
“ We want an American gangsters’ car at once,” are typical of the 
orders he receives. So varied are the requirements of film scenes that 
to Pozner the most battered, broken-down old vehicle is as valuable 
as a luxurious stream-lined limousine. The heaviest demand now is 
for police cars.

YOM KIPPUR 


BY AUNTIE 

HEARD a discussion the other day as to 

which was the most impressive part of the 

Synagogue services on the Day of Atone- 
ment. One contended that Kol Nidré, with its 
time-honoured chant, was very solemn and 
awe-inspiring and gave the keynote to all the 
prayers that were to follow. Another claimed 
that the recital, during the Musaf service, of 
the account of the ritual in the ancient Temple, 
with the successive prostrations of the entire 
congregation, was the most impressive. A 
third disputant declared that the greatest 
moment of all was at the very end of the 
service—the final proclamation of the Divine 
Unity, and the sounding of the Shofar to 
proclaim that the great day 1s over. 


Kot NIprRe 


It is certainly difficult to decide the question, 
for I think all three of these sections of the 
service have equal claims to impressiveness. 
Kol Nidré is a curious opening of the day. 
There is no doubt that the traditional plain- 
tive melody has a great deal to do with setting 
the right atmosphere for what is to follow. 
The formula itse!f is rather antiquated and 
has been much misunderstood. We cannot 
begin the new life which Kippur asks us to start 
without clearing away the evil past. Nowa- 
days, not so much importance attaches to 
“ vows” as in ancient times. Perhaps it is a 
pity that people seem to set so little store 
by their promises and undertakings. But in 
any case there is one thing that Kol Nidré 
does not do, and that cannot too emphatically 
be stressed. It does not clear us from promises 
which we can quite well undertake, contracts 
made with our fellow-men. The Jew’'s word 
should be his bond, and no ritual formula 
can render it nugatory. 


THe Roor 


The recital of the Atonement ritual per- 
formed in ancient Temple days links us to the 
past and shows us how our modern religious 
practice has been developed from the days 
of yore. It is a fatal. mistake to tear up the 
‘roots from which the plant of our religious 
life has grown. The root of a flower is 
generally not the most beautiful part of it, 
but it is an essential part, if the flower is to 
continue in bloom. From the root it draws 
all its life. The Rabbis showed that the 
Temple, important though it was in nourishing 
the early religious life of Israel, was after all 
only a root, which could be buried in the soil 
of the past, and Israel's faith could still endure. 


he for out of its ashes new life would spring. I 


was watching the other day a dandelion seed 
borne by means of its little fluffy wings upon 
the breeze, and I reflected how Judaism has 
been spread by being carried from land to 
land, far from the spot where it originally 
took root. The seed settles somewhere. and 
a new root and flower are formed. The flower 
cut from its root soon dies. And it can never 
make new seed! 


THE CONCLUSION 


The climax of the Atonement services. like 
the beginning, is curious. It might be thought 
that there should be some formula proclaim- 
ing that those who have sincerely repented 
during the day are now forgiven. That is not 
the Jewish way. It is not so simple and easy. 
The repentance has yet to show itself in a 
reformed life. What we do is to proclaim our 
faith in the One God. It is with Him that we 
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have to settle our account in the coming year. 
We conclude our day of prayer by putting 
God back into our lives. It is the memory of 
that solemn proclamation that we take away 
with us. If in the past we have set up false 
gods, worshipped the god of materialism, of 
selfishness, of -indulgence, we now destroy 
these idols and proclaim our return to the 
One Who said: “ Thou shalt have no other 
gods before Me.”
